A. Thanu Pillai: | move, as an amendment that the Bill be referred tc 
a Select Committee giving ample time to submit its report. I shall give my reasons. 
We are trying to bring our laws into line with the laws existing in the rest of India. 
It has to be ascertained whether there is any need for deviation in this particular 
matter. I am very sorry that when a Bill of this kind is brought forward, the 
Minister in charge is not able to give all the information required. He says that the 
High Court’s opinion has been obtained, At the same time he doesn’t know what 
the opinion is. Equally important is the opinion of the Bar Council. If our aim 
is to have uniformity, then there shall not be much deviation, No doubt, litigants 
may be glad to have as many chances as possible to ventilate their grievances. But - 
now the standard of the judges of the State is very low. People have more chances 
of having their cases considered again and again. I may be wrong, be-ause I have 
not long been in the profession. But, I should submit, that as far as possible our 
law should be uniform. So far as litigation is concerned there are a lot of ways. 
The best available men ought to be appointed as judges and munsiffs. It is an 
mportant aspect of the matter that has to be gone into. 

On-account of these reasons, 1 suggest that this matter may go before a Select 
Committee so that more information may be made available to the Minister in charge 
of the Bill: Sufficient time may also. be givén for detailed consideration. Our 
distinguished Advocate-General may be in a position to enlighten us in the matter. 
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Sri. P. K. Krishnankutty Menoris | have absolutely no objection to the Bill 
being referred to a Select Committee. But the Committee may submit its report in 
three days, because the matter is very urgent and it should be finally disposed of in 

_t his session itself. . 

Sri, P. Balakrishnan Thampi: Yes. It is only a very formal affair. The 

report can be submitted in the course of a day. 


Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: The purpose of refering the Bill to a Select 
Committee is to ascertain the opinion of the public. [ do not think a Select Com- 
mittee can serve that purpose.

The Travancore-Cochin General Sales-Tax Act (Amendment) Bill 


Minister for Finance and Food (Sri. K. M. Korah): Sir, I beg to introduce 
the Travancore-Cochin General Sales-tax Act (Amendment) Bill. . 


Chief Minister (Sri. C. Kesavan): I second it. 


Sri, K, M. Korah : According to the provisions contamed in Article 286 (1) 
of the Constitution of India, certain restrictions are laid down on the imposition 
of tax on the sale or puchase of goods: 


“No law of a State shall impose or authorise the imposition of a tax on the 
sale or parchase of goods where such sale or purchase takes place— 
(a) outside the State ; or 


(b) in the course of the import of the goods into or export of the goods 
out of the territory of India. 


Explanation.—For the purposes of sub-clause (a) a sale or purchase shal! 
be deemed to have taken place in the State in which the goods have actually 
been delivered as a direct result of such sale or purchase for the purpose of 
consumption in that State, riotwithstanding the fact that under the general 
law relating to sale of goods the property in the goods has by reason of such 
stale or purchase passed in another State”, ' 
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According to the above provision no tax can be levied on the sale or purchase 
of goods if the sale or purchase takes place outside the State or in the course of im- 
port into or export out of the territory of India, No tax will also be leviable on the 
sale or purchase of goods taking place in the State if the goods are actually delivered 
for consumption in another State as a direct result of the sale. But according to 
the provisions of the Travancore-Cochin General Sales Tax Act, 1125, taxis 
leviable on the sale or purchase of goods wherever the contract of sale or purchase 
might have been made provided that the goods were actually in the State when the 
contract was made. 

_ The Government of India drew the attention of this Government to the provi- 
sions of Article ,286 "and directed this Government to amend the State Sales-tax . 
Law in order'to make its provisions conform to the provisions of the Constitution. 
Accordingly the Act was amended by the Travancore-Cochin General Sales-tax 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 195] (IV of 1951), By this Ordinance, a new Section 
viz., Section 26 which merely restates the restrictions imposed by Article 286 of the 
Constitution was introduced, Since this amendment was nécessitated by the coming 
into force of the Constitution, it was given effect to from the 26th January 1950. 

The present Bill fis intended to replace the Ordinance by an Act of the 
Legislature. 

Sri. P. S&S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know the financial implications of 
the Bill.? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Anyhow it has to be done without looking into the 
implications. 

Sri. P. $. Nataraja Pillai: May I know how it affects the present budget?

P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I would liket to say a few words about this Bill, 
Sir, the Central Act was extended to this State with effect from the Ist April 1951. 
Now we are in_the month of September. For the last six months it was kept in 
abeyance by an Ordinance of the Rajpramukh. .There was ample time to prepare 
the list of assessors*within this period which unfortunately the Government was not 
able todo. Now they are asking for legislative sanction for extending the period by 
another six months for keeping in abeyance the provisions of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure relating to trials with the aid of assessors. : 

Government hope to complete the list by that time.-- Our experience in thiS 
country would show that Government are seen always to come forward for exten” 
-sion of time. A sort of indifference is seen on the part of Government in thes¢ 
matters. The Government was not able to prepare the list of assessors within the 
Jast six months, if they feel that there is any difficulty in completing the list within 
another six months, adequate provision in the present. Bill will have to be made so 
that there may not be any necessity for further extension. Therefore [ would re- 
quest the Treasury Bench to-reconsider the whole thing and say whether they want 
only six months or more. -

Medical Practitioners Act (Amendment) Bill. 


Sri. K. M. Korah: I second it. 


. Syi.C. Kesavan: The term of office of the members of the Travancore 
Médical Council is fixed under Section 9 (1) of the Act as three years. ‘The Second 
‘Travancore Medical Council constituted under the Act functioned for the full term 

of three years and the term expired on the 14th October 1950. It was not possible 

to conduct elections and to constitute the next Council in time. It was, 
therefore, necessary to extend the term of the Second Council. For that 
purpos: the Act was amended by Ordinance X of 1950 (this was replaced by Act 

XXVI of 1950) to enable Government by notification to extend the term for at 

period not exceeding six months. The term of the Second Mcdical Council was 

accordingly extended for a period of six months. The extended term also expires 

onthe 14th April 1951, 


In the meantime the necessity for a uniform law relating to the registration of 
medical practitioners applicable to the whole State and thé question of constituting 
a separate Council for the various systems of medicine was engaging the attention of 
the Government. It was at that time decided that the necessary law for that 
purpose should be-enacted. But since the passing of the new law and the constir 
tution of the Council thereunder would take some time, it was considered necessary 
to extend further the term of the Council. Accordingly the Act was again amended 
by Ordinance 1 of 1951 and in pursuance of the powers conferred by the Ordinance, 
the term was further extended for a period of one year from J4th April 1951, 
The present Bill ia tended to achieve the above object. ‘The Bill when passed 
will be reserved for the assent of the President. 


My. Speaker: The Bill is introduced. ° 


Sri.C. Kesavan: I move that the Bill may be taken into consideration 
at once. : 

Svi. K. M. Korah: I second it. 
.. Sri. PS. Nataraja Pillai: In the statement of objects and reasons it is stated 


that the Travancore Medical Practitioners (Amendment) Act, 1950 and the Tra-

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%X of 1950 and | of 1951) would come within the scope of the defmition af “existing 
law ‘’ under the constitution and in that case it would be necessary to comply with 
the formalities contemplated by the Constitution in such cases, What are the for- 
malities contemplated ? I would like the member to enlighten the House on this 
point. 


_ Sri. C. Kesavan:  {t requires the assent of the President before it is passed 
inte law and comes into force, 


Sri.P. 5. Natavaja Pillai: Were not the previous amendment Act and 
Ordinance submitted to the President for approval ? 


Sri. C. Kesavan: It is not that, The whole Bill has to be recousidered in the 
light of the Constitution. A. new Bill has to be passed and the assent of the 
President has to be obtained. ; 


Sri. P. 5, Nataraja Pillai: 1 would like to. make a few observations. Sir, 
as I said before, this amendment for extension of time was before this House two 
or three times. Government have extended the life of the Medical Council by 
Ordinances for one and a half years. By statutory sanction another extension jfor 
six months was granted. Now they have again come fup for further extension 
for two years. In October 1950 when the matter came up for discussion before 
the House the official spokesman said : . 
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Six months have elapsed. | Now the motion for extension comes from another 
spokesman of the Government Benches. The term of the Council expired on the 
14th October 1950, One year has already elapsed. Even during this period of 
one year Government were not in a position to finalise their proposals to draft a 
new Bill. Will they be able to do it even within this extended period is doubtful 
Tam doubtful whether the present Government will be in a position to concentrate 
their attention to draft a Bill as to satisfy the necessity. As I remarked on the 
previous Bill, it will be better for Government to think over the matter and puta 
time-limit sufficiently elastic enough to enable them to draft the Bill and come 
before this House with it as early as possible, 1 would like. to have a definite 
assurance from the Government side on this matter. 


’ Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: 1 oppose this Bill. It is really difficult to describe 

. the utter irresponsibility displayed by Government in bringing forward a Bill of the 
kind; One is tempted to ask, what is this Government doing? Do they feel that 
they have a right to continue in office and ‘throw the affairs of the country into 
utter confusion? If they have no time to deal with matters relating to the Govern- 
ment of the country, should they not consider, m fairness, tothe State and its 
people, whether they should not abdicate and then allow the State tobe run by 
whomsoever and in whatever form it is possible? What is it that they say in the 
Statement of Objects.and Reasons? ‘The term of the Second Travancore Medical 
Council expired on the 14th October 1950 and it was not possible to conduct 
elections and constitute the next Council in time. The Travancore Medical 

' Practitioners Act was therefore amended by Ordinance No. X......"' ste. How 
many Ordinances, how. many Laws ? Now they have come forward with a proposal 
that they should be given two years. After all, what te the matter? [tis the 
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[Sri A. Thane Pillai] ; 
coristitution of the Board—the Medical Council. ‘There is the existing law relating . 
to the. Travancore Medical Council. If they want to continue the Council, they can 
constitute the Council under the existing law. Where is the difficulty ? The normal 
life of the Council is only three years. After two years of postponement, they have 
now come forward and .asked for another two years, 


Sri. C, Kesavaa: That is a inistake. It is only a foetal period of two years. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: [t fis said in clause 3 of the Bill: “In sub-section 
(1} of Section 9 of the said Act, the following shall be added as a proviso, namely : 


“Provided tha: the Government may for any special reason extend the term of 
office of the members by such further period not exceeding two years as they may 
by notification, in the Gazette specify. 

What is the provision in Section 9? Is it to extend the period? Has the 
hon. Chief Minister a copy of the Act? May I know what that Section says ? 


Sri. C, Kesavan : Section 9 (1) says: . 
“Save as otherwise provided in this Act, the term of office of the members 
other than ex-officio members shall be for a period of three years commencing from 
the date on which the first meeting of the Council is held. An outgoing member 
shall continue in office until election or nomination of his successor as the case may 
be.” That is, three years commencing from the date on which the first meeting of 
the Cotincil is held. : 

-Svi. A. Thanu Pillai: Already, the period has been extended by one year. 
One more year is already over. They want yet one more year, Whatever that be, 
what is the justification for asking, even according to the interpretation given to the 
Act, for one more year? They say, “the necessity for a uniform law relating to the 
registration of medical practitionets applicable throughout the State and the consti- 
tution of separate councils for the Allopathic and the Indian systems of medicine 
was erigaging the attention of Government, and it, was at that time decided to enact 
the necessary law.” When was the necessity for a uniform law felt? - It must have 
beert felt on the-date of the integration of Travancore and Cochin. - That was ‘in 
July 1949. ‘So; it is now about iwo years and three months since the necessity: for-a 
uniform Jaw has been felt. 1 seriously ask: what were the Government doing all 
these years > They have not been able to bring forward a uniform law. I fully 
concede that there is necessity for a uniform law. But the question is whether this 
kind of tardiness should be countenanced by this House and whether there is really 
any justification for extending this period. Now, they want one more year. y. 
not constitute the Council under the existing law if they are not able to enact the 
new law x -Let them then. bring forward a Bill. Let them constitute a new 
Council... To-fix a period, there must be some reason. The Council was originally 
expected. to function for three years, ‘Now it has functioned for over four years. 
Why do they want one more year? We have got medical men who are fit ‘to. be 
members of the Medical Council. Why not constitute a.new Medical Council ? 
Letthem function. -Let them take their own time.. Why should there be. this 
postponement ? Why should we allow the same people to continue? We do not 
know how.they got-in there. It was a Council that was. constituted for the first 
time.. Naturally, it could not be a very well-considered or well-constituted. Council, 
because it wae the firsttime. Why not havea change? . Personally, J] am not at 
all satisfied that there-is any justification for this kind of postponement and they are 
taking things too lightly and they are dealing with this House ina very lighthearted 
manner, Even for that very simple reasom, this Bill has to-be opposed. So, with 
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all the vehemence at my command, Stal “éppose ‘the Bill, and [hope this House 
will see the justice of what | am now sayitig‘atd-the fairness and the. strength of 
what I now urge. Why should the Government function in this way. and -be 
allowed to put off things ? Therefore, irrespective of party, party strength, and. all 
manner of things, this kind of dealing with public affairs should certainly be 
objected io, be resisted, and this Bill be thrown out. I oppose this Bill. 


Sri, P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I share the views of my frind, Mr. 
Nataraja Pillai. | also wish it had been possible for the Government to presenta 
Bill to the House instead of going in for this short measure of relief, so to speak, 
but J cannot for a moment believe that any wrong has been done to this country or 
to any group of péople. I challenge my friend Mr. Thanu Pillai whether there 

. would be any one individual in this State who would feel aggrieved, because the 
Medical Practitioners Bill has not been brought a day earlier before the House. 
I can understand if only my hon. friend has taken the trouble to read the printed 
things before the House, he could have seen that the delay was inevitable. [+ 1s 
after the in‘roduction of the 1119 Act in the State that the All-India Committee for 
Indigenous Medicine, known as the Bhore Committee, has produced its valuable report. 
We have since then found the defects in our Council. In Travancore, a premature 
attempt was made at the synthesis of the mutually conflicting systems of medicine. 
Here we have got a composite council in which a high-grade allopath an F.R.C.S. 
sits with the hakim and the vaidyan. - Is it possible for such a body to sit back 
and evolve a system in regard to such a thing as medicine? The object of the 
Travancore Legislature of the past.was certainly very commendable. They tried 
to see whether they could have a synthesis, an integration, of the different systems 
ofmedicine. Buta specialised Comittee like the Bhore Comittee found that 
before anything could be done in that line, they had. to integrate the different 
systems of medicine. ‘For that, trained personnel was required. Colleges had to 
be started: Men who were trained in the indigenous medicine had to study the 
whole of western médicine, and men who. have -studied western medicine had to 
study-the eastern systems of-medicine. Then alone’ proper teachers could be got 
and proper institutions started. Only. after that time, the Committee envisages that 
there would be the‘possibility of integration of the different systems, and only 
after infefration they could distinguish between integrating and synthesising the 
systerns. [tis in gach circumstances that the Bill has comic up before the House 
and it serves rio purpose to repeat the affairs here: They thought that they could be 
benefited by the latest opmion on the subject. 

- Another thing which possibly might have stood in the way of this Bill is that 
this: is a matter of interstatal recognition. Unless all the States come into line, 
unless there -is previous understanding between State and State.and between the 
States and the Centre— : ; ,

(4) Every labourer should have free and easy access to a fairly well 
equipped dispensary or hospital, Women should have adequate 
provision for maternity clinics. 

(5) Every adult labourer should be givena ration of 45 nali rice per 
month (besides other cereals) and the members of his family 
should be given ordinary ration. He should also be sold at the 
controlled rates at least 20 yards for clothing.

(6) 25 per cent. of the net profits of each estate should be set apar 
every year for meeting the material living conditions of the - 
labourers. . ; 
(7) There should be made available in every estate an office room for 
the use of the works committees of every estate or branch. 

(d) The usual procedure when memoranda are eubmitted is for the union 
representatives to discuss directly with the management on the matters raised in the 
memoranda, If such negotiations fail, the conciliation staff of the Department of. 
Labour mediate in the dispute. In this instance, it is not known that any direct 
discussions between the managements and the union representatives took place, 
The.Labour Commissioner held separate. discussions with the representatives of the 
managements and the union representatives. A j joint conference was held by him on 
27—8—1951, in which the representatives of the four estates, the Secretary of 
the Association of Planters of Travancore and the President of the Union paiticipat- 
ed, It was revealed at the conference that the main demand of the union related 
to the increase in wages. The managements refused to increase wages since the. 
wages in all the tea estates were settled on an industry-wide basis. Government 
have asked the Minimum Wages Committee to declare interim-wage-rates for 
the labour in these estates. . .

LEGISLATIVE BUSINES 
The Travancore Medical Practitioners’ Act (Amendment) Bili—/ cont.) 

Mr. Chairman: Now we will continue the discussion on the Travancore 
Medical Practitioners’ Act (Amendment) Bill. Mr. P. Balakrishnan Tampi was on 
his legs when the Assembly adjourned the other day. Mr. Tampi may continue 
his speech. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, a strong memory is not my virtue and, 
therefore, I don’t remember whether what I say now has been already said yesterday. 
I think I was at the point that there is inevitable delay in bringing legislation in the 
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House because of the set up of affairs in the Republic. I was at the point that regis- 
tration involves recognition also by other States and therefore inevitably there must 
be some correspondence in the interchange of ideas regarding the eligibility of 
candidates to be put on the Medical Practitioners’ Register. If registered practi- 
tioners of this State are not recognised in other States it would be discredit to this 
State. In the same manner practitioners of the other States will have to be recognised 
by the State also. 


So far as the qualifications are concerned, minimum attainments will have to 
be decided by Government only after consulting other States and also the Central 
Government. All these [ have stated before in reference to the recommendations 
made by the Committee on Indigenous Medicine. That is one of the reasons why 
this has been delayed. : 


There is an inter-mingling of different species of men engaged in the healing 
arte How could the Unani, Homeopathic and Allopathic practitioners be put to- 
gether on the same Council. People have been feeling {that it is better to have 
Medical Councils regulating each particular branch of medicine. For all these, 
certainly Government ‘will have taken time and there is nothing to be blamed. 
only congratulate the Government in taking ample time for considering all these 
points before bringing a legislation on the matter. Mr, Thanu Pillai said that it is 
a simple affair and that it is very easy to nominate or fix the number of members. 
For the information of my hon. friend I would say that this re-enactment! has 
not been delayed because of the difficulty of fixing the number of personnel of the 
Committee, ‘This involves many more important things, 


Syi. A. Thanu Pillai: Whoever said it was due to the difficulty of fixing the 
number of members? 


Syi. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: [ mean the number of members‘in the com- 
mittee, their term of office, etc. That is what I gathered from the.speech of 
Mr. Thanu Pillai. If I am wrong, I may be corrected. With these words, -I very 
heartily support the introduction of this Bill. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: [ wish to make a few observations. So far aa! can 
understand three things are sought to be achieved by this ariendment Bill. One is 
contrary to the terms of the Medical Act fixing the number of members as seventeen. 
This amendment Bill wants to vest power with Government to fix a smaller number 
in cases of non-availability of qualified candidates. Another thing is that no Act 
done by the Council, whether before or after the commencement of the Travancore 
Medical Practitioners’ (Amendment) Act, 1951, shall be deemed to be invalid on 
the ground merely of the existence of any vacancy in, or any defect in the consti~ 
tution of the Council. Thirdly it vests power with Government to extend the term 
by two years, These are the three things sought to be achieved by this amendment 
bill. If we go carefully through the Act itself we will see that for all these things 
there are already provision in the Act itself. In the case of absence of members, 
even if there are vacancies, the Counci] can very well function. In this connection 
I wish to draw the attention of the hon. Minister in charge to section 9 Sub- 
section 2 of the existing Act. “There it is explaind clearly. If 4 Member's tein of 
office expires, he continues to. be a Member till his successor is elected or 
nominated, Therefore, it appears to me that, as it is there is no difficulty. Besides, 
this Bill seeks to provide for another thing. It seeks to remove the doubts and to 
validate the action already taken under that Act. Section [4 of the existing Act 
provides for this contigency. For these reasons I submit that all the three things that 
are sought to be provided by this Bill are in the existing Act itself. This Bill is 
much ado about nothing. Therefore there is-no need to introduce such a Bill now, 
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Mr. Chairman: The question before the House is that the Travancore 
Medical Practitioners’ Act (Amendment) Bill be taken into consideration.

Mr. Chairman: Last time Sri. Gnanasigamoni had concluded. 

Sri. Gnanasigamoni: In continuation of what I had said nearly five or six 
months ago, I move that the Bill may be referred to a Select Committee because it 
js @ matter of serious importance. And therefore it is necessary that it should -be 
referred to a Select Committee. 


Sri. P.S. Nataraja Pillai: | would like to make a few observations, At the 
outset I am supporting Mr. Gnanasigamoni's motion that the Bill may be referred 
to a Select Committee. The Legislative Assembly has to declare by flaw those 
offices of profit which will not, in its opinion, disqualify, the holders thereof from 
being members of these House. Sir, in Clause 2 (1) of the Bill it is said: 


“A person shall not be disqualified for being chosen as, ‘and for being, a 
member of the Travancore-Cochin Legislative Assembly, by reason only,— 


(1) that he holds under the Government of India or the Government of anY 
State specified in the First Schedule to Constitution of India an office which is’ not 
remunerated either by salary or by fees payable out of the Consolidated Fund 
of India... 2.2..." 


That is the definition given here. Sir, the offices of profit as envisaged as 
being a disqualification for membership, is that the remuneration should be from 
the Consolidated Fund of India. If Government at their own instance nominate a 
man to a committee or for the Directorate of a concern in which Government have 
interest and he is given remuneration, ithas been held by judicial interpretation in 
the courts of England and by. well-known commentaries of Parliamentary Practices, 
that those places are offices of profit. Sir, why is that considered a disqualification? 

is disqualification is imposed to free the Legislature from the influence of the 
executive. 


. The Executive has always a large field of patronage and if it thinks it necessary’ 
it can exercise its patronage and provide emoluments to the members of this House’ 
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(Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai ¢] 


so that the members may be bound down to certain limitations and they will not be 
able to exercise their free judgment. That kind of undue influence on the members 
of the Legislature should not be exercised by the Executive. It is therefore only, 
Sir, that the office of profit has been defined or rather interpreted in actual parliamen- 
tary practice to include places or positions for which remuneration is paid frem 
whichever source. Here, the definition under the Bill is that the remuneration 
should be from the Consolidated Fund of India which means that he must actually 
be a Government servant. 

Sir, take the case of a Board constituted for a particular industry and if the 
Government is a major partner in that enterprise, they can nominate theit own 
nominee from the Legislature, who will be entitled to receive any fixed remunera- 
tion or even a portion of the profit. Then, can we take that man to be free from 
the influence of the Government or as on who has not received any emolument? 
Certainly not. That insidious kind of influence should be prevented. It has been 
the attempt, so far, in countries where parliamentary Government functions to 
safeguard the integrity of the Parliament by seeing that persons who are subject to 
these disqualifications are not allowed to continue in the Legislature. Further, Sir, 
the wording in the Constitution of India is: “If he holds any office of profit under 
the Government of India or the Government of any State, other than an office 
declared by Parliament by law not to disqualify its holder.” So, the offices that will 
not disqualify its holders have to be enumerated by law. ‘Therefore the Bill should 
enumerate the offices of profit that will not disqualify and should not attempt a de- 
finition of office of profit. As far as India is concerned, we have not much precedent 
on that, but taking the Act of Government of India or this matter, thatYis the Act 
passed last year or early this year—you will find that they have enumerated the offices 
of profit which will not disqualify its holders. Even the Public Prosecutor of Assam 
is mentioned there and it is stated that his post as Public Prosecutor does not dis- 
qualify him. The Chairman of the Planning Commission is also mentioned there. 
So, the offices that ought to be exempted must be made specific in the Bill. Here 
also, we ought to enumerate the posts. We should not put in an omnibus kind of 
clause giving the right to Government to extend their patronage and to bring the 

louse under their control in an indirect way. That should not be allowed. If 
this clause is passed as it stands, there is none to prevent the Government from 
extending their patronage to any one they may think fit, by appointing them to 

‘ommittees and Boards, and paying them. As a matter of fact, state enterprise in 
the field of industry is becoming larger day by day, and the day of committees is in 
vogue. For everything, Government are appointing committees and appointing 
Chairmen for those committees and are paying them. Apart from the honorarium 
and other allowances which they may receive, from time to time from the Con- 
tingency Fund at the disposal of the Government, there are other sources from which 
these gentlemen could be.paid. For example, if it is an enquiry into the working 
of certain industries, in which Government have taken shares, they can appoint a 
committee and call upon those concerns to contribute to the payment of the honora- 
rium to the members of the committee including the Chairman. That will stand in 
the way of the free exercise of their rights as members of this House. Therefore, 
I earnestly plead that the whole thing should be very carefully considered, because 
it is a very vital matter affecting the integrity and the usefulness of the Legislature 
as awhole. Therefore, a committee may be appointed and that committee may go 
into the question in all its aspects and study how the term “office of profit” is being 
interpreted or has been interpreted in parliamentary practice in England and how it 
has been interpreted in judicial decisions that are available. They can also take 
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into account the Removal of Disqualifications Act passed by the Indian Parliament 
recently and remodel our Bill on the lines adopted by the Indian Parliament. With 
these words, I support the motion of Mr. Gnanasigamoni. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: May I suggest that the Advocate-General be asked 
to offer his opinion on ths matter, if he has got anything to say? 

Mr. Chairman: Let us first hear the hon. Member in charge of the Bill, and

I move 
that in clause 1, insert the followiug as sub-clause (3).— 


“This Act shall be in force till the last day of April 1952.” We all know that 
we are at the fag end of the session just before the House is to be dissolved. The 
Bill that we are concerned with relates to salaries and allowances fixed for members 
and Ministers of the legislature. In the context of things, I will repeat what I said 
at the introduction stage. Under Article 195 of the Constitution we see the 
following: 


“Members of the Legislative Assembly and the Legislative Council of a 
State shall be entitled to receive such salaries and allowances as may from 
time to time be determined by the Legislature of the State by law, and, until 
provision in that respect is so made, salaries and allowances at such rates and 
upon such conditions as were immediately before the commencement of this 
Constitution applicable in the case of members of the Legislative Assembly of 
the corresponding Province.” _— 
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The language used is “from time to time as determined by the Legislature of the 
State by Jaw.. -+ +.” What we find in the Bill as itis, is a fixed salary and allo- 
-wances till it is repealed by another Legislative measure. What I attempt by my 
amendment is not to fix the salaries for all time to come as has been done in the 
Bill now. Once it is dissolved, there will be a fresh election when new members 
come to the House. We should. not fetter them with a decision of their House, 
The new members must be allowed to fix their own salaries and allowances. In 
view of the amendment given notice of by my hon. Friend Mr. Gnanasigamoni, 
I am bold enough to reiterate my opinion. There is a point of view, that in view 
of the mounting cost of living day by day, it will be necessary to revise the scales 
of allowances allowed to the members of the House. For the same reason it may 
be necessary to revise the salaries of Ministerstoo. It may be said that the pay 
now received by the members is high, that the salaries fixed for the Ministers are 
also high and that they must be reduced. _ It may be said that the whole matter is 
entirely for the new House that comes into being to decide. ‘The rates of remune- 
ration which they will be prepared to draw and the fixation thereof being a matter 
affecting them, nothing need be done now on this matter. I ask, why should we at this 
stage put upa schedule and hand it on as a legacy for them to work up. There is 
a provision by which this Bill can be revised by the subsequent legislature that may 
come into being. In that case, why should a limiting provision be sought tobe 
made as is now attempted by Government inthe Billin question? Why not we 
leave the matter as it is? Thereforeit is enough if we make a law which will be in 


force till April 1952. 


Another aspect also I want to bring to your notice. There are certain discre- 
pancies in the rates of remuneration. There are anomalies. The Deputy 
Speaker gets a higher rate of daily allowance than that of the Speaker, 
besides salary, Jt is an anomaly, Anyway that is in force now. Personally speaking, 
as we are at the fag end of this legislature let the incumbents get whatever they have 
been getting hitherto. It will be time to revise the whole thing when the new 
legislature is constituted, 1 therefore earnestly plead for accepting my amendment. 
It will only be just on the part of this House to accept my amendment. The 
question whether the members and Ministers should get higher remuneration ‘or 
not is a matter for the future legislature to take.. They alone are the proper men to 
deal with their remuneration. These are very important matters which we should not 
attempt to settle at the present moment. . 


We all know that elections are in December and the results will be published 
by the beginning of the new year. It is likely the new House will come into being 
in April. It is all a matter of three to four months. We are actually validating by 
this Bill what has been in practice here so far. Therefore we need not rush through 
a Bill for tying down the succeeding legislature. J would say it will be better in the 
interest of all concerned not to fetter them with a provision of this nature. There- 
fore my amendment is appropriate. ; 

Again it is a matter for the electorate to judge. The members contesting the 
elections will have their own views and will have their own suggestions to make, 
The electorate can give a mandate to the Members they elect as to the extent they 
should depend upon public money for their maintenance and so on. These are 
matters that can be clearly defined and settled by the succeeding Legislature. 
Therefore, 1 think my amendment may be accepted by the House. 


Sri. K. M. Korah: Sir, I oppose the amendment. In other legislative 
bodies as well as in the Centre, the law relating to this subject is of a permanent 
nature, I do not agree with the contention put forward by the hon. Member 
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(Sri K. M. Korah). 

that what we are doing now is binding the new Assembly which will come into being. 
Nothing prevents them from passing any law which they deem fit whenever occasion 
arises. Under these circumstances I oppose the amendment, 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Sir; ona point of order. ‘ Before a vote is taken, 
I want to present a point. No financial statement is found attached to this Bill so that 
we can understand the commitments of Government. There is clause 3 which speaks 
of retrospective effect relating to dearness allowance and other allowances which 
have not been approved of by law. It is stated that certain sections of the Act 
shalt be deemed to have come into force on the 26th of January 1950 and there- 
after. I want to know the financial implication of that aspect of the matter. How 
much has been spent on that account, what is the amount outstanding, etc. No 
statement is appended. along with this Bill on these matters. 

Svi. K. M. Korah: Sir, all these objections should have been raised at the 
time of the introduction of the Bill. Besides there was a financial memorandum 
attached to the original bill. . 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: ‘As revised by the Select Committee, I find there 
is nothing like that. Where is the financial memorandum which we want ? 

-- “Sri, _K.M. Korah: We are not hound to do that after the Committee stage. 


Further, there was no change in the Select Committee as could be seen from the 
report. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: The report indicates the changes that have been 
made. ' But the financial memorandum is not found published along with it. This 
is a defect. 


My. Chairman: It was attached when the original Bill was published, and no 
change has been made by the Select Committee. It is therefore not necessary now.

Hon. Sri. A, M. Thomas occupied the Chair 
Felicitations to the Speaker 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I rise to congratulate you on your being elected as 
Speaker of this House. But at the outset I should be permitted to tell you, Sir, 


that you have been elected to a high office much on account of your contact with the. 
party that has been in the majority in thig House ever since it was constituted. 


Sir, the history of the Speakership of this House has been shorn of all credit. 
I am sorry | have to say that-cither to this House or to those who occupied that 
high office inthe past. Sir, what is that history 2 The first President went after 
a ministership, I mean of the Travancore Representative Body. He was succeeded 
by another who went after a place in the Public Service Commission. Then the 
integration came, Along with the integration-the Speaker was elected and what 
has become of him? I am told there was recently an attempt to move a motion of 
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non-confidence against him. There was a lot of intrigue, political intrigue, in th® 
party in power. It is alleged that he himself got involved im that. And then he 
resigned, Ostensibly it was a voluntary resignation, but it was really forced. upon 
him. Sir, that in brief is the history of the Speakership of this House till today. 
We have adopted the British system of Parliamentary practice and. procedure and 
what does that system entail on the Speaker of the Legislature? He ought to be a 
person above party. He ought to so conduct himself that he commands real res- 
pect and confidence of the entire House. His election should be based: on consi- 
derations not of any party advantage but on real ability and fitness to discharge the 
functions of the onerous and high office he holds. 


Then, Sir, when the time comes, when the Parliament is dissolved, he is 
elected again uncontested, with the common consent of all political parties and 
groups and’ individual members. Here, there have been changes. ‘This is the 
fourth election: within the last three and a half years. Is it a creditable record, Sir? 
I amreferring to that not out of a spirit of carping criticism but in the hope that 
hereafter at least when the new elections are held, we shall be able to evolve some- 
thing which is worthy of the Legislative Assembly of this State, which will be 
something worthy of being followed in other democratic states and countries. . 


Now, Sir, I may be permitted to mention that even in regard to your selection 
here, there is something which, if newspaper reports and common beliefs can to 
any extent be trusted, there is something which is not fully devoid of unhappiness. 
Sir, it was believed, it was in the papers, that your name was suggested by the 
present Chief Minister. as one of the ministers of | his Cabinet, That name went 
up-to Delhi for approval. Of course everything so far as this Government is 
concerned goes to Delhi for approval whether the Constitution and the law require 
it or not. It is said, Sir, that the Delhi authorities turned down that list in which 
your name was included. It is believed, Sir, that the present office has been given 
‘to.you by the majority party as a consolation for that pain inflicted on you, beca- 
use of the pressing circumstances. Iam sorry, Sir, I have to refer to that because 
m respect of the election of the Speaker there should not be any circumstances 
of that kind, Even here I refer toit so that hereafter at least, after the 
elections anoble convention could be established. I hope yon will not be thrown 
out of office before the coming elections, particularly because there is very little 
time for it; otherwise one could not be sure what would happen. Anyway, Sir, 
at least after the elections, let us try to build on sure, sound and reliable found- 
ations. . 
‘Sir, when [ say‘all this, it is not, as I already said, merely to criticise 
or to condemn anyone. I am one who fully believes in democracy and | 
am one who wants our little state, if possible, to show the way to the 
rest of India. I know things are not getting on well elsewhere either, but 
in many ways, we have advanced more than other parts of India, And from 
what | have been able to see, Sir, in respect of the working of the Parliament of 
India in New Delhi, we can stand comparison to it. I can assure the members of 
this House. that only if those that are in power here, if those whom God has 
blessed with the oppertunity to guide the affairs here will be watchful, and vigi- 
lant and unselfish, and if they will only exhibit a little love for this State and its 
people this House can stand comparison even with the Parliament of India. But 
we.have to understand things aright. We have to conduct ourselves properly. We 
must at least hereafter begin to realize that petty momentary advantages should not 
be allowed to stand in the'way of real ideas and ideals gaining ground. We have in 
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the past lost sight of those stern facts, Sir. Small advantages, petty advantages, 
momentary gains, these have stood in the way of our. development on proper lines. 
Anyway, Sir, with these words I congratulate you and I hope that even within the 
short peried at your disposal, that is, before the dissolution of this House, you will 
so conduct yourself that there will be nothing that could be said against you at the 
end of your term, Of course, it is too much for us to expect a Speaker of this 
House to be returned unopposed simply on the ground that he was a Speaker, 
because the way things have been managed in the past have negatived the possibility 
of such aconvention being established. We hear, Sir, that in New Delhi, the 
Speaker of Parliament, it is suggested, should not be opposed. [ can understand 
that, because there, at any rate, there is this fact, namely, that so far as the Speaker 
there is concerned, there is nothing that can be alleged agaist him or against the 
conduct of the office held by him. Here, so far as our House and the Speaker are 
concerned, it is different. Sir, With these words I congratulate you and resume 
my seat. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I rise to congratulate you, Sir, on your 
election to the high office of Speaker of this House. I do not want to embarrass 
you even at the very start with any reference to controversial matters. 1 am glad 
that such an experienced member as my friend, the hon. Myr. Thanu Pillai, 
referred to the fact that we have imported the British system of administration and 
.public affairs. I wish to tell you that it would have been much better if he had 
tried to import the British sense of fairplay and spartsmanship also along with 
the British system of administration (laughter). ; 


Sir, I know, and I have the honour—and when a man becomes great it is very 
usual to claim acquaintance—to have known you as one of the rising lawyers of the 
Ernakulam High Court and I was glad when I heard Mr. Thanu Pillai saying that 
you are one of those whom the Chief Minister had in mind for a ministerial place. 
That shows, Sir, that you have first been adept in the judicial, that is, the legal 
branch which is the orthodox division of the Government. The very fact that 
the Chief Minister thought of you as a Minister shows that you are good on the 

. Executive. Now, Sir, by our own vote it has been shown that you are the fittest 
man in the Legislative branch too. That a young man such as you should have 
attained this place is certainly a compliment to youth as my chivalrous friend on 
the other side suggested in beautiful, limpid Tamil (leughier). a 


Sir, I know your sense of modesty. You will feel embarrassed if I say that 
you are coming after a brilliant line of Speakers. The first Speaker of this House— 
that is, the Representative Body—had rendered yeoman service not only as Speaker 
but later as a Minister and throughout this land he is respected as a most consci- 
entious and unambitious political worker. The gentleman who came after him 
was one of the foremost public men of the place, one of the eminent political 
leaders and who since then, is occupying a very high and impartial and important 
post in the State. After him came, Sir’ a more colourful personality, one of the 
leading lawyers. of the place and one of those great men who sacrificed 
everything in the cause of the freedom of the State the fight for which was among 
other states, fought in this land. It.is true that very often only anaemic, weak 
and senile people may make success as Speakers, but‘ occasionally a colourful per- 
sonality, a human personality comes in. Throughout his career as Speaker of the 
House, not one man, not one impartial man, had anything to complain against 
him. He was fair to opinions of all sections of the House, and he was anxious 
to see that minorities got the fullest opportunity for ventilating their opinion on 
the floor of this House. Siy, after all, that a non-party man should be in the Chair 
is only a British convention. In other democracies, Sir,. there is nothing prohi- 
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biting the Speaker from taking a live interest in politics. There is no attempt to 
neutralize this personatity. Ina sense, the British attitude makes him, rather it 
cuts him off just as a man is beckoned to a monastery or a woman is taken to 
anunnery. (laughter) That is certamly a British convention. Personally I am 
inclined to think that in the mterests of impartial administration, the British view 
may be preferred to the other view, but to suggest that because a Speaker takes 
ham or bacon and not pure vegetables at breakfast, (laughter ) he must be a very 
desirable man as Speaker is to say the least~-I do not wish to speak ill on 
such ceremonial oceasions—not silly but political unimaginativeness ( laughter ). 
Therefore you will feel the weight of the possibly high duties that might evolve 
on you. I can assure you, Sir, apart from whatever one might say after the 
elections and indeed we have no time for certain attitudes of mind to subside—and 
1 am confident that in your functioning here from day to day, you can count on 
the unstinted cooperation from all sections of this House. I wish you a very good 
career in the House as Speaker, and J am confident that after the elections people 
are not going to be cantankerous but that they are going to be civilized. They 
will be influenced by the modern advanced methods, and it is very likely, Sir, 
you will be returned unopposed—I am afraid I am becoming a political prophet, 
though astrology is not in my line (laughter )-~but I venture to say that it is very 
likely that the tradition of unopposed return of the Speaker will be kept up in 
this great State of Travancore-Cochin. With these words, Sir, I again congratulate 
you on your well-merited elevation to this place. 
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Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Sir. I rise to congratulate you on your being elevated 
to this high office. I do not wish to enter into controversial subjects however much 
my hon, friend Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi was justified in doing so which is 
rather a discreditable thing. So far as past history was concerned, on an analysis, 
perhaps jt may be said that till now, affairs were in the hands of veterans who may 
have had some prejudices for men and matters. Now that a young man who is not 
addicted to such prejudices has been selected, it-is good augury and shows that we 
are going to change for the better. Sir, J wish you all success. 

Sry. Annie Mascarene : Sir, youth is not synonymous with wisdom but it is 
always synonymous with honesty and sincerity. Speakership, Mr. Speaker, is, 
a position that is exalted and has no comparison with any other position in this State. 
The Speaker's position is higher than that of Cabinet Ministers because the Speaker 
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controls the House and controls the Ministers when the House functions. Sir, the 
history of Speakership has great and well-established traditions of unassailable 
character which is the main precedence to all Speakers in the world. When we the 
people of this State first formed our Assembly consisting of representatives of the 
people, we had the honour to get as our first Speaker Mr. A.J. John who was in 
the Chair for afew months. I remember that at New Delhi one day when 
Dr, Pattabbi Sitaramayya asked me, “Well, Mascarene, what do you think of out 
Speaker at the Central Legislature?” Sir, I had the boldness to say, ‘He comes no- 
where’ near our John’ (Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi hear, hear). Why, because, he 
conducts the proceedings of the House very legally, Whenever questions of doubt 
arise, Mr. John can quote precedents from the legislatures of the world which your 
Speaker and my Speaker had not. Not that he is unable but he did not.’ That 
was the opinion which I honestly gave to Dr, Pattabhi Sitaramayya and the news 
went higher and it was not my fortune to have maintained it. ; 

Subsequently I had to regret for expressing that opinion, Events have happened 
thereafter that much can be said against the Speakership. Mr. Speaker, the public 
of this State had come to me with tears in their eyes to provide me with facts and 
figures that contaminates Speakership. I am in possession of those facts and figures; 
but I shafl not allow them the light of day. Let them lie low for old times sake. 
Those facts and figures stand a question mark before Section {4 of the Constitution. 
Sir, I will not touch on it any further. 

T request you, Sir, in the name of the people who have sent. their representa* 
tives to mould their fortunes and guide the destiny of democracy towards the 
salvation of the people at large which it is your duty to conduct. Sir, I request you 
to start a new volume and anew chapter and throw overboard the old traditions. 
Sir, the position of Speaker is one who has no party interests. A reference to the 
history of Speakers in America, England and even at New Delhi can easily be under~ 
stood in that light. Here to-day we have selected a young man who will . establish 
anew tradition to keep in tune with the dignity of the traditions established in 
advanced democratic countries of the world. Iam extremely happy that a member 
of the former Cochin State has been chosen as Speaker for I always felt, Mr. Speaker, 
that they are more sinned against than sinning. I congratulate you, Sir, with all 
my heart and wish you success, and pray to God to give you wisdom and that sensc 
of justice necessary for the position. 
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Sri. C. A. Ouseph: On a point of order. Is the hon, Member giving 
tuition to the Speaker ? 

My. Speaker. 1 have already called the hon’ble Member to order. 
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Sri. C. A. Ouseph: Sir, I wish to congratulate you on your elevation to the 
highest place of Speakership to which ‘an hon. Member of this House can aspire. 
It is really a matter for congratulation that a young man like you, Sir, should be 
elevated to such a place and it is only in the fitness of things that auch an event has 
happened. For a person like me who knows you very well it*may not be such a 
big matter as to say so many things about you on this occasion. You come .in for 
greater praise as an ordinary person for your integrity and character by all people 
concerned. Your name and fame come in for equal praise by all of us. Though 
the period is too short at the moment | am sure it will prove a lengthy period by 
the course of events and I wish for such a contingency. 1 wish you should occupy 
this place of honour for along time to come. Perhaps you may not have large 
opportunities to show your mettle in other walks of life. Thatis not necessary in 
view of this position. We know for a fact what yoar abilities are m other spheres. 
In the Legislative Assembly of Cochin, you made a brilliant mark and made a name 
with particular reference to legislative affairs. After integration you came over to 
this legislature from which you have studied well and truly. When you came here 
you fully equipped yourself to discharge the duties, whatever that be, to the 
best of your conscience and ability. In all those tests you have merited well. 

Now, you have been chosen as the Speaker of this House. We can be confi- 
dent that you will discharge the duties entrusted to your care in a very impartial 
manner and to the entire satisfaction of this House and people of Travancore- 
Cochin. This is not the eccasion for us to catalogue your various achievements in 
other walks of life. 1 congratulate you on the high honour that has been bestowed 
en you by the representatives of the people. | trust that in the few months at your 
disposal you will discharge your duties most conscientiously and justly and that the 
confi, ence reposed in you will be maintained to the highest degree. I trust that as 
Jong as the honour of this House is in your hands, whenever opportunities occur to 
stand by the House, you will wholly stand for the rights and privileges of this 
House, I wish you all success. .

Clause 3 
Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, I move. ; 
‘In clause 3, substitute the words “one thousand five hundred’ for the words 
‘seven hundred’ wherever those words occur.” 

_ .Thé amended clause would then read thus: “There shall be paid to each 
Minister a salary of one thousand fiye hundred rupees per mensem and dearness 
allowance at such rates as officers of Government drawing a salary of one thousand 
five hundred rupees per mensem shall be entitled to from time to time.” 

., One of the Congress ideals is the ideal of alow paid administrator. This 
idea was dinned > into our head long before the Congress assumed the reins of 
Government, and the maximum pay was fixed as Rs, 500 per mensem. This was 
made with all the zeal of a missionary spirit and it looks a very grand idea, and 
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quite acceptable. The Britisher was blamed for creatinz a large number of magni- 
ficently paid posts with the idea of draining the wealth of the country and the 
present Home Minister of the Union Government, Sri. C. Rajagopalachariar, was 
loudest in this group and in fact he started with Rs. 590 as Prime Minister of 

fadras. at was at a time when he remained an idealist, but functioning now 
in high offices for some time, he and his colleagues are now receiving a few 
thousands of rupees per mensem. It is always well worth to remember that persons 
speak like angels but they live like men. Sir, [ want to point out that this idea 
of low pay is an infant idea in the realm of practical politics, as can be seen from 
the reports of proceedings of a large number of Legislative Bodies. In fact every 
Legislature started with this idea. The necessity for an enhanced pay is now 
being felt all over the country. I recently had the occasion to read a book entitled 
“Legislative Assemblies” by Bruce. There, a chapter is devoted to salaries and 
allowances of Ministers. It is a very interesting reading. ‘This controversy was 
one which was going on in several legislative assemblies, and this ideal of low pay 
has long since been abandoned by every legislative assembly. Without profiting by 
the lessons of history, we are trying to start back from the lowest stages and go 
through all the stages and perhaps we will also at some future date go up to 
Rs. 2,000 or Rs. 1,500. That is why I am moving this amendment. The con- 
clusion reached by the author whose book I just now mentioned, after considering 
the various resolutions and discussions that had taken place in the various legislative 
assemblies, is that the reorganization of our legislatures should be accompanied by the 
payment of salaries sufficient to command the ablest menin the State. The author 
further says that the present rates of salaries apart of course from allowances and 
other emoluments—are"niggardly especially in respect of thoseto whom is entrusted 
the safety and welfare of the State. A low paid official whether he be a Minister, 
officer, clerk or legislator isa menace to society. It is a folly to entrust under- 
paid men with the affairs of the nation. This is the opinion of many eminent men. 
We are imposing upon the Ministers and the Speaker the responsibility of 
the adminstration of the State. I do not think anybody seriously thinks that a 
Minister can live honourably with Rs. 700. The low-paid officer is a real menace 
te society. There is bound to be a lot of short circuit and a lot of room for bribes 
also. 


Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Is it the suggestion of the hon. Member 
that the present Ministers are of that type because they are getting a low salary? 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: | do not say that. But my hon. friend will 
undoubtedly be aware that such allegations are being made now, though they may 
not be true. Personally 1 believe that Rs. 700 is too low a salary in the present 
day. Itis a folly to entrust men with the affairs of a nation and to pay them 
niggardly. In this connection, I want to bring to the attention of the House the conver- 
sation which ex-Minister Mr. A. J. John had at Bangslore with Mr. Justice Mahajan, 
a Judge of the Supreme Court. Mr. Justice Mahajan asked Mr. John what the 
pay of aHigh Court Judge in Travancore-Cochin is and he answered Rs. 1,000. 
©Does he then take bribes?” asked Mr. Justice Mahajan. This was the first question 
he put to Mr. John on hearing of the low salary. Then the talk tumed on to 
Ministers’ salaries. Therefore | am only asking the House to look at the question 
dispassionately. At present there seems to be some prejudice against the present 
incumbents of the posts of Ministers. The pay is for the office and personalites 
do not come into the picture at all. There may be a feeling at present that the 
people now in office do not deserve more. But such feelings should not stand in 
the way of our doing the proper thing in the matter. 
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Again I find that the pay is generally low here. Look at the chances of the 
employees of the Accountant General in the next compound. The lowest paid 
clerk there gets in all about Rs. 140, A similarly placed better qualified clerk here 

ets only Rs. 60 in all. And the clerk here has the same qualifications, if not better, 
Therefore what we find is that the officers here are getting only half the salary of clerks 
outside. So my submission is that instead of draining away all the revenues of our 
State into the coffers of the Centre and leaving our people to nurse their grievances 
in silence, let us think seriously and double the pay all round. We should not 
judge this question with any prejudiced view of things obtaining just at present, 
The pay is for that office. Personalities do not come in the picture at all. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I ask my friend what according to him 
should be the satisfactory minimum pay in Public Service? 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: To me it appears that for a bachelor Rs. 50 
may do. With a sum lower than that it would be impossible to eke out one’s 
living. 

Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai: So Rs. 50 is sufficient for a bachelor? 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: That is what I feel. But of course, circum. 
stance may differ. But so far as the Government are concerned, they must have it 
asa policy that their servants shall be paid well lest they fall into unsatisfactory 
ways. 


It is also one of the principles of State policy that the State shall endeavour 
towards securing equal pay for equal work. It applies equally for men and women. ‘ 
Therefore it appears to me that itis time that we lay aside personal prejudices about 
any particular incumbent and consider this question dispassionately from the stand- 
point of good and sound administration of the country. Then no other conclusion 
is possible than to double the pay all round and hence this amendment. 


Sri. K. M. Korah: 1 oppose the amendment.. The salary proposed in the 
Bill is the very same salary which the Ministers and the Speaker are getting at 
present. In determining this question, we have to take into consideration the 
salaries and allowances obtaining in other Provinces and at the Centre. And it was 
after taking all these aspects into consideration that this amount was finally decided 
upon. 

Further it may not be advisable to make any changes now. Jf at all any change 
is considered desirable it may be considered after the elections. At the same time, 
I want to assure the hon, Member and the House that with this salary we are 
perfectly satisfied and that we will notresort to any malpractices, which the Member 
gently suggested, though not directly. With that assurance I oppose the 
amendment. 


Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Under the existing rules, are the Ministers 
entitled to Dearness Allowance? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: They are. 
_ Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: Will the hon. Minister accept it if a provision 
is made in this Bill that this Act would come into force after the dissolution of this 

mobly? 


Sri. K. M. Korah:; The hon. Member, I hope, will concede that it would 
be better to leave the matter to the next Assembly, 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: | am very glad to see that Mr. Gnanasigamoni 
spoke without the usual cant which characterises his talk, Rs. 500 was supposed

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to be a sacred amount by a very influential political party of India when India was 
governed by a foreign power....... 


Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai: May T know the party to which Rs. 500 was 
sacred? 

Sri. P. Balakrichnan Tampi: The Congress Party, when they were agitat- 
ing against the Britisher thought it a very virtuous thing for an hon. Minister to 
work on Rs. 500. It had propaganda value at that time. As against tte luxuriously 
living white man, there was the Indian tyagi............ 


Sahib Bahadur K.A. Muhammed: Is the hon. Member referring to the 
Deputy Minister in the Centre? 


Sri. P. Balakvisbnan Tampi: No, | am using the word as a common noun: 
They were at that time prepared to work with that salary. But since then with 
scant regard to Congress ideals, international affairs have changed the money values 
and at the present time Rs. 500 is not sufficient even for a clerk. 


Sri. R. K. Ram: May I know whether the hon. Member will be satisfied 
if he is allowed to file vakalaths also? 

Sri. K. S. Joseph: Sir, that is an insinuation against advocates. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: There is no insinuation in that, Sir. It arises 
out of ignorance. [| am glad that the hon. Member asked that question. The 
cheap press or rather the nod press and some cheap, street corner politicians are 
thinking that to practise on statutory matters before the authorities like the Ministers 
is something infra dig. On the other hand, I can assure the House that only 
people who are particularly qualified, who have been allowed by the Bar Council, 
can get vakalaths and have a very good time also. Let me tell friends like my 
hon. friend at least for the benefit of their children, that they should train their 

dren in law, so that they may get vakalaths and make money. It is not every 
fool that can become an efhcient lawyer, [ am looking for that ex-Minister who 
also put that question to me. 

Sri. R. K. Ram: Is the hon. Member aware that he has been held 
responsible in cases of misappropriation? 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: He is a client of mine now. Well, I have 
lost my track. A third-rate lawyer, who appears with a brief, or even a man who 
misappropriates, is in a much better position in life than most other people. 


Now, about the Ministers. In order to attract the very best type of people, men 
with the requisite qualification, men who are not mucks, this Bill here makes pro- 
vision, and not for the time being but for all time. Therefore I think that it is 
better for the House to consider the possibilities of accepting the very wise sug- 
gestion that has been brought before the House by Mr. Gnanasigamoni. I am led 
to disbelieve the Biblical quotation for the present: “Nothing comes from the 
Nazarath." Now some good has came from the Opposition Benches after all. It 
is better that we accept that. And let us say to the world we are paying our 
Ministers well. Let us set this example for the other States also. In a democracy 
there is nm question of hiding anything from the people. Our Ministers must take 
high salaries and do conscientious work instead of getting starvation wages and 
being expected to do their work well. The social position of the hon. Ministers 
involves very great expenditure. And therefore is it not a shame that a Minister is 
not able to get on well even when he is in office?, In this connection, I may 
mention that there is a big fund collected in the House of Commons voluntarily from 
the Members to avoid an. ex-Member of the House going to the Poor House or to 
the streets, A small pension is ensured fora Member who becomes so impecunious. 
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When this is what happens in Parliament, is it not but right that our Ministers 
should get at least living wages?. This Rs. 1,500 suggested by Mr. Gnanasigamoni, 
considering the present value of money, should be equal to Rs. 500 of the pre-war 
days. Therefore I appeal to the Treasury Benches to explore the possibility of 
reconsidering the matter and accept the very wise suggestion put forward by the 
opposition. And I admire the chivalry and the sense of fairplay which I often miss 
from the other quarters of! the House, evidenced by Mr. Gnanasigamoni of the 
Tamil Nad Congress Party. : 


Sri. Eapen Avakkal: [ also wish to support Mr. Gnanasigamoni, though I 
would not go the length that he would go. The Bill has been introduced, I under- 
stand, because the Centre wants some kind of statutory provision in the matter, 


Sri. P. S. Natavaja Pillai: May I know from the hon. Member whether 
there was any instruction from the Central Government on this matter. 


Sri. Eapen Arakkal: If I remember aright 1 think this Bill was 
introduced on the basis of some suggestion or direction from the Central Govern- 
ment. That is what ] understand from the objects given in the Bill. Anyway ] am 
not very seriously concerned with that. 


The Bill, coming as it does from the official side, cannot be expected to 
contain any suggestion for changes in the salaries existing now. That is why the 
present salaries have been retained in the Bill. Coming as it does from the official 
side, it is no wonder that no change has been made. _I also very clearly understand 
the spirit in which the hon. Minister Sri. Korah opposed the amendment. 1» 
understand the spirit of modesty and humility manifest there. At the same time 
I would like to draw the attention of this House to the fact that Rs. 700 today is 
not what it was worth some years ago. In view of the abnormal rise in the cost of 
living, in view of the heavy expenditure involved nowadays, Rs. 700 is buta 
pittance, when we think of the exalted position which the hon. Ministers and the 
Speaker are to hold. This small amount of Rs. 700 cannot even meet fully the 
requirements of an ordinary family man. If that be so, why should we fight shy 
when the question of enhancing the salary of the Ministers comes up for discussion? 
If 1 remember things well, the hon. Ministers were receiving Rs. 750 at the begin- 
ning of this Assembly. Sometime after the commencement of this Assembly, due 
to reasons unknown to us~—rather I should say for reasons known to us—there was 
a reduction of Rs. 50‘ che salaries of the Ministers and the Speaker. Of course, 
that is to be considered’ s""2” Voluntary surrender, as a noble’ gesture on the part of 
the Ministers. Yet, however admirable, however laudable, the motives may be, 


the plain fact remains, that this smal] amount, as I have already stated, can never 
meet the expenses of the Ministers. 


Looking at the question from another point of view. we have to keep in mind 
that the Ministers and the Speaker have to maintain the dignity of their office and 
live in_a way befitting that office. From that standpoint, this amount is far short. 
Therefore my view is, though I would not go so far as Mr. Gnanasigamoni as to 
suggest the raising of the salaries to Rs. 1,500 a month, this Rs. 700 is too low and 
that it should be raised substentially in order to enable the Ministers and the Speaker 
to live in a way befitting their position. I may also suggest that the Daily Allowance 


allowed to them while travelling is raised to the level of the D. A. of the hon. 
embers. 


Mr. S x: Order, order. An amendment in regard to that matter has 
been tabled by Mr, Udayabhanu. a 
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Sri. Eapen Arakkal: I am only suggesting that inder alia. That also may be 
self-sacrifice. But how far self-sacrifice can be reconciled to practical life has to be 
considered. It is net to please anyone that [ say we must consider realities and see 
that this Rs. 700 is a very small sum. 


Another thing also I wish to point out here. This legislation is to be effected 
towards the close of the present Assembly. Thz additional advantages that 
accrue from such enhancement are not going to be ours for a very long time. The 
hon. Ministers and the Speaker who are going to succeed us are really the persons 
to be benefited by this provision. Therefore we will be absolved from the possible 
change that we are trying to enhance our own salaries. Therefore we can very 
boldly say that we legislated like this only because it seerned to us the right thing 
to do. 


Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Is the hon. Member aware that 
retrospective effect is to be given to this Bill, so that this will benefit even the 
Ministers who have gone out? 


Sri. Eapen Arakkal: I did not notice it. But even then it is not going to 
make any difference. The needis great. Therefore | support Mr. Gnanasigamoni. 


Sri. N. Daniel Jose: | strongly oppose this amendment. It is very interesting to» 
see Congress Members shedding tears over the Ministers’ receiving Rs. 700 plus 
a residence plus a car and other amenities. 1 do not say that this is a fabulously large 
sum. But we have to compare the salaries of the Ministers with the conditions of 
the people. This is a very poor country. The average income of the Indian is two 
or 24 annas. Now the Members have been arguing that the hon. Ministers 
are not able to buy even their rations and keep up their dignity with the small salary 
of Rs, 709. I would have appreciated very much if the Congress Members had 
clamoured for raising the salary of the underpaid N. G. Os. or the teachers or the 
other workers in thiscountry. It was pointed out by the Members of the Congress 
ranks, that the value of the rupee has gone down very much. - But that applies not 
only to the salaries of the hon. Ministers but also to the salaires of the underpaid 
working classes and the N.G. Os. and the teachers. Then why do you argue that 
the salaries of the Ministers must be raised three times, and why do you not argue 
that the pay of the working people should be raised three times? | appreciate the 
foresight with which the hon. Minister opposed this amendment. He is fully 
aware that he is going to face the elections very soon.... 


Sri. K. M. Korah: That was not my object. _ vei a 
Sri. N. Daniel Jose: 1 am prepared to accept the statement of the hon. 
Minister. Well. there may be other reasons which prompted the hon. Minister 
in opposing it. But I want to point out that no case has been made out, by the 
Member who moved the amendment for raising the salaries of the Ministers. 
If they are to raise the salaries of the hon. Ministers, then are they going to 
raise the salaries of the small officials, the Secretariat staff, the N. G. Os. and 
the teachers? You cannot build up dignity out of money alone. Mahatma 
Gandhi lived in a small hut; he lived on a small amount, but did that mean that 
Mahatma Gandhi lost anything by way of dignity? If the Ministers today have 
failed in their mission, it is because in their newly-found luxuries, they have lost 
all contact with the masses of the country. They have moved away from the 
people. They go about in cars: they have good houses to live i in, and already 
I auspect they are beginning to feel that they belong to a higher section apart from 
the masses. That, Sir, is the great failure of the Congress in India. | am giving 
expression not only to my views onthis but | am expressing the view also of the

Sri, Jaiprakash Narain is drawing a fat salary and allowance from the Railway 
Advisory Board? 

Sri. N. Daniel Jose: [do not know whether SriJaip rakash Narain is draw- 
ing a fat allowance from the Railway Board. This much [ know that he is living 
a simple life. 

Sri. D. Guanasigamoni: Will the hon. Member be satisfied and pre- 
pared to raise the salary of Ministers if the salary of the N. G. Os. is raised? 

Svi.N. Daniel Jose: If the salaries and the general living standards can be 
raised at least three times the rates which existed before the war that is 500 to 
1,500, if you can raise the standard of living by three times of the prewar days 
nobody can have any objection to raising the walexy of the Ministers. ; 

My hon. friend was referring to the inadequacy of the salaries. I am sure 
Sir, that he was not thinking of a country like India. He was admittedly referring 
to countries like America, Britain and other foreign countries where the standard 
of living is definitely higher. Now since the name of the Socialist Party has been 
brought in by my hon. friend [ would put it that it is the definite policy of the 
Socialist Party that the lowest income in India should be Rs. 100 and the highest 
should not exceed Rs. 1,000. 

Sir, it has been pointed out that if Rs. 750 is paid you will not be able to 
have the best men available.

Sir, several reasons can be adduced against this amendment which has been 
moved, but I do not think, Sir, that it is necessary.

have experienced, they can live with lesser amount than the amount that they 
are actually receiving as Ministers today. After visiting the hospitals and after 
visiting the different parts of the State, I see that there is no food for the masses 
and there is nothing to wear and nobody to help the poor, We have to consider 
the cause of masses first. We have to consider the position of the patients in the 
hospitals, etc, Is it before we can consider these that we should make the 
Ministers more comfortable? lf the salaries of the Ministers are not sufficient, | 
heard some of the speakers say, that they are prone to be corrupt. Mr. Speaker, 
corruption is a quality which will exercise itself, even if you give them Rs. 1,090. 
That is a quality which is inherent in itself that will exercise itself. Therefore it 
is not the comfort of the Ministers that should receive our attention. It is with 
regard to their honesty and their service that we should give our attention and as 
Members of the House we should give them necessary help and give them timely 
advice and help to go straight in the path of duty. What we have got to do and 
instead of saying that their salary should be raised, it is our duty as Members of 
this House and as representatives of the people to help the Ministers and to advise 
them and to show them they must live with the emoluments that they now get and 
that they should not expect more from the poor.

The Travancore-Cochin Payment of Salaries 
and Allowances Bill—(Cont.) 
Clause 3 


Sry. Annie Mascarene : Well, | was dealing with the salaries of the Ministers. 
I wish to draw the attention of the hon. Members of this House to the way in 
which I spent my salary when I was a Minister. Though I was an unmarri 
person, I was living with three members of my family, plus two servants and I was 
entertaining guests. Yet I was able to put by Rs. 500 every month and deposit 
with the Imperial Bank of India. If any hon. Member here wants to verify 
the truth, my accounts are at his disposal. 1 was able to dress well, 
1 was able to eat well and see that those who were attached to me also got 
onwell, And I was oncircuit almost every day of my tenure of office. Of course, 
I could not eat much more as Minister than I used to before, I could not wear mors 
clothes; all the necessities were just the same as before. But I can tell the Members 
here that | lived more comfortably and more decently than I used to do, and I was 
able to entertain guests which I would not otherwise have been able to do. And 
with all these expenses, | was able to put by Rs. 500 every month, which would 
have gone to meet the expenditure of a married man. If any Member is anxtous he 
can verify the accounts. 

But it is not the luxury of the Ministers, it is the need, the comfort, the daily 
necessities of the man-in-the-street that we are worried with. His neck is already 
broken with the burden of supporting five Ministers of the State. Calculating the 
expenses and cost of maintaining a Minister,—I was able to go through the accounts 
as a Minister—they would come to Rs. 3,090 a month, with all the Personal Clerks, 
and Private Secretaries and Peons and all the other paraphernalia of a Minister. 
And that was one of the reasons why I resigned from the Ministry. Four of us got 
off on that account. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: May | know from the hon. Member whether it was 
because of the hyxurious life that the hon, Member was forced to live that the 
hon. Member resigned? 
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_ Sry. Annie Mastarene: Knowing that the néeds of the country, the financial 
position of the country needed retrenchment, how can a Minister continue in his 
position. Therefore as a financial measure, and in order to set an example to others, 
we resigned. That is the reason put down. 


Then it was nine, and the expenditure was 9 X< 3, i, e., 27 thousand rupees. 
Now it is 5X3. We were grudging to pay Rs. 5,000 to Sir C. P. and felt that it 
was a large sum, But what is the position now? Iam told that Stalin lives rather 
luxuriously. I happened to read a book on his life. It is true that he hives ina 
palatial house. But be occupies only three rooms, one his bedroom, another hie 
office room and the third, his wife’s room. His wife is to confine herself to her 
room. And he-gets his meals from the general mess as any other comrade does: 
And that is why through the last 27 years he continues to be the leading personality 
in Russia and every year the people elect him because of the simplicity of his living 
and his sympathy for the working people. J am not advocating such austerity here. 
But the average man here cannot afford to pay more than Rs. 700 to the Ministers. 
He is weak, he has not got food. He has not got clothes. Do you seek to burden 
him with another Rs. 1,500? Popular administration means sympathy for the poor, 
co-operation with the poor, live like the poor, raise their standard. If the admini- 
station of India can make India self-supporting at least in food, I have no objection 
in giving Ministers Rs. 1,500. But whore are we? We have heard the Ministers 
say that if the Centre would not give the subsidy, they would resign. Why do 
they say that? It is their sense of responsibility that made them say that. So today 
our question is not to increase the salaries- of the Ministers. The burning problem of 
the day is to solve the food problem and the cloth problem and to see that the 
administration is not abused. That is our duty ; not to please Ministers by increas- 
ing their salaries. They themselves say they do not want it and that they are quite 
satisfied with che present salaries. Therefore ] oppose this amendment with all my 
strength. I would request the Members of this House to consider the step they are 
laking. 

Sri. A. Chidambaranatha Nadar.: The hon, Member said that when 
she was a Minister she was able to save Rs. 500 a month. Why did not the 
hon. Member place the Rs. 500 at the disposal of the public? 


Sry. Annie Mascarene : I do not require your advice on the subject. 
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Mr. Speaker: The hon. Member must address the Chair.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: My friend Mr. Gnanasigamoni has moved an 
amendment for clause 3. ‘‘In clause 3, substitute the words ‘“‘one thousand five 
hundred” for the words ‘seven hundred’ wherever those words occur.” Evidently 
he has forgotten that clause | sub-clause (2) which reads thus: ‘‘Sections 2, 3, 4, 
5 and 6 of this Act shall be deemed to have come. into force on the 26th day of 
January 1950 and the rest of the Act shall come into force at once’. Practically, if 
his amendment is accepted all the gentlemen who have adorned the ministerial 
benches on the 26th day of January 1950 and after will be entitled to get the pay 
at the rate of Rs. 1,500 a month. This amendment gives retrospective effect from 
26th January 1950. 1 do not think my friend wants that, He is an efficient lawyer 
and I do not know how he introduced such an amendment. 1 think after-all his 
attempt is only to discuss the question what should be the remuneration for a 
Minister in Travancor-Cochin State. In this connection what I have to say is that 
we are functioning in a'democracy and that this legislature has been given the right 
to fix the pay for the. people who administer the country. At any rate this is a 
Legislature which came into being as a result of a covenant and thereby the consti- 
tution Act itself. This House had a right to fix the pay of Minister and it fixed it 
at Rs. 700. But Elections are fast approaching and then it will be the time for the 
country to give 4 verdict on this question. People may elect men like Mr. Tampi, 
who are leading advocates, who will have to be paid perhaps Rs. 2,500 or more 
or they may elect people who will be prepared to function on a lesser amount like 
Rs. 500 or so, That is a ,time, thé opportunity for the people to decide this 
matter, Let us leave the matter for the country to decide. Therefore this House 


* 
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need not now lay down a rule about that. Let us not leave behind a legacy for 
the next Legislature. As far as my personal opinion is concerned, | have the 
opinion that whenever we think of the rate of salaries, we should always think of the 
minimum, and then only of the maximum. There should not be a wide gap in 
society between the higher classes and the lower classes. There should be a com- 
paratively common level of remuneration. Therefore we have to accept what will 

the minimum standard and then fix the maximum and then enforce 
both. ; 

Apart from these, | think the particular amendment we are now discussing is 
most inopportune. I feel the mover ought not to have moved this amendment. 
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Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: May I know whether there is any particular 
reason for pressing this Bill at this stage? 
Sri. K. M. Korah: The Bill was introduced long ago and it was referred to 
a Select Committee. : 
Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: So far as the question of the enhancement of 
the pay of the Ministers is concerned, to me it looke, there are only two points to 
be taken into consideration, One is. whether there is. any pressing necessity for 
revising the scale of pay of the Ministers and the other is whether there is any 
future necessity for’ saying down apermament pay. So far‘as the first question is 
concerned, the Minister in charge has already stated that—I think he was speaking 
not only on behalf of himself but on behalf of his colleagues also—they are 
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perfectly satisfied with the pay that they are getting at present so that in regard to 
that question the matter has been set at rest. Regarding the future necessity of 
fixing the pay, | heard the Minister saying that he would leave it for the next Legi- 
slative Assembly to take a decision on this question. 

Now Sir, one other point on which I want to stress is this. We cannot draw 
any hard and fast line in fsing the pay. To say that the standard of the average 
man has been necessarily raised and that has been a precedent in the matter of 
raising the pay of any other officer is rather stretching the imagination too fay, 
Even the pay of not only the Ministers but many other persons is subject to the 
economic conditions obtaining day to day. In 1937 probably the 750 rupees that 
the Ministers are drawing would have been more than enough. Today one finds it 
insufficient. And when once the Ministers are perfectly contented with what they 
are now getting, there is no other matter to pursue. It may be that the conditions 
may vary some time hence. Suppose it is still gomg higher. Then this 750 rupees 
will not be sufficient. 5 

My friend Mr, Nataraja Pillai has stated that so far as our scale of pay is concern- 
ed, there should be a minimum fixed. -If any member is going to ask what exactly is 
the maximum or minimum I believe my party also is not in a position to say what 
exactly it should be. We can only say that there should be a maximum and mini- 
mum in the matter of income of every individual, But in regard to the fixation of 
minimum it is a very difhcult affair. The maximum can be very easily fixed: 
Therefore, my suggestion to this House is that it is not worth while for us to spend 
our time in discussing about this question especially because the Minister in charge 
has stated that so far as they are concerned, they are perfectly satisfied with the pay 
they are at present drawing and in the light of the fact that anew Assembly is going 
to be in existence very soon, 

The amendment moved by Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni was put and lost.

“In clause 7 (2), between the words ‘entitled’ and ‘to’ insert the words ‘while 
touting on public business. The Clause with the amendment reads thus: ‘The 
Speaker and the Deputy Speaker shall be entitled while touring on public business’ 
to travelling and daily allowances at the ratés specified in the Schedule and upon 
such conditions as may be specified by rules made by the Government”. Sir, the 
wording as it is would mean that the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker would 
be entitled to travelling and daily allowances even while not touring on public busi- _ 
ness, and hence it appears to me that their travelling and daily allowances must be’ 
hmited, namely, to their travel on public business alone. It is for this purpose that 


I have moved this amendment. 
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Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: On a point of information. Does it 


mean that travelling allowance is allowed only when they travel on official 
business ? 


Sri. K. M. Korah: Yes. 


Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Then, when they go on private business 
of their own, and when the travelling allowance becomes payable, will it not mislead 
the public > That kind of thing will be more dangerous. 


Sri. K. M. Korah: That is the very reason why the clause should stand 
as such, 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: The words, “while touring on public business” 
occurring in clause 7(1) have been omitted in clause 7(2). So, so far as the 
Ministers are concerned, they are entitled to travelling and daily allowances only 
when they are on tour. So far as the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker are con- 
cerned, it does not arise. 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Yes; it does not arise. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Coming to the Assembly and going back—that is 
touring on public business. No other business is conceivable so far as the 
Speaker and the Deputy Speaker are concerned. 


Sri. K. M. Korah: That does not entail any allowance. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I was a member of the Select Committee and 
this difficulty was felt in the course of “discussion in the Committee. “Touring on 
public business” is a term which cannot very easily be defined. ‘‘Official business” 
is a term which coyld be defined and is well known to the Accountant-General’s 
office. When an officer is touring on official business, his travelling allowance will 
be checked by the Account and Audit office according to the well-known canons 
laid down by Government and they will be able to scrutinise it. But if you com- 
plicate it further by including the term “public business,” that becomes a matter 
for interpretation. A Minister may be said to be on public business while mspect- 
ing a certain place. It may also be official business. That is, both these functions 
may go together. On the other hand, if a Speaker or Deputy Speaker is asked to 
do a piece of public business, it is something other than their official business. A 
Speaker or a Deputy Speaker can do only official business. What that official 
business is, is a matter that can be judged by the Audit Department. But, on the 
other hand we cannot tie down the hands of, or make the same provisions for, the 
Ministers who must have greater latitude on account of the exigencies of the office 
they hold. They would have to inspect or to go and see something at some place 
or meet a deputation or something of the kind. Therefore, this distinction must 
be borne in mind, and it is on this account that the words, “touring on pu'slic 
business" were inserted in respect of the Ministers and the same words omitted in 
respect of the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker. ‘fhe Speaker and the Deputy 
Speaker will be entitled to daily and travelling allowances when they go on official 
business. That was the idea with which these clauses were framed. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: | wish to point out another matter. In item IV of 
the Schedule, “touring on public business ’ is included in respect of the Members 
of the Legislature. So, to remove all possible confusion, it will be necessary that 
the words are inserted in clause 7 (2) also. 

Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: [s there any objection in converting that 
“touring on public business” into “touring on official business?” in all these clauses? 
Is there any difference between these two phrases? Ithink “public business” may 
be vague but that “official business” may be accurate, 
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Sy. K. M. Korah: In the Account Code, the term is “public business.” It ig 
tn view of that that this particular phrase has been used here. 
The amendment was put and lost. 
The question that clause 7 -stand part of the Bill was put and carried, 
Clause 7 was added to the Bill. 
Clause 8 
Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni : I move: 


“In clause 8(1)(6), between the words ‘Assembly’ and ‘at’, insert the words 
“or of any committee thereof”. 

The amended clause will read like this: 
(6) In liew of such consolidated allowance, travelling and daily allowances 
for attending the meetings of the Assembly or of any committee thereof, at 
the rates specified in the Schedule and aubject to such rules as may be made 
by the Government”. 


In this connection I wish to bring to the attention of the hon, Minister the 
proviso to clause 9 which says: 


“Provided that nothing in this Section shall authorize a member who receives a 
consolidated allowance under Section 8 to draw travelling and daily allowances for 
attending meetings of the Legislative Assembly or of any committee thereof.” 


In the proviso to Clause 9, the words “or of any committee thereof" are included 
but they have been omitted in this clause. I cannot see any reason why it ought 


not to find a place in clause 8(1)(6) also. { think it ought to be there, and it will be 
jn consonance with practice also, > 


Sri. K. M. Korah: I accept this amendment. 


The amendment was pul and carried.

L have introduced this amendment because in the schedule the rates of daily 
allowance provided for the Members of the Legislature and the Deputy Speaker are 
Rs. 15 per diem, as shown in item No. 11. Ido not think it would be proper to 
give Rs. 10 to the Speaker and Rs. 15 tothe Deputy Speaker and Rs. 10 to the 
Ministers and Rs. 15 to the Members of the Legislature, So, it is only to correct 
this discrepancy that | move this amendment. For the sake of uniformity, it 
is only fair that this amendment is accepted. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 beg to oppose the amendment. Coming as it 
does from Mr. Udayabhanu, a member of the Executive Committee of the party 
which rules the country, this amendment, I take it, is blessed by the Treasury 
Benches as well. If that be so, the Treasury Benches now want the daily allowance 
of Rs. 10 that has been fixed and has been followed hitherto, to be enhanced now. 
In that revision, it brings in a lot of complications as well. My friend has obviously 
forgotten the fact that a free car is allowed to the Speaker and the Ministers. In 
addition"to the free car and petrol allowance, a daily batta of Rs. 10 is fixed. There 
is a discrimination in favour of the Deputy Speaker and the Members of the 
Legislature, in that they have been allowed Rs. 15. And the question of Mr. 
Udayabhanu is why the Ministers and the Speaker should not be paid Rs. 15 on 
the analogy of the Deputy Speaker and the Members of the House. I wish to point 
out that the members of the Treasury Bench get a pay, then travelling allowance, 
then a free house, then a free car and then a petral allowance, Yet in addition te 
these, the claim for an enhanced allowance of Rs. 15 as daily allowance is put 
forward on their behalf. It is, to say the least, ununderstandable tome. This is 
not good sense at any rate: - I hope the House will not be a party to this provision. 

As I caid at the very outset, this House has voted a particular amount as 
remuneration to these gentlemen, We are now at the fag end of the life of this 
House. Why should we revise it one way or another? Let us leave it as it is. 
After all, it is only a matter of a few months. When the new Legislature comes 
into being they will revise it as they want. Meanwhile, let us allow the status quo. 
Let us not disturb this at the end of the life of the Ministry and of this Legislature. 
After all, what reasons are there to revise the rate to a higher amount? How is 
this Rs. 10 incompatible with the concessions that the Ministers and the Speaker 
are getting? When they have got a car and petrol allowance, how is the daily 
allowance of Rs. 10 low 2? I think in the circumstances, my friends in this House 
will throw out the amendment without reserve. Further under clause 2 it will have 
retrospective effect. .

Sri. K. M. Korah: May I draw the attention of the hon. Member to 
Clause 2, section | from which it is clear that section 7 has no retrospective effect? 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: | am sorry | did not notice it. I thought it 
had also retrospettive effect. That is why I said so. I admit my mistake, But 
the amendment is not bad on that count only. What I was saying was that there 
is no necessity to revise it now. When the Ministers have a car and other allow- 
ances, there is no necessity to increase the rate of daily batte. If any increase is 
considered necessary, it is for the new House to do so. So long our Ministers were 
able to get along with the existing rates. I am not going to discuss the question 
whether the Ministers do or do not deserve the increase. I do not want to go into 
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that question. purposely avoid it. But what I say is, this House has accepted 
a certain rate. Let that continue. Let us not interfere with these things at the fag 
end of this Legislature. J am not dealing with the question whether Rs. 700 is 
adequate or not, That is not the issue now. My concern is we should not now 
disturb the rates fixed. And there is no reason why we should do it now. 

Sri. K. Balakrishna Menon: May I know what exactly is the view of the 
Ministers ? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: We are prepared to accept the amendment, 

Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: I oppose the amendment moved by Mr. 
Udayabhanu. My reason is this, This aspect of the matter has already been 
considered by the Select Committee. The Clause is clear in the matter. So far 
as journeys inside the State are concerned, because the Ministers are provided with 
a car, the rates shall be a daily allowance of ten rupees when travelling by car, and 
actual plane fare and daily allowance.of ten rupees when travelling by air. For 
journeys outside, the rates are, when travelling by train cost of one and a half first 
class railway fare, when travelling by road, a mileage of one rupee, when travelling 
by air, actual plane fare plus half first class railway fare and a daily allowance of 
thirty rupees except in Delhi, Calcutta and Bombay where the rate of daily allow- 
ance will be forty-five rupees. Thus the clause itself is a complete answer to this 
amendment. So that it is clearthat the Select Committee have considered the 
question in every detail. In the face of this I fail to see how this amendment could 
be supported,

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Sri. P.S. Nataraja Pillai: I would like to speak on the motion. When 
there are barely three or four months for the present ministry to be dissolved, the 
Government have thought it fit to bring in a Bill fixing the salaries and allowances 
of the Members, Ministers and the Speaker. In fact, it is only to give statutory 
recognition to what has been prevailing here so far, But at the same time, however, 
one notable change has been made, namely that the daily batta of the Ministers 
has been raised from Rs. 10 to Rs. 15. I can fully appreciate the reason for that 
step now. The Ministers are entitled to travel on public business. But we also 
know Sir, that we are facing a general election. Of course, opening a petty library 
here, or a hostel there, are all public business entitling the Ministers to daily batta 
and travelling allowance when they go for it. The only object seems to be to get 
as much money from the public exchequer as possible within this short time ahead 
while they tour for election. I am forced to come to that conclusion that is the 
main object of this Bill........ 

Sr. A.P. Udayabhanu: Let me make it perfectly clear that that was not 
the object of my amendment. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: With equal emphasis, | may say that I am 
forced to draw that conclusion. I am forced to say that that is the only 
conclusion, the only logical conclusion that can be drawn from the amendment 
which has been accepted by the House with a majority of the Congress members. 
I only want to sound a note of warning. We must always be fair in our dealings. 
Public money should not be spent for any purpose other than public purpose. 
And when an illegitimate object 1s sought to be gained at the expense of the public 
exchequer, I think it is my duty to sound a note of warning and to place it on 
record that it was not done with the full concurrence of the House but with the 
party votes. 

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: Because my friend Mr. Nataraja Pillai was 
objecting to the Bill so heatedly and I happen to bring forward this amendment, 
T am forced to say a few words. Mr. Nataraja Pillai is one of the most respected 
members of this House. He has been saying that we are, or rather the party, 
is going to utilise this five-rupee margin for the election campaign. There are 
hardly two months before us for the election, just 60 days. We have five 
Ministers. Let us take it that the five Ministers, all of them, are going to tour 
all these sixty days. That means a gain of Rs. 60X5x5, ie, Rs. 1,500. Is it 
to knock off Rs. 1,500 that we are passing this amendment? Can anything be 
more ridiculous ? I do not know what sense of proportion there is, in advancing 
such an argument. If it was meant as a kind of party propaganda, I may tell 
openly that it is something which was not expected of such a very esteemed 
and senior member of this House. 


Sri. N. D. Jose: Why should an amendment be introduced for such 
& petty sum, then? 


.,, Sri A. P, Udayabhanu: Because on the face of it, it looked rather 
ridiculous that the Ministers and the Speaker should be getting Rs. 10 as daily 
allowances while the Members were getting Rs. 15. There was something odd in 
that arrangement. That was what induced me to move this amendment.

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Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: May I know when the time expired? 

Svi. L. M. Pylee: The report is ready. It is only a formal motion I have 
moved, 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: May 1 know whether the hon. Member can 
move for extension after the time has expired? 


Mr. Speaker: There was no sitting of the Assembly after the last session 
when the time expired, or rather, was about to expire. So there was no possibility 
of getting the approval of this House for the extension of the time for submission of 
the Select Committee Report. I would therefore rule that itis quite proper to move 
to condone the delay. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: The motion is not on the agenda today. Is it in 
order for the Minister to move it? The Minister is not competent to move it. 

My. Speaker: The Bill is on the agenda, and therefore it is only proper that 
the hon. Minister should be allowed to move this motion also. 

Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: There is another difficulty here. When 
motions are made like that, without being included in the agenda, Members who 
are interested in the Bill would fail to get sufficient notice of the fact. 

Mr. Speaker: But Members had notice of the motion even yesterday. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: We had notice of the motion. We accept -that. 
But it is not on the agenda. 

My. Speaker: There is absolutely no difficulty, The Bill is before the 
House as amended by the Select Committee and itis going to be taken for con- 
sideration by the House.

Sxi. D. Gnanasigamoni: The Bill is not before the House. It is a lapsed 
Bill. That is why I say the matter is not before the House. 


Sri. L. M. Pylee: May I point out that the Bill is on the agenda and the 
motion isin respect of the Bill? And the notice of the motion was circulated 
even yesterday. 

My. Speaker: That is why I made the ruling that it is only proper that 
the hon. Minister should be permitted to move that motion now. Those in favour 
of the motion...... 

Sri. D. Gnasigamoni: | oppose the motion. According to me this 
motion has to be made before the Bill has lapsed. After the Bill has lapsed, there 
seems to be no...... 

Mr. Speaker: Order, order, I] have already pronounced my ruling, 
concerning the objection—no more discussion about it. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: But J am only opposing the motion. After the 
lapse of the Bill, no such motion can be made. It should have been made during 
the last session. No such motion having been made then, the Bill has lapsed. 


Sri. L, M. Pylee: The time expired on 30th June. The Bill has not lapsed, 
but is on the agenda, In order to enable the Select Committee report to be pro- 
sented, it is absolutely necessary that the time should be extended. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tami: The objection is_on the ground that the 
motion for extension should have been on the agenda. The practical difficulty is 
this. Any Member who knows the precedure would think, because the motion 
isnot onthe agenda, that the Bill would not be taken up because the Bili has 
expired, They would not know whether extension would be asked and whether it 
would be condoned. That is why it should have been on the agenda, That is 
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what the hon. Member means. Even the smallest matter that should be tran- 
sacted here should be on the agenda. It is only a matter of procedure. I move 
that the motion may be taken up tomorrow. 

Mr. Speaker: The Bill is already on the agenda. Notice of the motion for 
extension has been circulated. I have already held that there is nothing wrong in 
moving for extension now. 

The motion for the extension of time for presentation of the report 
was put and carried, 


Sri. L. M, Pylee: I move that the Travancore-Cochin Forest Bill as reported 
by the Select Committee be taken into consideration. The earlier stages of the Bill 
have been gone through. After the introduction, it was referred to a Select 
Committee and the Select Committee has gone through the provisions and 
submitted its report, which I am presenting today. Certain modifications were made 
by the Select Committee to the Original Bill. As originally stated, the object of this 
Bill is to integrate the previous enactments, relating to Travancore and Cochin. I 
move that the Bill, as reported by the Select Committee, be taken into consideration.

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Sri. L. M. Pylee. The Government are quite aware of that argument and 
that is why it was provided that ordinarily the Forest Settlement Officer shall be 
a person other than a Forest Officer. Now my hon. friend has raised a point 
why that ‘ordinarily’ should be there. Well, wherever it is possible and whenever 
it is possible the Forest Settlement Officer will be a person other than a Forest 
Officer. But if, in some rare instances under peculiar circumstances, it so happens 
that a person other than a Forest Ofhcer, a suitable and competent person other 
than a Forest Officer, is not forthcoming, then there must be a method by which the 
Government would be able _to carry on this transaction by appointing a person 
who is a Forest Officer. Only under such extraordinary circumstances would a 
person who is a Forest Officer would be put into this work. Such an arrangement 
is necessary and therefore the Gevernment_ cannot accept the proposal contained 
in the amendment of the hon. Member. Government therefore have to oppose 
the motion.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai. Sir, | move that for clause 26 the following shall 
be substituted. 

*26. (1) Whenever it is proposed to direct a Reserve Ferest ora portion 
thereof to cease to be a Reserve Forest the Government shall publish a notification 
in the Gazette specifying as nearly as possible the situation and limits of such land, 
declaring that it is proposed to direct such lands not to bea reserve forest and 
fixing a period of not less than three months from the date of publication of such 
notification in the Gazette for submitting objections, if any. 


. 
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(2) After considering the report of the Chief Conservator of Forests on the 
objections the Government may decide by ord2r that the forest or any portion 
thereof specified in the notification published under sub-section (1) shall cease to 
bea reserved forest. 

(3) The draft order of the Government passed under sub-section (2) shall 
be placed before the Legislative Assembly if it is in session as soon as may be after 
the order has been passed and if it is not in session, within seven days of it. 
re-assembly, and Government shall seck the approval of the Legislative Assembly 
by a resolution moved on this behalf. If the Legislative Assembly accepts the 
order of Government, Government may then, hy notification in the Gazette direct 
that, from a date fixed by such notification, the forest or any portion thereof reserv- 
ed under this Act shall cease to be reserved.” 

Sir, As the hon. Member who moved it stated it, is rather necessary to have 
a uniform law. But the Bill is not only for having a uniform law for the Travancore- 
Cochin State, but also for the protection and management of the forests, Uhe primary 
object of the Bill is to protect the forests we have and to provide for managenent 
of those forests. Under the category of forests under the management of the Govern- 
ment, the most important one is the reserved forests. For making any portion of the 
forest a reserved area, the procedure is Jaid downin Chapter 2 of the Bill by various 
clauses. To declare a forest “as a reserve area,natifications have to be issued, time is 
to be given for filing objections, the objections, if any, are to be considered and decid- 
ed and so on. After all the necessary process the reserve area as constituted is declared 
as such by a Government notification. But when we come to the question of de- 
reserving aM area, it?s covered by clause 26. That clause, asit stands now is, 
“the Government may. by notification in the Gazette direct that, from a date to be 
fixed by such notification any forest or any portion thereof reserved under this Act 
shall cease to be reserved.’ When the Government want to declare a forest not to be 
a reserved forest they have only to publish a notification in the Gazette and fix a date 
and from that date onwards that area becomes a non-reserved forest. 

Sir, that is the summary of proceedings provided. ‘There is the right with the 
executive Government to declare a forest to be a non-reserved forest at their discre- 
tion. In the pecultar conditions of Travancore, Sir, the forests, the reserved forests, 
are of considerable importance not only to the country, but also for the future well- 
being of its citizens. As regards reserved forests there have been a lot of complaints 
in the Press and from the public, that forest areas are being de-reserved without 
sufficient thought and the consequences of it are not easy to envisage at the present 
moment. Large tracts of reserved forests have been thrown open for exploitation 
and there is a general public feeling now in the country that this hasty action has 
caused irremediable damage to the interest of the country. Sir, allegations were 


made on the floor of this House that certain persons have encroached upon reserve 


area and have occupied that area and that Government are now contemplating legal 
proceedings against such encroachments. 


Sri. K. 8. Joseph: This year? 


Sri. P.S. Nataraja Pillai: From 1948 onwards. | do not know personally of 
these encroachments. 1 only repeat what was stated on the floor of this House these 


_ days. Such being the case, it is necessary that under the present context of events 


it 1s better that the executive authority should be restricted in their rights to declare 
a forest to bea non-forest area than to give them absolute discretion.

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What I propose therefore in my amendment is, that whenever a necessity arises 
to declare an area to be not a reserved area, the Government should publish a notifi« 
cation regarding the matter and invite objections from the public and when objec- 
tions are received they should be enquired into by the most competent expert avail- 
able, viz., the Conservator of Forests. He should have the right to advise the Gov- 
ernment and he will have the final sey in the matter—whether the objections are 
valid or not. After consulting the Conservator of Forests and after his opinion has 
heen received by the Government, they may decide on the matter whether thearea 
should be declared a forest area or not. If they come to the conclusion that the 
area should be declared a non-reserved area, they.should publish a notification in 
the Gazette and that notification must be subject to the approval of the Legislature 
so that the permanent interest of the country may not be affected by the executive 
order of the Government. What I say is, before any area is proposed to be de- 
reserved to be given for general purposes on Kuthakapattom, etc., to be subjected to 
cultivation it must be known tothe people in general to record their opinion,, lest 
the damage done thereby should be irreparable. It must be done with the approval 
of the representatives of the people. It is not a very urgent matter to be rushed 
through. It is not the disposal of a petition or aclaim. It is a matter which will 
affect the interests of the country and it is a matter of vital importance and which 
might do irreparable damage for the future well-being of the State. Therefore be- 
fore coming to a conclusion or before deciding whether any area should be de-re- 
served or not, the Government should afford opportunities to the public to know of it, 
hear objections, if any, and then enquire into such objections by an authority com- 
petent who will be able to give his expert opinion on the matter and then place the 
matter before the representatives of the people for thetr approval. With this object, 
Sir, | have framed this amendment. 

I may also say, Sir, I consulted a very responsible expert who had served our 
country as Conservator of Forests. ‘When | discussed the matter specifically, before 
I framed this amendment, with one of the Ex-Conservators of Forests of our State, 
he was definitely of the view that such a provision will be very useful and whele~ 
some under the present conditions in this country. Therefore I was 
further emboldened to bring in an amendment to this effect. 

I know arguments may come from the Treasury Benches that the executive 
should not be fettered by these legislative restrictions. There may be an urgent 
necessity to open up a path, or to make a channel or to put up a bund and for that 
purpose any particular strip of land should be de-reserved. _In these circurnstances 
Government cannot hope to wait for the report or the objections or the opinion and 
decision of the Legislature. It will be so urgent a matter and discretion must be 
with the executive to decide it then and there. That argument is not valid. These 
works are works done in Reserve Forests for which Government have authority. But 
de-reserving large tracts of forests will cut at the root of the fundamental interest of 
the country as a whole. In democracy, when the Government is run gs a party 
Government, when the Government is functioning as a party Government 
with the support of a section, the policy of the Ministers are to some 
extent bound to be guided by the section that supports it. What I say is, it will 
only be in the interest of the popular Government itself that, such restrictions are 
placed on the Ministers. That will be in their own interest in the long run. 
these sections are there curtailing the freedom of action of the executive, it will be 
only in the larger interest of the country. I would therefore submit Sir that, in the 
interest of the country and for the well-being of the State, this amendment is 
absolutely necessary and should be included in the Bill. I hope the Treasury 
Benches will think it advisable to accept my amendment since it will be a safeguard 

for them to do their duty in the interest of the country as a whole without being 
subjected to party influences, With these words,.! move the amendment. 
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interest of the public and in the interest of the democratic freedom of which my 
hon. Member has been mentioning. 

I may also mention for the information of the House that this very proposal has 
been considered by the Select Committee appointed to consider this Bill. The 
Select Committee gave its attention to this matter and have discussed these very 
provisions and it has been found that there is no need to include these provisions in 
the Bill. That is the situation. 

For these reasons, I would suggest that in the interest of public welfare, 
restrictions may not be forced in any way on the authorities in this matter. Simply 
because there is to be a summary procedure, the Government are not going to 
destroy all the forests or convert all the forests areas into other areas or lands. 
Government should have power to do things for the public welfare and the Govern- 
ment will do that with a new sense of public responsibility. Please do not impose 
unnecessary restrictions and shackles on the legitimate freedom which the Govern- 
ment should have in such matters. With these words I oppose this amendment.

Minister for Finance and Food (Syi. K. M. Korah): Sir, the main points in 
notice and statement of facts presented by the hon. Member, Sri. Jose are: 

(1) More than 200 bales of cotton yarn of 60’s counts have been allowed 
to be moved for free sale outside by the Alagappa Corporation Ltd., Madras while 
the weavers here are put to great difficulties for want of 60’s count yarn at fair price. 

(2) The price fixed by the Corporation for 40 bales of 60’s yarn out of the 
above 200 balés is unconscionably high and that this is done to create an impression 
that 60's yarn is not saleable in the State owing to its high price so that the bales 
could be removed outside the State. 

Let me inform the hon. Member and this House that the Alagappa Textiles 
has 298 bales of 60's in stock bearing May, June and July Textile marks. 
These bales have been lying with them for a long time. Since the last two 
months the Alagappa Textiles Ltd., and the Balarama Varma Textiles Ltd. have 
been producing 60's count yarn with the result that the rate of distribution 
of this count was raised to two bundles per loom. as against half a bundle 
rate adopted for 20’s and 40’s yarn. Thus it is clear that there is 
surplus stock in the State. 

Such being the state of affairs, it became imperative to afford relief to the 
company so that the company may not lose many lakhs of rupees. Hence. on an 
application for permission to sell the accumulated stocks outside the State, the 
Bombay Textile Commissioner has been addressed for allowing the Corporation to 
export the stocks outside. No sanction has been received yet. At the same time 
let me make an offer to the Hon"ble Member. The Corporation is perfectly willing 
to sefl the 202 bales of low priced yarn to the mover of the resolution or his 
nominee. I would also draw the attention of the House to the fact that the price of 
the 60's yarn may be still further reduced from October as a result of the steady 
fall of the price of foreign cotton. Hence would it not be incquitable if the 
Alagappa Textile, Company is not allowed to export the unwanted yarn outside 
while the “price of this yarn is falling every day? 1 assure the House that the 
. State has been suffering from a glut for the last two months and that this would 
continue and that but for the persistent refusal of the weavers’ and their Co-opera- 
tive Societies in Neyyattinkara, Vilavancode and Trivandrum taluks to purchase the 
stock, the department would not have recommended the] export of 60's yarn. | also 
assure the House that all possible steps will be taken to safeguard the interests of the 
weavers. With this assurance and the offer I made just a while ago, | hope the 
hon, Member will not press the motion. 

Sri. N, D. Jose: While being very thankful to the Corporation for having 
made a generous offer to me or to my nominee, | would say that whether the 
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Government take up the position that this is surplus or not, if they give the assurance 
that in any way it will not affect the textile workers of Travancore or Cochin, I have 
no objection 1 in withdrawing my motion. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether there is any difference in 
the controlled prices and the retail prices of yarn? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Every month the price ig coming down, Hon. Member 
himself knows that it is not within the powers of this Government to fix the prices 
of yarn.

Ithas now been 
admitted that the Bill has lapsed and the only question for consideration now is 
what should he done in respect of such a Bill. My contention is that when a_ Bill 
has lapsed unless a fresh one is brought forward nothing further can be done. Now 
I wish to place two things before the House. To start with I may refer to May's 
Parliamentary Practice. On page 502 of the book it js stated as follows;—

postponement, it becomes a dropped order............% ; : 

hat shows the point of time when a motion of this kind could be made. 
Such a motion could be only made before the Bill lapses. That is how the rule 
has to be understood. Otherwise it will lead to absurd results and every lapsed 
Bill could be revived no matter how long it had lapsed by a motion of this kind. 
So that, my submission is that nothing further could be done on this Bill except 
by bringing in a new Bill. That is my contention. 

The second point that I want to bring before this House is as to whether this 
House should now give or can give consent for the consideration of this matter. 
For that matter, I would invite your kind attention to another passage in May's 
Parliamentary Practice which occurs on page 555. It reads thus : 

“ Proposals have been made for a provision, either by statute or hy Standing 
Orders, for the suspension of Bills from one session to another, or resuming proceed~ 
ings upon such Bills, notwithstanding a prorogation. These schemes have been 
discussed in Parliament and carefully considered by Committees; but various 
considerations have restrained the Legislature from disturbing the constitutional 
law by which Parliamentary proceedings are discontinued by a prorogation.” 

So the Parliamentary practice seems to be not to disturb the constitutional law 
respecting this matter by any decision of the legislature. 

Sir, it clearly says that the legislative decision ought not to be made the 
deciding factor and this ought not be submitted for such decision. The particular 
procedure prescribed in this matter, should on no account be disturbed. There- 
fore, my submission is that this Bill having lapsed it is not open to this House to 
ron away from that Standing Order by which the proceedings of this House relating 
to this matter are governed. Therefore, | submit that the hon. Minister in 
‘charge cannot bring forward such a motion. That is the point of order which I 
wanted to raise. 

My. Speaker: With regard to the point of order raised by the hon. 
Member it is clearly stated in the Legislative Assembly Standing Order No. 4 that 
“Bills which have been introduced shall be carried over to the pending list’ of 
business of the next session: 

Provided that, if the member in-charge of a Bill makes no motion im regard to 
the same during two complete sessions, the Bill shall lapse, unless the Assembly on 
a motion by that member make a special order for.the continuance of the Bill.”

It appears that if in any part of the country, the behaviour of the persons employ- 
ed in a manufactory or a concern is such as to necessitate additional police force, the 
Inspector-General could post the additional police force. There are two kinds of 
work in this.clause. One is, railway, canal or any public work. The other category 
js manufactory or commercial concern, That is, it need not be a Government 
concern. It may be a private capitalist concern. It may be a manufactory started 
by a limited company or conducted by an individual. When labour is employed on 
these two categories of work, whether carried on by Government or by private bodies 
if the [nspector-General thinks that the employment of an additional police force in 
such a place is necessary, on account of the behaviour of the workmen, he can 
appoint an additional police force in that ‘area. In the conditions that exist today, 
the police force would overawe the workersthere. Jt must necessarily be so, and the 
police are obviously expected to bind them over to good behaviour. Ordinarily, the 
police law is there. The provisions are there to keep the peace and the police is 
entitled to apply those provisions. But besides these ordinary duties inherent in 
them, or cast upon them by the statutory law, they want a special provision to 
authorize the Inspector-General, that is, the exccutive head of the police to post 
additional police force to overawe the ordinary workers. The wording in the clause 
is; ‘by the behaviour or reasonable apprehension of the behaviour”. What is the 
test of the behaviour > If a worker is an, unruly character defying law, the ordinary 
law will take its course. Then, what is the behaviour that is envisaged in this 
clause 2 Naturally, it must be a kind of behaviour that is not palatable to the 
owner and the police. In these days when trade unionism has come to the fore, 
and when labour is conscious of its rights and responsibilities, naturally, they can be 
expected to assert their rights. They will not be prepared to overawe the Govern- 
ment or the capitalist. On the other hand, if their behaviour is such as to make 
a demand on the capitalist or the proprietor to pay them reasonably and to enforce 
that right, that behaviour though reasonable, will be taken into account by the 
Ingpector~General under this clause. . 

In this connection, it is necessary to remember that we have placed on the statute 
book sufficient legislation to deal with the labour disputes and trade disputes. That 
being co, there is sufficient power for the Government to check them, and properly 
control and adjudicate upon the differences that may arise in a commercial concern 
or a manufactory. There is absolutely no necessity for a provision of 
this kind. : 

Moreover, Sir, take the work of a railway. Railway is a central subject, and is 
purely under the control of the Central Government. | know, Sir, that 
police including railway police and village police are included in the 
State list, but railway police is a separate branch of service. But what is envisaged 
here is different. It is an additional police force posted in charge of railway work or 
canal work or public work or a manufactory or a commercial concern. That is 
different from the protective or other duties of the police force. 1 object to this 
‘ind of power being vested in the police. It is only meant to terrify and overawe 
the labour and in the long run to paralyse the day to day trade union work in this 
country. That will be affecting the fundamental rights of the citizen. . 

In thisconnection, I may be permitted to refer to the Madras District Police Act. 
There, it will be found from Section 14 that ‘‘whenever any railway, canal or other 
public work has to be carried on or put in operation in any part of the country it 
shall be open to the Inspector-General that the appointment,” etc. There, the three 
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categories are: railway, canal and public works. But when it is being drafted in the 
Travancore Police Act, we find somehow or other the other places of work also, that 
is, manufactory or commercial concern. Why that addition, I ask. Is it necessary 
to have them, while in the adjoining province, there is no such provision? Even 
that is an old: Act. Whether that Act will be followed or whether that will be 
accepted by the new Legislature that is going to be elected in the near future is a 
matter for doubt. Under the Adaptation of Laws Act, of course, old laws are valid 
and made to apply. But when we are enacting a new law for the police, especially 
after the new Constitution has come into force and after fundamental rights have 
been formulated and guaranteed and wherein the right of association is emphasized and 
agreed to, the proposed clause to say the least is anomalous. Yet, what is the justice 
to give to the police force a right tooverawe the workersinacommercial concern or a 
public work to the prejudice of the rights of the workers 2 Therefore, I think it is 
an absolutely unnecessary provision. It would have been all right-~it may have been 
all right—in the past when there was not adequate legislation im existence to control 
trade disputes. Now, when there are sufficient powers vested in the Government, and 
when there is a machinery already in existence te bring about order among disputing 
workers, it is unnecessary to saddle the police with this provision. Already, the police 
work has not been so far satisfactory or as one would expect it to be. Very serious | 
crimes have gone undetected in the country, not only in respect of the preservation 
of peace but of preservation of property as well. It is the duty of the police to 
protect them. [1 I may say so, there is a two year old crime which has attracted the 
attention of the public far and vide but which is still undetected. Does it show the 
efficiency of the Department ? There is something wrong, Either it is want of 
efficiency or want of organization or something like that. If that be so, why should 
unnecessary duties be added on to the police >. They have enough work, and their 
ordinary legitimate duties of ‘preservation of life and property will be sufficient for 
them. In the circumstances, [ do not think this House should saddle the police 
department with additional duties. This provision for additional police is unncessary, 
and | think this clause ought to be omitted. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The wording is “rendered necessary by the 
behaviour or the reasonable apprehension of the behaviour of the persons employed,” 
not according to the apprehension of the behaviour of the employer. 
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The amendment moved by Sri. P. 8, Nataraja Pillai to omit clause 9 
. was put to vote and lost.

The sentence reads thus. “‘All such notifications issued by the Government 
shall be final” Sir, even according to this clause the notification is not final. A reading 
of the sub-clause shows that. I shall read the sub-clause. : . 

- “Every notification issued under sub-section (1) of this section shall state the 
period for which it is to remain in force. but it may be withdrawn at any time, 
or Continued from time to time for a further period or periods as the. Govern- 
ment, may, in each case think fit to direct,” ’ 
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[Sri D. Gnanssigamoni] 

Therefore in respect of any notification, it can be extended, it can he with- 
drawn, or it can be extended from time to time, so that where is the finality of the 
notification, I ask. The withdrawal is final, the extension is final, the extension 
from time to time is final, and how then is the notification final? The sentence 
therefore carries no sense. According to me, Government evidently have in view 
the Courts of Law. Perhaps they do not want any of these notifications to be called 
into question by a Court of Law. — Viewing in that way alone can that sentence 
have any meaning. But so far as that is concerned, Sir, that is itself subject to 
many limitations. Suppose a notification is issued under this clause and it is in 
violation of the fundamental rights. That is 2 matter for a Court of Law to look 
into. So there is no purpose in saying that all such notifications will be final, and 
where it effects the fundamental rights, the Courts of Law will certainly have the 
right to call that into question.. Therefore, ineither way, the sentence: serves no 
purpose. Therefore I move that the sentence may be deleted. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: The hon. Member says that there is finality in every 
notification. Government by this clause only means that every notification is to be 
final. 1 do not find any necessity for deleting the sentence. 

Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nayar: [s it usually said in the case of every 
notification > Whenever a notification is issued, or a provision is made for a notifi- 
cation, is it usual to say that the notification, is final ? 
final Sri. C. Kesavan: There is no harm in saying that the notification is 
fina 


Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nayar : It is not a question whether there is any 
harm, If there is no-harm without it, why should it be there ? oo. 
Sri. C. Kesavan: Without itthere is harm, because a notification is not 


Sri. A. K. Patchu Pillai: Does it not really mean that it would be 
questioned > - 

Sri. C. Kesavan: It could be questioned by a Court of Law. 

Sri. A. K. Patchu Pillai: Then why not an amendment be made > 

Sri. G. Kesavan: Why should there be an amendment? So you want to 
make such a provision in all the Bills > ; 

Sri. A. K. Patchu Pillai: If it really means that it can be questioned, then 
there is absolutely no meaning in saying that the notification is final. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: Under the new Constitution, every individual has a right 
to move for a writ when fundamental rights are affected, but do you mean to say 
therefore, no provision need be made in any Bill ? 

- Sri, A. K. Patchu Pillai: Here the final authority is the Government. 
The sub-section to section 6 makes that clear. It states clearly that Government is 
the final authority. When there is a specific condition to that effect, my doubt is 
can it be questioned by a Court of Law, i.e, when the jurisdiction of the Court is

c Sri. C. Kesavan: This enactment does not oust the jurisdiction of the

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May ! move all the amendments under that 
clause together or cenfine my discussion to each amendment ? 
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Mr. Speaker: You can confine your discussion to each amendment. 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: [ move that 


“Tn clause 11, sub-section (1) omit the words ‘or such shorter period as may 

be prescribed by the Government in this behalf’ in lines 9 and 10,” 

Sir, Clause 1! deals with awarding compensation to sufferers from the mis- 
conduct of the inhabitants. The sub-clause provides that “if, in any area in 
regard to which any notification issued under Section 10 is in force, death or 
grievous hurt or loss of, or damage to, property has been caused by, or has ensued 
from the misconduct of the inhabitants of such area, or any class or section of 
them, it shall be lawful for any person, being an inhabitant of such area, who 
claims to have suffered injury from such misconduct, to make within sixty days from 
the date of the injury, or such shorter period as may be prescribed by the Government 
in this behalf, an application for compensation to the District Magistrate having 
jurisdiction over such area.’ It is the words “or such shorter period as may be 
prescribed by the Government in this behalf’ in the clause that gives troubles. 
Those words must be omitted. 

Sir, when there has been a loss or damage caused by the misconduct of the 
inhabitants during a riot or anything else, the inhabitants are given the right to 
claim damages. They have to apply for damages to the District Magistrate within 
sixty days from the date of the injury. An additional condition is laid that is “‘or 
such shorter period as Covernment may prescribe.” If the Government thinks that 
the claim should be made within a week of the date of the injury, they can do so, 
And it is a matter Jeft to the discretion of the executive. A damage might have 
occurred to a property, but the property-owner might not be able to make a claim 
until the disturbance in the area has subsided, and it may be that m the meanwhile 
the prescribed period might have elapsed. That is very hard, 

Sri. K. §. Joseph: Or the man might have left the State for some time. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. ‘Therefore it is a hard provision. If the 
Government had thought of extending the period. I could have understood it. 

Here power is given to the Government to reduce the period, not to extend 
the period. If the Government had taken the right to extend the period that 
would have been reasonable. Here it is a matter of reducing the peyiod fixed for 
preferring an application for redress. He will get an award only when the District 
Magistrate is satisfied with his claim and when it is established that he is entitled to 
compensation. It is after all a judicial enquiry. If it is found after a judicial enquiry 
that he is entitled to compensation he will get it and the time limit for such 
application is given as 60 days. This time limit of 60 days is a substantive provision. 
But the Government has taken under this clause the power to shorten the period of 
limitation.’ That I think is absolutely unreasonable. There is no justification for 
the Government todo so. On the other hand if the outlook of the Government 
was to extend the period the position would have been different. The right to 
reduce the time limit is a serious blow to the persons who suffered damage or loss. 
As mentioned by Mr. K. S. Joseph the sufferers might have been absent from the 
locality due to many reasons. They may return only after some time and if by chance 
it may perhaps so happen that the time limit as reduced be lapsed. On the other 
hand if the power is taken by the Government to extend the period that will be 
doing substantial justice and there would be equity in that. But here what is being 
done is to reduce the period. This is very hard. To curtail the right of a person 
who suffered damage or loss to prefer his claim for compensation is really un- 
reasonable and therefore I expect that the Official Benches will accept my amendment. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: | find that the amendment is reasonable, I have no ob- 
jection in accepting the amendment,

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Mx. Speaker: The amendment has been accepted by the hon. Chief 
Minister. 

The question is that in Class 11, Sub-clause (1), the words “or such shorter 
period as may he prescribed by the Government in this behalf” in lines 9 and 10, 
be omitted.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, my next amendment is that in lines | and 
2 of sub-clause (2) of clause |! the words “with the sanction of Government” 
shall be omited. 

Sub-clause 2 says “It shall be lawful for the District Magistrate, with the 
sanction of the Government, and after such enquiry as he may deem necessary, 
whether any additional Police Force, has or has not been quartered in such area 
under Section 10 to~- 

(a) declare the persons to whom injury has been caused by or has ensued 
from such misconduct; 

(b) fix the amount of compensation to be paid to such persons, and the 
manner in which it is to be disbursed among them, and..” 

My amendment is that the words “with the sanction of Government” shall be 
omitted. Sir, the purpose is very clear. 

Under sub-clause (1) when there has been death or grievous hurt or loss of, or 
damage to, property caused by the misconduct of the inhabitants of any area, we 
have provided that it shall be lawful for any person being an inhabitant of such 
area, who claims to have suffered injury from such misconduct to make a claim for 
compensation to the District Magistrate. And by sub-clause (2) we are laying down 
a procedure by which the claim may be investigated. It shall be lawful for the 
District Magistrate, with the sanction of the Government, and after such enquiry 
as he may deem necessary, whether any additional Police Force has or has not been 
quartered in such area under section 10—to declare the persons to whom injury 
has been caused or has ensued from such misconduct, to fix the amount of com- 
pensation payable and the manner in which it is to be distributed and also assess 
the proportion in which the same shall be paid by the inhabitants of the area. 

Well, by sub-clause (1) of clause 11 we have given the right to the person 
who suffered damage or loss to prefer a claim for compensation, Why should there 
be a sanction of the Government necessary to make an award? That is my question, 
Sir, we have, in sub-clause (1) given the right to claim for damage and then we 
have also provided the procedure by which the District Magistrate should conduct 
the enquiry, on the application of the person who has suffered damage or loss. Why 
should there be this provision in this sub-clause to provide that to conduct such 
enquiry the District Magistrate must wait for Government sanction. That I cannot 
possibly understand. 1 cannot understand the purpose behind this provision. I can 
understand if the payment of the compensation towards damage is to be paid only 
after the sanction of the Government is received and after the award has been sent 
to the Government. Here you have granted the right for any man who has suffer- 
ed damage or loss io prefer a claim to the District Magistrate? Unless the District 
Magistrate is satisfied that the claim is justified the award would not be made. The 
District Magistrate is a very competent authority to investigate into such claims and 
is an Officer of a very high rank in the official service in our State. Is not that 
Officer sufficiently competent to exercise the right for himself after investigating 
into the claim ? Why should there be a provision that before making such enquiries 
the District Magistrate should get Government sanction. I cannot understand the 
reasons behind this clause. This seems to be unreasonable. If, on the other hand, 
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it is provided that the claim for damage should be made only with the Government 
sanction, that I can be understood. When we have provided that the person can 
apply to the District Megistrate and when such an application has heen received by 
the District Magistrate he cannot proceed further with the enquiry without obtain- 
ing the sanction of the executive Government. This is a curious provision. There- 
fore, I say, Sir, that in sub-clause (2) of clause 11 the words “with the sanction of 
the Government” shall be omitted. I hope the House will accept this amendment. 


Then. Sir, coming to the next amendment to the same sub-clause, viz., omit 
the words “who shall not have been exempetd from liability to pay under the next 
succeeding sub-section” in lines 2 and 3 and convert the comma after “applicant” 
into a full stop. 

Under sub-clause (2) (c) the District Magistrate, after such enquiry as he may 
deem necessary, is authorised to assess the proportionin which the compensation 
shall be paid by the inhabitants of such area other than the applicant. J cantunder~ 
stand this. Because he is one who has suffered and therefore it is not reasonable to 
make him pay any penalty. But the gentleman who has drafted it has put another 
clause viz., “who shall not have been exempted from liability to pay under the 
next succeeding sub-section”. There isa succeeding sub-section (sub-clause 3) 
which provides that it shall be lawfull for the Government, by order, to exempt any 
person, or class or section of such inhabitants from liability to pay any portion of 
such compensation; and that all such orders shall be final. Sir, in these days when 
equal rights and privileges are guaranteed in this country there cannot be any class 
of persons or any section of the public who have special privileges. That may have 
been allright in the previous set up of things, when there was a divide and tule 
policy and when there was an imperialist Government in existence. I find that 
in Bengal one section of the public had to suffer for the mischief committed by 
another section. But Government was interested in supporting one section as against 
the other. So, tinder the old set up there was a necessity to insert such a sub- 
clause or section. What is that we find here? We re-enact by this sub-clause the 
right to Government to exempt a certain set of people from liability to pay any 
portion of such cempensation. Why should that right be given? If you can assess 
the damage caused and if you find that certain persons are responsible for the 
damage, why should they be exempted under any circumstance? Therefore clause 
11 (2) part {c) may be so amended as to omit the words “who shall not have béen 
exempted from liability to pay under the next succeeding sub-section”. 

My case is that when once the District Magistrate is authorised to entertain 
applications for damages, to investigate that and to assess damage, there is no need 
for him to approach the Government for sanction. The discretion of the District 
Magistrate in conducting the enquiries necessary, should not be restricted in any 
way, The District Magistrate should have full freedom to assess the damage caused 
and in fixing the proportion in which the same shall be paid. That is a judicial 
decision taken after necessary enquiry. That should be free and unrestricted. 
Therefore, I move both the above amendments and [ hope that the House will accept 
them. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: | oppose the amendment No, 15. The District Magistrate 
functions more or Jess as an executive Officer. He has to take orders from Govern- 
ment before he makes an order in the matter. He is not performing judicial func- 
tions there. He is only an ex ecutive officer of the Government and the Government 
has reserved the right to give him advice and direction in the matter. That is the 
necessity for this clause and that is why that clause is put in there. I oppose the 
amendment. 


"LA V—4a 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Now am I to understand that the District 
Magistrate is not entitled under the Criminal Procedure Code to function as a 
Judicial Officer? 

Sri. C. Kesavan: Well, he functions here as an executive Officer and there- 
fore Government have to control him. Government therefore reserve the power to 
control him in the matter of assessing and fixing loss. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know when he is to get sanction from the 
Government? ; 

Sri. C. Kesavan: He is acting only under the direction of the Government. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: After an application has been received under 
sub-clause (a), can the District Magistrate proceed with the application without get- 
ting sanction under clause(2)? 

Sri. C. Kesavan: Yes. He has first to get sanction from the Government 
to proceed. 

Sti. A. K. Patchu Pillai: Is he not collecting required evidence when in- 
vestigation is conducted? 

Sri. C. Kesavan: When he seeks permission from the Government, he 
would have collected as much information as was needed. 

Sri. A. K. Patchu Pillai: Could he not act in a judicial manner? 

Sri. C. Kesavan: Well, he can. 

Sri. A. K. Patchu Pillai: Then can the Government interfere? 

Sri. C. Kesavan: He only seeks permission of Government to proceed with 
the assessment. 

Both the amendments moved by Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai were§put and lost.

P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, my amendment was only for the omission 
of certain words whereas my hon. friend’s amendment is for the omission of the 
whole sub-clause (c) of sub-clause (2). and this has not been voted upon. 

s Mr Speaker: But the House has indirectly decided that the sub-clause must 
e there. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, [ move: 

In the same clause, omit the sub-clause (3). 

Sir, sub-clause (3) of Clause 11 is as follows:— 

“Tt shall be lawful for the Government, by order, to exempt any person, of 
class or section of such inhabitants from liability to pay any portion of such 
compensaiton; and. all such orders shall be final”. 

My submission is that this kind of invidious distinction between persons or sections 
or groups of inhabitants of a place should not be made. It must be left to the 
discretion of the District Magistrate who holds the enquiry. The hon: Chief 
Minister stated that though he is a judicial officer he must be controlled. The 
District Magistrate is completely under the contro! of the judiciary but not 
under the control of the Executive. He is completely independent of the 
Executive. as far as his judicial functions are concerned. No statutory provision 
should be made for an order to restrict his jurisdiction as a District Magis- 
trate. The order may say that any section of the people who speak 
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Hindustani in a taluk should be exempted from this provision or any section who 
speak Tamil should be subject to the provision or any section who speak Malayalam 
should be exempted. Any class of persons who believe in Trade Unionism may not 
be exempted, and any other class of persons who believe in capitalism may be 
exempted. Ido not know what is meant by class or section in this clause. 
Is it really necessary to make such distinctions? | What is the purpose behind this 
provision? In a particular area where some trouble arose, the arch villain of the 
piece may be exempted by the intervention of my hon. friends on the Treasury 
benches, in spite of adverse findings against him by a District Magistrate. | Under 
the term enquiry itis meant to be a judicial enquiry. When evidence is being 
adduced against A or B, that evidence will become irrelevant when Government 
passes an order exempting Aor B. The Government should not think that we are 
living at a time when the Executive could freely indulge in making and unmaking 
laws as they please, saying that it is their right and privilege. This House can 
never be a party in investing that power to the Executive. Therefore, Sir, this sub- 
clause is totally unnecessary. In my view, it was unfortunate and unfair to say that 
amendments are moved with an eye to Party propaganda. But here we are dealing 
with a serious matter affecting the right of a person who had suffered from circum- 
stances over which he had no control. Should the right of that person be subjected 
to the whims and fancies of the powers that be? Therefore, I think that my amend- 
ment should be accepted by the House. 
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Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, 1 support the amendment. This clause as it 
is worded is unhappy and will create an impression that itis discriminatory in 
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[Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni] 

character and scope. No doubt, under certain circumstances, there must be power 
vested with Government to exempt persons who are really innocent. But the clause 
worded as it is will not lead to any such result. It would give the impression that 
the Government can pass any order they Itke. On the other hand, if this clause 
has been worded in such a manner as to exclude persons who are really innocent and 
unconnected with the incident from the investigation of the District Magistrate, that 
would have been proper and just. The wording of the clause, is unhappy and gives 
scope for abuse. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: Sir, [ oppose this amendment. The main reason alleged 
is that it will work some hardship on people and Government may take side and 
exempt certain people. In any case, this may work some hardship on communists 
and people who side with them. Government is not going to be a silent witness to 
the harassment of people by communists whom they consider as their so-called 
enemies. Government is expected to do equal justice and fairplay to all people. 
Here, the subject is one of r:oting. Communal riots have not been eliminated from 
India or from this State of Travancore-Cochin. It may crop up any moment, If it 
comes, a provision like this is necessary. If there is any communal rioting or class 
war, as the Socialists and Communists call it, a provision like this is necessary. 
As a result of these ricts....

Sri. C. Kesavan: The class war, #s some of the lraders of the Socialist Party 
has described it to the common people, ix that those who have no money should be 
on a regular state of war with those who have. That is the spirit with which 
“Inquilab Zinda Bad” has been accepted as their slogan. But 1 do not deny that 
the top-ranking leaders of the Socialist Party may have a better and scientific idea. 
But the poor man js not able to understand what the class war is. He will fight 
with his master and Jock him up ina room in the factory and snatch away whatever 
articles of food are taken to his room. This is the sort of class war that the people 
under your care are led to under stand. Supposing in a factory, a certain number 
of people are surrounded by labourers and the owner of the factory is imprisoned 
inside. Also, supposing the labourers are committing all sorts of mischiefs with 
the properties there. In that case, there must be some provision of law whereby 
you can take these, people into account by allowing the District Magistrate with 
the sanction of Government to adjudicate it. 

Sri. N. D. Jose: Since the hon. Minister has placed some importance on 
the idea of violence, may I ask this question whether the hon. Chief Minister 
remembers the occasion when he applauded the Vayalar strug:le? 

Sri. C. Kesavan : Never. | was in Jail when the Vayalar riot took place. My in 
formation while | was in Jail was only through some communists in the jail. Infor- 
mation was given to me that the Government have been taking undue step harras- 
sing people and killing them for nothing. But when I came outside the jail I under- 
stood that Government was forced to do such things in the interests of the people. 

The amendment of Sri, P. S. Nataraja Pillai to omit Sub-clause(3) of clause 

11 was put and lost. 
* Sri, P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Clause 11 (4) reads: 

“Every declaration or assessment made, or order passed, by the District 
Magistrate, under sub-section (2) of this section shall be subject to revision by 
the Government, but save as aforesaid, it shall be final.” 

The amendment which I beg to move is that for the word ‘Government’ insert 
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‘High Court’ so that it will read “Every declaration or assessment made, or order 
passed, by the District Magistrate, under sub-section (2) of this section shall 
be subject to revision by the High Court, but'save as aforesaid, it shall be final”, 
Sir, the District Magistrate is after all an executive officer, As long as a deci- 

sion is not a judicial one and as long as a decision is not subject to the revision of 
the High Court, the people will not accept it as a just one. ‘Sir, executive decision 
may be right or wrong. Executive may be honest. There is no difference between 
the statements made by the present spokesman of Government and the past spokes- 
man of Government. So far, Government, popular or autocratic have the same 
outlook—There is no change—People who condemned the autocratic methods in the 
past have adopted the same methods now. J find that they are acting under the 
influence of executives as in the past. Even the most unreasonable autocrat used to 
say that he was ruling the country in the interests of the people. Those in authority 
is not the judge in that matter. If the authority isa reasonable authority, the 
authority must be prepared to subject their decisions to the review of an indepen- 
dent judiciary. They should not be shy to face the judiciary. According to the 
constitution the judiciary is an independent one. Should the executive be allowed 
to usurp the right of deciding on the legitimate rights of the people? Should it sit 
in judgment on the crimes that are done by the people? Here that is what is sought 
to be done. That conception is totally wrong. If this Government is prepared to 
concede that the judiciary is independent and the judicial decisions will be in the 
interests of the people there is no diversity of interest between the Goverment and 
the people. The Government is the people’s Government. If there is a judicial 
decision that decision is equally good for the people and the Government. There- 
fore, I even now honestly believe that the revision of the District Magistrate's deci- 
sion must be left to the High Court. . 
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Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: Then what is meant by sub-clause (5)?

You can proceed by civil action or you should be satished with the executive 


action. And Government’s order thereon will be final. Therefore I oppose the 
amendment. 
The amendment moved by Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai and Sri. A. K. Patchu Pillai 
respectively were put and lost. 
Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, I move for the deletion of sub-clause (5) in 
Clause 11. The sub-clause says: 
‘No civil suit shall be maintainable in respect of any injury for which com- 
pensation has been awarded under this section”. 
_ Sir, this clause.has been the subject of comment by many hon. Members of 
this House and it appears te me this isthe crowning glory of that clause. Now 
several aspects of this particular section has heen already dealt with by several 
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hon. Members. It is admitted by the hon.Chief Minister that the executive 
officers are passing orders in consultation with Government.so that according to me, 
even sub-clause (4) need not be there at all. Ino far as the orders are passed in 
consultation with Government, there is no purpose served by a revision. Another 
question is why should a civilised Government like this Government distrust a court 
of justice which is another part of this Government? Whey not the aggrieved party 
be given a chance to adjudicate his right in a civil court? 

Sri. K. S. Joseph: Do you hold that the party who suffered the injury be 
allowed to go to a civil court even if he accepts compensation? 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: _[f the party accepts, the question does not arise 
at all. Otherwise why should not the party go toa court fora higher compensa- 
tion? The clause in question bars such a course. 

Sri. K.'S. Joseph: Do you suggest that he should have the option? 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Yes, he should be given the option. It is merely 
a question of compensation arising out of a certain happening. 

There is yet another matter also. The District Magistrate is only an executive 
officer. In view of the fact that the District Magistrate is only an executive officer, 
I submit that the way must be. open for the aggrieved party to take appropriate 
proceedings to get his right adjudicated. I am not at the question asto how far 
we can oust the jurisdiction of courts but I am against this kind of distrust of 
courts. No civilised Government can view with suspicion a court of justice and 
therefore I move that this clause be deleted. 
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Sri. K. S.Joseph: 1 oppose the amendment moved. Both the mover and 
his supporter seem to be under a misconception that a civil sult is barred ouitright by 
those sections. I submit that it is not. It is only in one case that a civil suit is barred, 
and that is when the party who is mjured and chooses to move the Magistrate and 
the Magistrate enters a finding that he has a right to petition the Government, and 
not otherwise. . . 
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Syi. K.S. Josesh: Nothing prevents a party who is injured from filing a 
civil suit, According to me, this clause does not prevent a party from filing a civil 
suit if he does not go to the Magistrate and complain there. If he does not go, I 
maintain that he, asa party who is injured, has a right to a civil suit; and this clause 
does not prevent it. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: My friend seems to be obsessed with the idea 
that there cannot be two remedies for a single cause of action. But now it has been 
made more or less clear that the District Magistrate, as an executive officer, makes 
this award within the act, in which case the award may be reduced, or enhanced, or 
even set aside or reversed by a higher authority. _—‘It 1s only an award, like the one 
for land compensation or land acquisition; then the man who makes the claim be- 
fore the District Magistrate can get an award there and after that award is given, he 
can petition the District Court for another. ‘Thus, this remedy need not be prohi- 
bited in this Bill. The whole argument of our lawyer friend 1s that there are two 
remedies for a single cause of action. One is not a judicial remedy. It is an exe- 
cutive remedy. [ was all along urging the position. that it ought to be a judicial 
decision. Unfortunately, the House did not accept it, and the Government beaches 
were not prepared to hear it. What I say is that the provision envisages only an 
executive remedy. A man makes a claim and an cxecutive decision is made. Why 
not that be subject to a judicial review? That is a substantial right—a legal right— 
and ne provision should come in its way and affect the right of the party. It is an 
inherent right of the citizen to have a remedy from the court, If the property is 
taken by the Government, and if a nominal price is fixed, andif the party is dis- 
satisfied, he has a cause of action to go to the District Court, to get the price fixed 
and if he wants, he can even appeal to the High Court on that. So, there is absolute- 
ly nothing unheard of or abnormal in the amendment of Mr, Gnanasigamoni, and in 
the circumstances and in the way in which the Bill has been piloted here, and explain- 
ed so far, I feel that the amendment of Mr. Gnanasigamoni is necessary and 
should be accepted. 

Sri. C. Kesavan ; [oppose the amendment. The argument comparing 
land acquisition to sub-clause (5) of Clause 11, I think, is objectionable. Because, 
in the case of land acquisition, where does the cause of action begin? When the 
land is acquired by the District Collector (Division Peishkar) and the price is checked, 
there it ends. But here there is a remedy. Even before the District Magistrate 
enters into investigation, there is aremedy. Instead of going to a law court and 
getling your remedy, you choose to gel the remedy through the District Magistrate, 
because it is easier. Whien, however, you find ata stage that it has not been to your 
liking, you go to the court of law and then fight it out. These two things cannot go 
together. Either he should choose his remedy in a civil court or he must go toa 
District Magistrate and get his remedy. Not both. I therefore oppose the 
amendment. 

The amendment was pui and lost. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 would like to know whether amendment No. 27 
may be taken up before amendment No. 24. Jf amendment No. 27 is discussed 
and a vote taken, I can move amendment No. 24. 

Mr. Speaker: Amendment No. 27 is confined to an alteration of the expla- 
nation, while your amendment is to omit the explanation altogether. So, you may 
move amendment No. 24 now. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai; Sir, I move: 
“In the same clause, omit the explanation after sub-clause (5).” 

‘The explanation is this: 
“For the purposes of this section, inhabitants shall include persons who, 
themselves or by their agents or servants occupy or hold lands or other 
immoveable property or trade or do other business within such area, and 
landlords who themselves or by their agents or servants, collect rents direct 
from ryots or occupiers in such area, notwithstanding that they do not 
actually reside therein,” 
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This explanation is obviously necessiated by sub-clause (2) (c) of clause 11, which 
szysi “assess the proportion in which the same shall be paid by the inhabitants of 
such area, other than the applicant, who shall not have been exempted from liability 
to pay under the next succeeding sub-sect on.” So, the word ‘inhabitants’ occurring 
there is sought to be explained by the explanation. I will put it this way. Suppose 
there is a riot in Nedumangad Taluk. The people owning the land in that area are 
living in Madras and in other parts of the State. Yet, for the damage suffered by a 
citizen or an individual, in that riot which occurred in some interior part of Nedu- 
mangad Taluk, if the man who suffered an injury applies to the District Magistrate 
and if the District Magistrate feels that he must be given compensation, the inhabi- 
tants there will be assessed to pay, say, Re. | or Rs. (00 each. That means that 
the man who was living at Madras or elsewhere must contribute his share whether 
itis Re. | orRs. 100. Is itreasonable? Arriot can be brought about only by the 
people living in that area, A riot cannot be brought about by people who are not 
living in that area. Then why should the man living elsewhere be asked to pay? 
Suppose, if it is a business cencern and the owners or proprietors are living in 
Kottayam, they must also contribute their share to rectify the damage that has been 
done to a particular individual on account of the riot that occurred in this area. 
That definition does not stand the testof reason. Weare dealing with the Police 
Act with rio s or serious damage to property occasioned by a breach of the peace or 
something like that. In these circumstances, it is unreasonable to assess the pro- 
perty holder. It is not the property owners as such who contribute or cause the 
riot. There must be some justice in making a provision of law. Therefore, I think 
the provision as framed now is unreasonable. _[f you would omit the present expla- 
nation, the thing will be adequately covered by the word “inhabitants” in the sub- 
clause itself. ‘Inhabitants’ is a simple, well-known word which can be easily 
interpreted and is readily understood by any man with ordinary common sense. Re- 
covery apart, assessing or charging a person must be done only in respect of persons 
who are living in that area. There is an express statement here; Notwithstanding 
that they do not actually reside therein.” ‘That makes the position absolutely un- 
tenable. They come within the ambit of this provision. I think it is unreasonable 
and unnecessary. I therefore move that the whole explanation be omitted.

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: Sir, | oppose this amendment. In doing so | am 
conscious of the fact that 1 too had thought <f deleting this explanation. But 


acareful consideration of the Section I found the necessity for the explanation. *~ 


When the Section is read carefully my friends will agree that the Explanation should 
be there. Section [1 says:— : 
If, in any area in regard to which any notification issued under Section 10 

is in force, death or, grievous hurt or Joss of, or damage to, property has been 
caused by, or has ensued from, the misconduct of the inhabitants of such area, 
or any class or section of them, it shall be lawful for any person, being an 
inhabitant of such area... .” 

the important part being, ‘being an mhabitant of such area’ 
“who clairns to have suffered injury from such misconduct, to make, within 
sixty days from the date of the injury, or such shorter period as may be 
prescribed by the Government in this behalf, an application for compensation 
to the District Magistrate having jurisdiction over such area.” 

So where there is an extraordinary situation caused by communal riot or some such 

thing, a person is entitled to claim damage. Who is the person so entitled? tis 

only the inhabitant of that area that is entitled to damage. It is then the necessity 

for the Explanation could be understood. When the point, namely the inhabitant 

of that particular area alone can claim compensation under Section I1 we will 

understand the necessity for the Explanation. If we do not include an absentee 
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landlord also within the definition.of the inhabitant, he will be left without any 
remedy, Say for instance, I am owning vast properties at Nagercoil and in 
a communal riot my big building was burnt down. Unless there is this Explana- 
tion, I cannot put in acomplaint. If you make the Explanation limited, merely 
because I am living away from Nagercoil, my building which was burnt down in 
a communal riot cannot be compensated. What I say ts, if this Explanation is not 
there, the person who owns property in a place where there is communal riot ani 
who is living abroad cannot ask for compensation. So then, if there is not that 
Explanation, there will be great hardship, great inequity. My submission is, with 
that Explanation many persons will be left without protection and remedy. The 
other apprehension that a person who is away is being hauled up for payment of 
damage, etc., can be remedied by applying other provisions. The apprehension that 
such a person may be subjected to fine, may be entertained. But there is ample 
provision to escape the rigour of penalty by recourse to sub-clause 2 (c). 

‘,. ..other than the applicant, who shall not have been exempted from lia~ 

bility to pay under the next succeeding sub-section,” 

So there is the discretion vested in the District Magistrate to exempt persons from 
coming under this “collective fine’. The District Magistrate will exercise his 
discretion in a prudent way, in an equitable way. When the owner who is living 
away is not responsible for destruction of other peoples property, such a person will 
be made immune from any liability whatsoever. Therefore, if any such apprehen- 
sion is entertained by my friends on the score of an absentee land owner being 
penalised, there is adequate remedy under sub-clause 2 (c). That being so, when 
all these matters are borne in mind, it will be clear that this Explanation to 
Section 11 is absolutely indispensable. : 

Sri. C. Kesavan: Sir, I oppose the amendment. My friend Mr. A. P. 
Udayabhanu has advanced reasons in opposing this amendment and I agree with 
those points. I think that will convince the House as to the need for throwing out 
the amendment. ‘ 

The amendment was put and lost.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 may be permitted to move all the amendments 
to this Clause. 
Mr. Speaker: Yes. . 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, | move my amendments :—- 

“In Clause 12, sub-clause (1) (c), omit the words ‘who shall not have been 
exempted from such liability to pay under sub-clause (2)’ and change the 
comma after ‘area’ into full stop. 

“In the same clause, omit sub-clause (2) 

“In the same clause, in sub-clause (3) insert ‘High Court’ for ‘Government’ 

“In the same clause, in sub-clause (4) omit the explanation.” . 

Under Section I1, it is the awarding of compensation to sufferers from the mis- 
conduct of the inhabitants. In the next clause it is the awarding of compensation 
for damage to public property. If public property has. been damaged, compen- 
sation is to be realised. For realising that Government have made analogous 
provisions as contained in clause 11, More or less all the sub-clauses are worded 
in the same way. There is not much to be said on the merits of the wording 
adopted in this clause and its sub-clauses. 1 will again draw the attention of the 
House to clause: 13 where provision is made to realise the compensation fixed by the 
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District Magistrate. He is an executive officer of Government and he is given the 
right to fix the damages. The amount so fixed are to be recoverable by suit in any 
comptent court or by distress and sale of the inovable property of the defaulter by the 
warrant of a Magistrate, in the manner provided under the Go-le of Criminal Procedure, 
Nowhere do we find a provision to contest or question these orders. It means 
that the District Magistrate as the executive officer of Government assesses damage 
and recovers it. According to the award of the executive officer Government 
realises damage. The tragedy of the situation is, no civil suit shall be maintainable 
in respect of any damage for which compensation has been awarded under this 
section, I have my own doubts in this matter. I am not a lawyer myself. My 
point is whether there is any remedy in the face of such explicit provisions. Are 
there not residuary powers in civil courts to counteract such procedure. Under 
the Constitution there are certain rights. Matlers can be taken before the highest 
court in the land. The hon. Minister was saying that with regard to certain 
matters. that could be referred to the High Cowt and a remedy obtained. But 
here is the summary procedure for Government to realise all moneys from the 
property of the defaulter wherever his land be. That being so, 1 do not propose to 
speak at length on the merits of my amendments. They are more or less on the 
lines advanced on Clause 11. At any rate, my submission is that what this Bill 
provides is a very dangerous weapon in the hands of the executive ousting the juris- 
diction of civil courts. It is the personal right of an individval that is being 
jeopardised by means of such provisions, This is an unreasonable encroachment 
on his rights. .The people of this country will be unnecessarily harassed by 
provisions of this kind. Hence I move my amendments. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: Sir, | oppose all the amendments moved by Mr. Nataraja 
Pillai. As was said by the hon’ble Member the same grcund is being covered by 
him, and so, there is no need for me to goover the same ground. I have already 
explained the matter on a previous amendment. The matter is self evident. 
Hence | oppose all the amendments. 

The amendments were put and lost. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, | move: 

“Delete clause 12 (4)” 
A similar amendment moved by me was voted down by the House. Here, this is 
a converse case. The question here is in respect of Government property. 
Compensation is to be paid to Government, Government is the aggrieved party, and 
Government is the prosecutor as well as judge. The compensation is awarded to 
Government by the District Magistrate in his executive Government and this is 
further subject to revision by Government. Therefore to some extent it can be 
accepted that Government are not really aggrieved. But the wording is such that 
no party who is even distantly connected with the property in relation to which 
damages have been awarded, can take a suit. That is the real grievance. The 
clause reads thus : 

“No civil suit shall be maintainable in respect of any damage for which 

compensation has been awarded under this section.” 
As | submitted earlier, in the case of Government property, the action is taken by 
the District Magistrate in his executive capacity and it is done in consultation with 
the Government, The complainant is the Government, the prosecutor is the 
Government and the judge is the Government. Therefore Government as such is 
not really aggrieved. But the wording is such that any person who is even distantly 
connected with the property, cannot take asuit, That is why I submit that this 
clause should go. Government can, in no circumstances, be an aggrieved party. 
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But on the other hand, a party who may be distantly connected in regard to the 
damage in relation to this property may have a grievance, and he must have the 
right of taking the appropriate praceedings. 
Sri. C. Kesavan: 1 oppose the amendment. 
The amendment was put and lost. 


_ Svi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: | move that in the same clause, in sub-clause (4), 
omit the explanation. I would request my hon. friend Mr. A, P. Udayabhanu 
to explain how this would be relevant. He was making an explanation for 
Clause || that inhabitant includes the claimant as well. In Clause 12 the claimant 
is the Government. Suppose the Public Offices in Karthigapally are burnt down 
on account of a riot and Mr. Udayabhanu sits here comfortably engrossed in the 
Assembly proceedings, for holding property in Karthigapally he will be responsible 
to the Government for the damages caused. That is the position. Does he want 
that ? 1 want an explanation from Mr. Udayabhanu. 

Sri. A. P, Udayabhanu: I think my friend accepts the explanation given 
by me for clause 11. That explanation is enough for this case also. 
Sri. C. Kesavan: | oppose this amendment on the same grounds as I did 
the amendment on clause II. 
The amendment was put and lost.

Mr. Speaker: You can move both the amendmenis. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the District Magistrate functions under the 
ordinary Criminal Procedure Code. Under section 144 of the Code, the District 
Magistrate has the right to make such prohibitions as are contemplated in this 
clause, Then why should another power be given to him under the Police Act to 
prohibit public speeches. { do not see the purpose of it. We do not find a similar 
provision in the Madras Act. In other parts of India the right to prohibit public 
meetings is exercised under section 144 of the Criminal Procedure Code. When 
the District Magistrate acts under that section it becomes a judicial order subject to 
all the incidents of a judicial order. When I say judicial order and executive order, 
I think my friends will note the implications of it, In an executive order, the 
executive authority's whims and fancies will have scope and prevail. The executive 
may be right or wrong in exercising that right. He may be ignorant too to a certain 
extent of the exact conditions as they are. But if it is a judicial order, there is 
scope for appeal, It may be justifiable in_ certain circumstances to prohibit public 
speeches in the interests of peace and order, but that should be exercised under the 
provisions of the Criminal Procedure Code and not under the Police Act, when it 
will be removed from the incidents of a judicial order. We are now living in an age 
which we call a democracy. Rule by democracy means the rule by the majority. 
Majority is secured by words and speeches. It is propaganda that counts. How 
to do propaganda, Sir, without speeches? Itisa rule of numbers now. In a rule 
of numbers, it is necessary to get the allegiance of a large number of persons toa 
particular ideal. How to get that allegiance—either by the platform or the Press. 
And therefore if the right of speech is to be restricted and subjected to the whims 
and fancies of the executive, then, Sir, it will be undermining the foundations of 
democracy. We have the Criminal Procedure Code to curtail and control irres- 
ponsible methods of using the public platform. That illegitimate right can be 
curtailed under a lawful law. This provision J would call a lawless law.

(5) Every adult labourer should be given a ration of 45 nali rice per month 
(besides other cereals) and the members of his family should be given ordinary 
tation. He should also be, sold at the controlled rates at least 20 yards 
for clothing. ; 

(6) 25 per cent of the net profits-of each estate should he set apart every 
year for meeting the material living conditions of the labourers. 

(7) There should be made available in every estate an office room for the 
use of the works committees of every estate or branch. 

¢ usual procedure wher memoranda are submitted is for the union 
representatives to directly discuss with the management on the matters raised in the 
memoranda, If such negotiations fail, the Conciliation Staff of the Department of 
Labour mediate in the dispute. In this instance, itis not known that any direct 
discussions between the management and the union representatives took place. The 
Labour Commissioner held separate discussions with the representatives of the 
managements and the union representatives. A joint conference was held by him 
on 27th August 1951, in which the representatives of the four estates, the Secretary 
of the Association of Planters of Travancore and the President of the Union 
participated. It was revealed at the Conference that the main demand of the Union 
related to the increase in wages. The managements refused to increase wages since 
the wages in all the tea estates were settled on an industry-wide basis. Government 
have asked thé minimum wages committee to declare interim wage rates for the 
labour in these estates.

MONAZITE FACTORY 


5. [4] Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillaiz Will the hon. Minister for Indus~ 
tries be pleased to state how long is it the monazite factory at Colachel has been 
closed down; whether there is any prospect of that factory resuming work; and if 
so, when? . 
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Answer 


There were two Monazite factories at Manavalakurichi near Colachel, one be- 
longing to the Travancore Minerals Company and the other to Messrs Hopkin-& 
Williams Ltd. Both the factories were closed in 1948. The Travancore Minerals 
Company has since been purchased by the Government, and Government are re- 
modelling their monazite factory at Manavalakurichi so that work may be resumed 
soon. Government have no information when the factory of Messrs Hopkin & 
Williams Ltd. will be re-opened. 


Point of Order re. Sry. Thankamma N. Menon 


Sri. P. Nanoo: Sir, ona point of order, I understand from the Members 
of the Houée that a Jady who was recently elected as Member of this House has not 
been sworn in.

She isto occupy aseat for,the purpose of being 
sworn in aud for that purpose alone. : 


With regard to the other question raised, it is a matler that would arise before 
she is sworn in. The objection, if any, will be considered then. 


Sri. P. Nanoo: May | know whether she has sent up a lettar of resignation” 
to the Speaker? 


Mr. Speaker: [ have already ruled that all objections will be considered be- 
fore she is sworn in. 


Motions of No-Confidence against Government 


Mr. Speaker: Notice have been received of two motions of no-confidence 
and they have been printed and circulated among the hon, Members. The first in 
the order of priority stands in the name of Mr. Gnanasigamoni. I am afraid the 
motion of Mr. Gnanasigamony js out of order. The motion is sent in under Rule 30 
of the Legislative Assembly Rules. According to that rule; ‘‘A motion expressing 
want of confidence in the Council of Ministers may be made", etc. According to 
the wording ‘used ‘by. Mr. Gnanasigamoni, this is net a motion expressing want of 
confidence in the Council of Ministers. I would Hke to hear the Advocate~General 
on the point to see whether the motion is in order or not. 


Advocate-General (Syi, Taikad N. Subramania Aiyar): Sir, under rule 
30 of the Legislative Assembly ‘Rules, a motion expressing wsnt of confidence in the 
Council of Ministers may be made subject to the following restrictions;-namely,— 
(a) leave to make the motion must be asked for after questions and before the list of 
business for the day is entered upon”; etc. Under the Constitution, the Govern- 
ment as such takes in the Legislature no doubt, but the words are not interchangeable, 
and the concept “Legislative Assembly” is not the same thing as Government. 


_ P might, Sir, in this connection “invite the attention of the hon. Members to 
Article 163 (1) of the Constitution. “It says: “There shall be a Council of Ministers 
with the Chief Minister at the head to-aid and advice the Governor in the exercise 
of his functions, except in so far as he is by or under this Constitution requtred_to 
exercise his functions or any of them in his discretion.” Article 154 (1) says: “The 
executive power of the State shall be vested in the Governor and shall be exercised 
by him either directly or through officers subordinate to him in accordance with this 
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Constitution.” It will also be seen from Article 164 (2) that “The Council of 


Ministers shall be collectively responsible to the Legislative Assembly of the 
tate. 


I might also submit, Sir, that in the matter of exercising legislative authority 
independent of the Assembly, the Rajpramukh has also powers which are distinct 
from those exercised by the Assembly. It is only the Council of Ministers who are 
really responsible to this Assembly and in so far as Government is something that is 
legally distinct from the Assembly, the motion of no-confidenee against “the Govern- 
ment” obviously includes the legislative authority of the Government, the executive 
officers and everybody else—the whole block of authority in the State: executive, 
legislature and judicial—The term “Government” takes in all these three branches 
of administration. [It is perfectly open to this hon. House to call in question the 
acts of the Ministers and also to table a motion of no-confidence in the “Council of 
Ministers”. A motion of want of confidence in “the Government’’ which is a larger 
idea or a larger concept, in my humble view, is not permissible in the scheme of the 
Constitution and particularly under Rule 30 of the Assembly Rules. ; 

Sri. A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: Are we to understand that the present 
Ministers of a democratic country like this do not constitute Government? 


Sri. Taikad N. Subramanya Aiyar: The Ministers may be part of the 
Government, but they are not the whole Government. This exact question arose 
in @ case which was reported in 1947 Federal Court in which it was held that the 
Council of Ministers is not part of the Government, because the question that arose 
im that case was as to whether the bringing into hatred or contempt of the Ministers, 
will ‘be bringing into hatred and contempt of the Government for the time being. 
The Federal Court héld that the Ministers under the Government of India Act 1935 
read with the Act of 1947 will not be Government. The matter went up to the. 
Privy Council in 1948, and the Privy Council held that the Ministers were also part, 
of the Government. The idea is, when you say want of confidence in the Govern- 
ment, you are passing a vote of censure, as it were, on the Ministers, and the motion 
may be defeated, but the question is, what exactly is the scope of that motion. The 
motion is not limited to those entities over whom the Legislature exercises authentic 
control but takes in other persons and other authorities who are not really subject 
to. the disciplinary jurisdiction of this Assembly. That to my mind is not permis- 
sible, because, after all, Government is a larger organisation or a larger body than 
the Council of Ministers. It is only the Council of Ministers who are responsible to 
this House. Their acts are subjéct no doubt to the scrutiny of this Assembly but 
when you say “Government” which has got so many branches and so many acts 
which are not limited merely to the exercise of legislative authority, you are doing 
something that is beyond the competence, if I may say so with very great respect, of 
this Assembly, 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: The learned Advocate-General is trymg to mak a 
nice distinction between the Government and the Council of Ministers which des- 
tinction does not exist as a fact so far as this matter is concerned... I would like ito 
bring to the notice of the House that these worls “Government” and “Council of 
Ministers” ‘are interchangeeble as is evident from thé ‘tules themselves. So far as 
the motion of no-confidence is concerned, it is governed by other considerations than 
that put forward by the learned Advocate-General, For your kind attention, I would 
read Rule 21: “‘In matters which are or have been the subject of controversy bet- 
ween the Government of Indian Union and the Government of the State, no question 
shall be.asked except as to matters of fact, and the answer shall be confined to a 
statement of facts.” So, according to this rule, as interpreted by the learned 
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{Sri, D. Guanasigamoni] 


Advocate-General, you can only ask questions in respect of matters for which the 
Council of Ministers are alone responsible. 


Again, Sir, under Rule 22, under item (9), it is said: “It shall not refer to any 
matter which is under adjudication by a court of law or which is not primarily the 
concern of the State Government.” So, it does not say, “Council of Ministers,” 
The learned Advocate-General may discover that it has a particular meaning. He 
has_carefully avoided a direct reference to this question with the practice obtaining 
in England. In the larger sense, it can convey only that meaning and nothing else, 
and the words “Government” and “Council of Miaisters” are interchangeable. This 
is the form in which censure motions are moved in England. That is my submis: 
sion. 


My. Speaker: Regarding this matter, the primary thing that we have to look 
into, is the the rule itself. Therule says: “A motion expressing want of confidence in 
the Council of Mimisters,” may be made. Now, there is no motion expressing want 
of confidence in the Council of Ministers. The wording contained in this rule ig 
supported by the general arguments supplied by the learned Advocate-General, | 
have gone through the relevent articles ot the Constitution mentioned by the learned 
Advocate-General, and there are other arguments also in support of the position. 
That is, wecan contemplate a state of affairs in which a Government can be run 
under the Constitution without a Council of Ministeas. Under the emergency 
powers contained therein, the Rajpramukh can take over the Government and run it 
himself without the help of the Council of Ministers. So much soa situation can 
arise when there can be a Government without a Council of Ministers. Therefore, 
we have to take it that the wording contained in this rule is very guarded and it is 
supported by the general arguments that have been put forth by the learned Advocate- 
General. Considering all these aspects, 1 do not agree with the arguments advanced 
by Mr. Gnanasigamoni that the ‘‘Government” and the “Council of Ministers” are 
words interchangeable. I rule this motion out of order, and I do not call upon the 
hon. Member to ask for leave for the introduction of this motion. 

Sahib Bahadur A. Abdul Razaak: Sir, ona point of information. May ! 
know whether there is any provision in the Constitution to remove, or to express 
want of confidence in, the Advisory regime headed by the Rajpramukh or the Gov- 
ernor as the case may be? 


Mr. Speaker: So far as I know, there is no provision like that. ’

The Travancore-Cochin Police Bill-~(cont.) 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 was submitting yesterday that Clause 25 of 
the Bill is one which will affect the civil liberty of the citizens. Therefore, it is 
unnecessary and unwanted. In this connexion, I have only to say a word more. 
Under the form of Government in which we are now living, we must remember 
that citizens have a greater right than they had under former regimes. Unless the 
Government is prepared to realise the full implications of democracy and its form 
of Government and recognise liberty of speech and liberty of action as sacred, no 
useful result will ensue from this form of Government. The two things are inter- 
voven in such a way as to form the basic conception of democracy and that form of 
Government. With these rights alone can such a form of Government be of use to 
the people. But under the wording in Section 25 the executive officer has a 
discretion to restrict both. Whenever he thinks necessary, he can prohibit the 
exercise of the basic right of the citizen which he is freedom of speech. The 
executive officers’ opinion that it will not be in the interest of the country to allow a 
particular man to have his say in public is enough to enable him to prohibit that 
man from uttering a word in public. That is an infringement of a very important 
part of an individual’s right. Restrictions on the exercise of individual rights must 
be in consonance with the fundamental rights that are guaranteed to the people at 
large. Every citizen must have the liberty to exercise his right of free speech which 
is inherent in him. What I therefore plead is no right should be vested in an 
executive officer of Government to be exercised in the manner he likes to restrict 
the right of the individual. Tam prepared to concede that occasions may arise 
when the right of free speech will have to be curtailed when there are legitimate 
grounds as to inflame religious animosity or hostility between different classes, or to 
incite the commission of an offence, a disturbance of the public peace, or resistance 
to law or lawful authority. If these consequence ate expected to follow out of a 
public speech then in the interest of the country or society at large, the right of 
freedom can be curtailed. Power may be granted to the District M-gistrate to do 
so. As it is under the Criminal Procedure Code that is in force, the District Magis- 
trate can exercise his authority to curtail the liberty of free speech of a citizen under 
certain conditions. What more does the Government want. That is my question. 
I cannot reasonably understand why Government cannot be contented with the 
powers that are vested in the District Magistrate to prohibit a man from indulging in 
activities which will endanger the life or property of individuals or cause disturbance 
to public order and peace. The wording is found in the Code itself. I ask, why 
should additional powers be drafted on to the executive officer and that too without 
any review by a judicial authority. 1 may goto the extent of saying that that 
executive officer may take such action as to endanger peace in the land in the same 
way as the imdividual may think his speech will be in the interest of the people of 
the land. So there is room for clash of interests. So it is better to leave the matter 
to be adjudicated by a judicial officer. Whenever the exercise of a right is to be 
curtailed, provisions of the Criminal Procedure Code afford ample scope. There 
is also appeal to the higher authority in that matter, Therefore, what 1 submit is 
that the clause may be deleted. : 
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(i) may be of a nature to outrage mortality or decency; or 


(ii) are likely, in the opinion of the magistrate, to inflame religious animosity 
or hestility between different classes, or incite to the commission of an offence, to a 
disturbance of the public peace, or to resistance to law or lawful authority”. 
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“13 (1) All laws in force in the territory of India immediately before the 
commencement of this Constitution in so far as they are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Part, shall, to the extent of such inconsistency, be void. 

(2) The State shall not make any law which takes away or abridges the 
rights conferred by this Part and any law made in contravention of this clause 
shall, to the extent of the contravention, be void”’.

Members who oppose this 
amendment may say that even if there is a section like this in the Bill the Govern- 
ment are not after all going to make use of this section, but that argument cannot 
prevail under the present circumstances.

Member that the executive will 
not be bringing in that argument? 

Sri. N. D. Jose: Even then, I will finish with the statement that in demo- 
cracy Governments are changing, another ministry may come in and another 
Government may come in and that Government may take it into its head to see that 
normal and legitimate activities are proscribed in the State ostensibly on the ground 
that it leads to hostilities between the various classes of persons, or hostilities 
between religious groups. Therefore, Sir, I argue and plead that the Government 
sheuld be satisfied with the powers that they already have under the Criminal 
Procedure Code and under the Indian Penal Code. As it has been pointed out, 
there are already sufficient powers for a democratic government in this country to 
keep peace, law and order in the State, without resorting to any special provisions in 
such a special Act as the Police Bill.

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: Sir, as [have pointed out, this clause envisages 
acts which are of anature to outrage morality or decency. The hon. Members 
who have been moving for the deletion of the entire clause I hope, will not contend 
that the right to outrage morality or decency is fundamental, sacred and inviolable and 
as such there should be no check by way of enactments to-prevent such outrages. 
So also, Sir, if there is an attempt to revive the old Shertallai Puram or something 
like that, “should we not take steps to prevent such acts which are indecent or im- 
moral or should we sit idle and after the event register cases to be proceeded under 
the ordinary law? One hon. Member was really shocked at the provision which 
prohibits the use of gestures. Are we not sufficiently aware that there are gestures 
which aye so indecent and vulgar as to warrant steps to prevent them wherever they 
can be prevented? 


Sri, N. D. Jose: What has the hon. Member to say about the previsions 
in the Criminal Procedure Code? 


My. Speaker: Order, order. 


Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: I am coming to that, Here these provisions are 
meant to prevent certain acts which are calculated to outrage morality and certain 
other acts which are likely to create communal disturbances and disturbance of ° 
public peace or resistence to law etc. 


Hon, Member Sri. Gopalakrishna Menon was saying that this provision may 
he perverted in euch a way as to prevent the normal working of Trade Unions, 
Since these Trade Unions in a way envisage class struggle between the employer 
and the employee, it is apprehended that this provision could be applied in such a way 
as to prevent the normal working of Trade Unions. But such an apprehension can- 
not be warranted by the state of affairs obtaining in this State. This State can be 
proud of very many well-organised and powerful Trade Unions. We have got 
legislations which have accepted the Trade Union Movement as a lawful and 
desivable activity. ‘The argument advanced by my hon, Friend is only to 
misguide the people. But here the Trade Union Movement is fostered and 
encouraged by the State. 


My hon. Friend Mr. A. K, Patchu Pillai was saying that this provision is 
‘offending the fundamental right granted by Art. 19 of the Constitution. But th: 
Article guarantees seven freedoms which are: freedom of speech and expression, 
freedom to assemble peaceably and without arms; freedom to form assqciations of 
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unions, freedom to move freely throughout the territory of India, freédoth to ‘reside 

and settle in any part of the territory of India, freedom to acquire, hold and dispose 

of property, and freedom to practise any profession, or to carryon any occupation, . 

trade or business. It is true that these are our fundamental rights. But does the 

Constitution guarantee these freedoms without putting any limit on those freedoms? 

Tt does not. Article 19 (2) says— . 
“Nothing in sub-clause (a) of clause (1) shall affect the operation of any existing 
law in so far as it relates to, or prevent the State from making any Jaw relating 
to, libel, slander, defamation, contempt of court or any matter which offends 
against decency or morality or which undermines the security of or tends to 

“overthrow, the State.” 


So, the freedom that was guaranteed under the Constitution has been circumscribed 


by sub-clause 2 of Article. 19. 


Sri. P.S. Nataeraja Pillai: Sir, ] would like the hon. Member to explain 
as he has explained Article 19, whether Clause 25 is wider in scope or identcally the 
same as sub-clause (2) of Article 19. 


_ Sri. AVP. Udayabhanu: It is not wider. It only comes within the limitat- 
ions envisaged under the Constitution. It is not only in this State but in every other 
State that certain limitations have been placed on the freedoms that have been 
guaranteed by. the Constitution. In America, when amendments were introduced 
mcorporating the Fundamental Rights, unlimited freedom was given under those 
amendments. But later on, the State in actual working found that such unlimited 
freedom cannot be. given in the interests of the general good of the community, So 
the-Supreme Court in interpreting the law brought in the theory of ‘Police Powers’ 
inthe State. That theory was expounded by the Supreme Court and they said that 
the freedom granted by the ten amendments could not be as wide as was sought to 
be’ made by certain people. “The political power of the State had to curtail the 
freedom granted by the ten amendments incorporated in 1791. Even in Britain it 
is not an unrestrained freedom that is guaranteed. There also a reasonable re- 
straint on the freedom of individuals has been imposed for the general good of 
the community. 


Sry. Annie Mascarene: Question, 


Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: I have no first-hand information about Britain and 
it may be that the hon. Member i is better informed. But, as I understand, it has 
been acknowledged. on all hands that “absolutely unrestricted freedom, cannot exist 
in amodern State." The State cannot always sit idle when an act of offence against 
Society is committed. In certain circumstances, they will have to prevent offences 
being committed against social codes and morals. So my humble submission is that 
there is nothing outrageous in the provisions that are before this House. 


Mr. A. K, Patchu Pillai was saying that this provision is something analogous 
to sedition. But this is far, far from sedition. Then the question is whether “this 
provision will be misused by the State. Will not this be used unnecessarily arid thus 
curtail the freedom of the individual? If we look around and see what is happening 
in the State, if we will scan the speeches that are being made from hundreds of plat-’ 
forms all over the State, if we read many of the newspapers of the State, | don't 
think that anybody will condemn. the Government or the Congress Party by saying 
that they have gone out of their way to curtail the freedom ‘of the people. . There 
have been the most vulgar, vituperative and scurrilous attacks against the party in 
power and no proceedings have been taken in pursuance of them. 1 wonder whether 
such a state of affairs will be tolerated in any other part of the civilized world. 
Anyhow, I am glad to hear Mr. Gopalakrishna Menon arguing for civil liberty, It 
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will be a fine day when hon, Member Mr. Gopalakrishna Menon and men of 
his way of thinking “accept unrestricted freedom. If they are at the helm of affairs 
of this State, will they allow people the legitimate exercise of their fundamental 
rights that have been granted to us by the Constitution? Will they be sitting idle 
when the party in power is subjected to the same attacks as they do today? But, 
now, if we look around and see how the provisions have been applied in the State, 
it can be seen that it has been applied very sparingly and even the untruthful state- 
ments and attacks and vituperative speeches have been tolerated. Such untruthful 
statements have been repeated ad nauseum. Lies calculated to corrupt the public 
mind have been allowed to go unchallenged and unrestrained. That is what this 
Government have been doing hitherto and to say that the Government is going to 
misuse the provisions of clause 25 is far from true and is not bona fide. Those 
hon. Members who occupy the opposition benches today have had their chance of 
occupying the Treasury Benches and they never dreamt then of taking awey this 
obnoxious provision from the Police Act. Nor did they keep the same as a dead 
letter. Those hon. Members if they come into power will use this provision not 
perhaps as sparingly and with the same reluctance as the Congress does today. 
Therefore, my submission is that there ig nothing immoral in accepting Clause 25. 


Sir, I want to stress another point. If my memory is correct, I believe that 
there is an analogouszprovision in the Madras Police Act. We thought it better to 
give this power to the District Magistrate instead of to the I. G. of Police as in 
Madras. In that respect we have gone a step further than the Madras Act. The 
power is vested in the District Magistrate who is a quasi-judicial officer. Therefore, 
1 submit that this amendment cannot be accepted. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: The only question for us to consider is whethet 
this clause comes within the ambit of the Constitution. My learned friend Mr 
Udayabhanu referred to Article 19(2) of the Constitution and said that it comes 
within the scope of that Article, Without wasting much of the time of the House 
I would draw the attention of the hon. Members to a passage commenting on 
Article 19 (2) of the Constitution from a comneentary on the Constitution by Agar- 
wala and Aiyar. This is the passage on page 36. 


“The power of a State to abridge freedom of speech and of assembly is the” 
exeception rather than the rule, and the penalizing even of utterances of a 
defined character must find its justification in a reasonable apprehension of 
dangers to organised Government. The judgment of the Legislature is not un- 
fettered. The limitation upon individual liberty must have appropriate relation 
to the safety of the State. Legislation which goes beyond this need violates 
the principle of the Constitution.” 


___ The real question therefore is whether this provision now under discussion is 
in conformity with Article 19 (2) of the Constitution or whether it is wider in scope 
and character. These powers are meant to be applied to extreme and exceptional 
cases. Here in this clause, the basis itself is wrong. 


This clause, in fact, goes counter to the very article 19, sub-clause 2. It ought. 
to be an exception rather than the rule. It is a sweeping provision wider in scope 
than the cases contemplated by Article 19 (2). The reason advanced by Mr. 
Udayabhanu in support of the provision relying on the Constitution cannot be 
supported. These powers will be necessary to the extent that they come under the 
Constitution. Otherwise these powers will be even ultra vires of the constitution. 
With these words I support the amendment. : 
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Sry. Annie Mascarene : Mr. Speaker Sir, at the outset | must’ congratulate 
the hon. member Mr. Patchu Pillai for introducing this amendment with the 
dexterity of a lawyer. We have come to an age when the evolution of legislation, 
instead of progressing is now retrogressing at the hands of the Congress Govern- . 
ment. . Section 144 of the Criminal Procedure Code will function evén hereafter 
and that will prevent any illegal actions which this Section is meant to prevent. But 
there is one distinction. This Section will be vesting the executive authority of the 
State with the legal powers which strangulate democracy. Democracy is Govern- 
ment by the people and many people have gone through suffering to bring into 
power the Government of the people by the people for the people. The Section 
reads: ‘The District Magistrate may also, whenever and for such time as he may 
consider necessary, by notification, publicly promulgated or addressed to individuals, 
prohibit the delivery of public harangues, etc, etc.......". There is no definition 
‘of these acts in the preamble, I mean gestures or mimetic representations, and the 
preparation, etc. What are they? Will the authorities concerned give a demon- 
stration of these? Is there a lega! definition for these terms? Sir, this is 
inaugurating a Police State here investing the State with fascist authority. Nothing 
less than that. Does it satisfy the general theories of legislation’? Isit in conson- 
ance with justice? Is not this Section a repudiation of justice? After all what is 
justice > Doesits definition vary from democracy to democracy? There are 
fundamental theories of legislation which this Section repudiates. Justice and 
equity, the definitions of these may vary with the parties, to justify its existence. 
Sometimes it suits the purpose of that party to promulgate laws in order to veto the 
opposite party. What is democracy, | ask? Democracy is deteriorating in the 
hands of the Congress Government. Sir, justice, if it is repudiated at every stage, 
how are we going to legislate in future for the happiness of many people? Justice 
in its final sense is nothing but equity which will bring happiness to many 
people. Is this going to bring happiness to all the people? Sir, there 
was a time when we, the State Congress people, attacked Sir C. P. for 
it was promulgated at that time. I remember myself to be one of the 
members of the State Congress said to be indulging in very strong language against 
Sir C. P. that our speeches against the Government were said to be immoral and 
indecent. We have sacrificed much for bringing the Congress into power. Now 
we turn against those who are said to be indulging in indecent and immoral langu- 
age against us. The liberty of England is an example. What is the liberty they 
have in England? They have the right to criticise legitimately. But that _legiti- 
macy cannot be strained. As days advance we see legislation after legislation 
brought into this House and imposed on us by the brute majority of the party in 
power. We have got to remember that the final sanction of these legislations 
depends on the people at large, for when this legislation sees the light it may 
happen that it cannot command obedience by masses. That legislation 
which cannot command obedience is no legislation, and that law should be vetoed. 
Such is the kind of legislation which the Congress Government brings to maintain 

_ the so-called peaceand order. Subsequently another party may come into power 
and overthrow this and bring their own legislation. Thisis a surprise to me, Sir, 
because the Leader of this House, who once against my convictions called himself 
Karl Marx, the ‘Bhagavan’ today brings forth or at least authorises the legislation 
of this Section 25. Justice and ideas of democracy seem to vary with the seats. 
Sir, afterall, power corrupts, and absolute power corfupts absolulely. That has 
been the truth through out ages of legislation. ; . 


Sir, is this Section meant to prohibit any violent speech? I want to say that 
morality and justice vary with parties. This party has not got the moral backbone

to exist. Hence it leans on the Police and invests it with powers to support it. 
I think no legal, moral and just Government requires such promulgation of law. 


The general theory of law is defined inthe latest book on the philosophy of 
law by Mr, Kelson. He says “legislation consisting of terms which varies with 
parties is the characteristic of advancing era.” That he admits. But he says “it 
should not repudiate justice’. The concept of law here may correspond to a 
specific ideal of justice. There is no scientific reason why the concept of law should 
be defiried so as to exclude the Jaw, namely liberalism. He goes on further to say 
‘A certain social order has been the characteristic of law,. ........ Similarly, 
the object of legislation is that all men may find their happiness there. Do we, in 
this Section provide for that? I can understand if the Section had been included 
in the Criminal Procedure Code, because in judicial proceedings we have got the 
right to appeal. But to invest the executive authority with such powers is danger- 
ous. If the District Magistrate happens to have some vengeance towards a person 
and if that person happens to make any public speech the Magistrate can say that it 
was immoral and indecent. When such a section is under legislation have we the 
privilege to appeal? But it has come tothis “you aYe not to question why, you 
are to do and die’. That is what this section imposes onus. [ am really sorry 
for those whom I thought had moderation and discretion in framing this law and for 
those who have advised to promulgate this Section. This Section, I can tell you 
even now, is going to command disobedience more than obedience and this 
Government is responsible for creating the circumstances. Such a Government is 
not fit to be in office. o ve 


With these words, Sir, I want to support Mr. A. K. Pachu Pillai and to tell 
the Government that the passing of this law is detrimental not only to democracy 
but to the dignity of the Legislature. If this Section is not wholely deleted from 
this piece of legislation, let me tell you sincerely that you are courting trouble. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan ‘Tampi: Normally | would ‘not have spoken. This 
is an old clause which had remained in the Statute book forall these forty years 
and | believe Mr. Patchu Pillai might be smiling over the flood of oratory that he 
was instrumental for m releasing on the floor of this House. Now, Sir, let us look into 
the clause how it affects the human happiness and the large numbers of the 
Republic who are going to be affected by clause 25 of the Police Act, because the 
District Magistrate prohibits the delivery of public harangues, the use of gestures 
or mimetic representations, and the preparation, exhibition or dissemination of 
pictures, symbols, placards or any other object or thig, which may be of a nature to 
outrage morality or decency, or are likely to inflame religious animosity or hostility 
between different classes etc. I seriously ask whether any one individual 
of the State’is going to be worse. Of course, I know that the happiness of the 
many would be affected. The feeling of happiness of the many will be affected, only 
of those who want to indulge in indecent shows in hostility tothe State. To them 
I say, this has been advisedly put in like that. It is in order to avoid, if possible to 
prevent, the growth of certain tendencies or certain movements in the State which 
are generally against law and order, As everybody knows there are in India today 
cerfairi movements which take their inspiration not from any political party in India 
‘or elsewhere, but are intended to create rift and to strike at law and order. India to 
day is ina position to combat it strongly and squarely. There is no mincing of words. 
Even on the eve of a general election, the party to which I belong has made it clear 
that they are not going to be swayed from the path of justice by the loud criticism 
that this Bill tends to go against the happiness or ‘the well-being of the many. 
This party knows what are the essential needs of the State. This party has studied 
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the Constitution and it is the pride of this party that they are doing. everything 
consistent with the Constitution. I put it-to the hon. members who supported 
the amendment whether they like certain obscene exhibitions. On the roadside 
there are most challenging things which provoke even a man of more than 50 or 
60. The moral sense of the younger generation is spoiled by the gestures. I am 
inclined to the view that— 

Sry. Annie Mascarane: Have not the State Congress people taught the 
younger generation ‘Inquilab Zindabad’ > 


; Sri. P. Balakvishnan Tampi: 1 am inclined to share the views of mY 
hon’ble friend. Certainly we have to confess it. Ata time when the issues wert 
not clear we might have gone wrong. But later experience has shown that in 
certain things we have gone wrong and that we should not encourage such things. 
Members of that, party do not claim to be omniscient, They might have made 
mistakes ; they might have encouraged certain things. Therefore, we are not to blush 
over these, We do not think that we are going to be condemned for infringing the 
provisions of the Indian Constitution when we really re-enact clause 25 which had 
been in the Statute from the year 1095. 

_ With these words, and also thanking the hon. Members for the ebullition 
evinced—if this is a fair indication of the things that are to come within a few 
months~-I am- hoping that the public of Tyayancore-Cochin will have a_ lively 
time before them. | amitted to mention one thing. A question was raised whether 
this clause is in accordance with the Constitution. After all, assertion and negation 
will not clarify matters. I suggest that the Advacate-General may be asked to 
express his views whether it m any manner infringes the provisions of the 
Constitution,

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Mr. Speaker: Has the hon Chief Minister to say anything on the matter? 
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Sry. Annie Mascarene: Will the Chief Minster please understand that 
my point of view is the same as Mr. Patchu Pillai’s? 
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Mr. Speaker: No. comment on that matter is allowed. 
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Syi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai oe Sir, before the clause is put to vote, I have to 
bring before the notice of the Chair to permit me to move my amendment Nos. 38 
and 39. Jf this clause is put to vote, I may not be entitled to move them. 


My. Speaker : If they have not been moved, the amendments may be moved 
now. 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Then I was asked to move amendment No. 40 


Now I move the following:— 
“In clause 25, para (ii) be omitted and the following inserted: 
“(ii) are likely to inflame religious animosity or to incite to the commission 
of an offence or to affect the interests of the security of State.” 
“In the same clause, insert the following as sub-clause (2) 
“Every order passed by the District Magistrate under sub-section (1) of this 
section shall be subject to an appeal to the High Court by any one interested,” 
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[Sri, P. S, Nataraja Pillai] 

Sir, the Chief Minister was arguing on the basis that after all, discussion in the 
legislature is a matter of party propaganda. At any rate, the sum and substance of 
his speech was to thot effect. His answers to various questions put from this side 
of the House shows that he was attempting to do party propaganda. That much is 
clarified in this debate. 


Svi. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: What else is it then? 


Sci. P. S. Nataraja Pillai : With all humility I beg to submit that at least a 
few of us view differently on this question. 


Sri. C. Kesavan: | do not object to that. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: We look to the legislative work as a duty cast 
upon all the members elected to this House under the Constitution. To the extent 
of our limited capacity we look upon it as a piece of work which we must do 
according to the accepted cannons of legislation.; Now, Sir, we are re-enacting bills 
in which Article 25 comes in. That is how understand the matter. I ask, will 
it not come under the category of laws which the States are entitled to make under 
clause 19 (2) of the Constitution. Article 19 (2) reads; 


“Nothing in sub-clause (a) of clause (1) shall effect the operation of any 
existing law, or prevent the State from making any law, in so far as such 
law imposes reasonable restrictions on the exercise of the right conferred by 
the said sub-clause in the interests of the security of the State, friendly relations 
with foreign States, public order, decency, or morality or in relation to con- 
tempt of court, defamation or incitement to an offence.” 


This is the amended section. But clause 25 which this State is now enacting 
restricts the right conferred on a person according to Section 19 of the Constitution. 

+ affects our fundamental right. In amending our law, we must be guided by the 
provisions contained in Art. 19 of the Constitution. No doubt the State has a 
right to make laws relating to libel, slander, defamation, contempt of court of any 
matter which offends against decency or moyrality or which undermines the security 
of, or tends to overthrow, the State. The limits of the field of legislation for the 
State is fixed by that Article. We must frame laws within that limit. If that be 
so, what do we find in clause 25 as it is before the House. Itrelates to incite- 


When my hon. Friend Mr. Udayabhanu was expatiating on clause 25, 
T asked him whether it is in consonance with Article 19 as laid down in the Consti- 
tution. I seriously ask him whether clause 25 of the bill before us hits or fits in 
with Article 19, I specifically put the question whether in Article 19, the wording 
resistance to law or lawful authority is contemplated asa matter for restriction. 
According to my understanding, it cannot come in atall, 


__ The Chief Minister was saying that clause 25 has been in existence, is in 
existence and is going to be im existence, What is going to be in existence is the 
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matter for discussion here now. There is no meaning in discussing what is or was 
in existence. Such a thing could be in existence by taking the form of an 
ordinance. There, Government has some authority. If it is to be according to 
the wishes of the people it will have to be subjected to the vote of this 
House, 


The next question is, whether the Government has a necessity to re-enact this 
provision, When we are re-enacting a law, the point for consideration is— 


Sri. C. Kesavan: Am I to take it thatthe hon. Member is referring to 
the Art. 19 as amended ? 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. 


Sri. C. Kesavan: May I know whether the maintenance of publice order is 
mentioned therein ? 

Sri. P. S. Nataraje Pillai: 1 am dealing with the point, resistance to law 
or lawful authority. Yet for the information of the House [ will read the amended 
Art. 19 (2) of the Constitution. 


“Nothing in sub-clause (a) of clause (1) shall affect the operation of any 
existing law, or prevent the State from making any law, in so far as such 
law imposes reasonable restrictions on the exercise of the right conferred 
by the said sub-clause in the inrerests of the security of the State, friendly 
relations with foreign States, public order, decency or morality or in relation 
to contempt of court, defamation or incitement to an offence.” 


My hon, friend will see that public order is there. How resistance to law or 
lawful authority is made a penal offence. Is resistance a penal offence. Is protest 
a resistance. Has the phrase resistance to law been judicially interpreted? That 
is what I am at for the present. The hon. Chief Minister was saying that this 
clause 25 is an old law and is in existence today and so on. According to me, there 
is no necessity to discuss that point now. 


Sri. C. Kesavan: ]. never meant it. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: So then I am at the point relating to resistance 
to law or lawful authority. I feel that legitimately I have a duty to discharge as 
a member of the legislature. In doing a duty one should feel the responsibility 
attaching to it. We are now re-enacting certain provisions; but that they must fit 
in with certain others which have come into existence, By that fact, I think 
that clause 25 of the bill militates against the freedom of expression that is sought 
to be guaranteed under Art. 19 of the Constitution. According to that Article, 
a State has certain rights to impose certain restrictions. Therefore the clause 
we frame now must fit in with the amended Art. 19 of the Indian Constitution. For 
me the difficulty is with regard to the wording resistance to law or lawful authority. 
That is a new set of wording of an offence introduced in the bill. 1 do not know 
whether there are judicial interpretations regarding that. If there is any, I shall be 

‘ glad to know about it. I earnestly plead that since the clause as it is wide and has 
an inexact phraseology it should be changed. Even protest may be construed as 
resistance to law or lawful authority. I am afraid that protest will come within its 
ambit. For example the tenants under Sri Pandaravaga Jands has to make their 
payments in kind according to the law obtaining in the matter. Some resistance is 
offered to it. There are obvious grounds for so doing. Suppose there is a genuine 
grievance for a tenant to ventilate. Should he not agitate it. Should there not be | 
scope to make the authorities realise the depth of feeling of a tenant and to ask for 
justice. Is this law meant to prohibit even a whisper on the part of the aggrieved. 
If, on the ground that « protest is resistance to law, a District Magistrate prohibits 
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(Sri, P, S, Nataraja Pillsi] ; 

a meeting, how can democracy function? Isitdemocracy then? Sir, my friend, 
the hon, Chief Minister was rather at some length speaking on the responsi- 
bilities and the rights that we get by our independence. In that 1 am at one with 
him. Sir, it is a truth that very often the emphasis is on the rights, and responsi- 
bilities are very often forgotten. My complaint is I will put it that way—my com- 
plaint against the official benches is, that they are very often after their rights and 
not after their responsibilities. Thatis the genuine grievance we feel if they have 
the right to maintain peace and order there is the converse right on the part of the 
citizen to express his genuine grievances, Itis the responsibility of the official 
benches to recognise this right, as it is of the citizen to recognise the right of the 
executive to maintain peace and order. This is often ignored. Opportunity 
must be afforded to him to express his view before the public for its judgment. 
To curtail, to gag as it were, a man from expressing his opinion is the height of 
executive tyranny. 


Then I have to submit a word on the responsibilities of the State. Under the 
Constitution, the executive 1s not only subject to the popular control but is also to 
a certain extent subject to the judicially—the fountain-head ‘of justice. In a 
modern State the Judiciary has the well—defined function of administering Jaw as 
between the subject and state, as between citizen and citizen. The liberty of the 
‘citizen in the last resort, depends upon the independence of the judiciary and the 
confidence that it gives to the citizen that his rights are safe for him in a Court of 
Law. Justice and equity must be the criterion of any law that ts enforced. No- 
body would plead for a lawless State. Society needs law. There are social laws of 
moral laws which are enforced by the society itself. But the sanctions must be 
such that they fall within the bounds of law recognised by courts of justice. But 
here the jurisdiction of courts are ousted. 


Coming back again to article 19 (2), I hope my hon. friends on the official 
benches are following me. When the word ‘reasonable’ was sought to be inserted 
it was argued that it was not necessary. Under the Constitution authority is given’ 
to the State to make laws. If you wilfully make a law which gives a carte blanche 
to the executive, then the rights of the citizens will be adversely affected. My 
hon, friend the Chief Minister was saying that the provision under article 226 
gives the right to move writs in the High Court. 1 was told during the Select 

‘ommittee stage the question whether this House has jurisdiction to enact a measure 
like this, was referred to the Advocate-General and the Advocate-General has given 
his opimion that this House has the right to enact a measure like this. That was stated 
on the floor of the House. If that be so, then we must be doubly careful. If we 
enact a law, it will be enforced by the Courts. The right of moving for a writ 
becomes useless because we are laying down the law how far the freedom of speech 
can be limited, after considering all the circumstances. Thereby we will be giving 
a handle to the executive, and the people will be denied the right which they have 
now under the constitution, So when we make this provision, we must see that 
we are not extending the scope of article 19 (2) by the’ clause we have before us. 

en, Sir, so much was said here about decency and morality. Most of my 
friends here are lawyers and some of my eminent lawayer friends have participated 
in this debate, but to an ordinary person like me, it appears that the provisions in 
the Penal Code under section 294 and others are sufficient to cover obsene literature, 
or anything like that. When there are definite provisions in the Penal Code why 
should you have a provision for that in the Police Act. The purport of the section 
is that the District Magistrate can proceed to take action on the presumption that 
a particular man will do some thing indecent. That is a thing which an executive 
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should not do. If they swear by democracy and believe in a democratic way of life 
and in a democratic state, where the judiciary is the fountain-head of justice, then 
they must not be afraid of subjecting their action to the scrutiny of the courts of 
justice. Then only the guarantee of the fundamental rights of the citizen will 
be valid. 

Further more, Sir, in the chapter on Fundamental Rights—I do not clearly 
remember whether it is Article 31 or 32—guarantees the right to move the Supreme 
Court or any other Court. So it is ajusticeable right. If you are restricting those 
fundamental rights, those actions must be justiceable. You cannot oust the jurisidi- 
ction of the courts. You cannot, in a democracy, say that the executive will be the 


judge and that their judgment will be final. 


Sir, by national evolution we have secured some rights, i.e, the people of 
India have secured certain rights. The representatives of these 80 lakhs should 
not sell away their rights by being a party to a legislation curtailing their rights. 
I argued for the deletion of the whole clause. If it is not possible, my suggestion 
is to modify this clause, so that jt may fit in with the wording of Article 19 (2) of 
the Indian Constitution. Therefore in my amendment I have included speeches which 
“are likely to inflame religious animosity or to incite the commission of an offence or to 
affect the interests of the security of State.” My wording closely follows the wording 
on the amended article in the Constitution. So whenever there is a likelihood that 
the speeches or actions are likely to incite animosity or to affect the interests of the 
State, the District Magistrate may make an order, That is my position. 


I think I have made clear what was in my mind. 


Now I will proceed to the other proviso. 

“Every order passed by the District Magistrate under sub-section (1) of this 
section shall be subject to an appeal to the High Court by any one 
interested,” 

The executive Government should not indulge in hearsay evidence, Even in 
the amended article of the constitution you find reasonable restriction. As I told 
‘the House just now, reasonable restriction means the restrictions are justiceable. 
So restrictions must be reasonable. Therefore it is a matter to be decided whether 
a particular restriction is reasonable or not. Who is to decide that? It must be 
done by a competent authority. That authority can be nothing less than the 
judiciary. Therefore if a Magistrate passes an order, it must be subject to scrutiny 
by a High Court Judge. Otherwise, as my friends here stated, it will be only 
another repressive measure or a repressive weapon forged by this House and 
handed over to the executive to be kept in their armoury to suppress the rights of 
the people of this country. That will really be so, unless the Government 
is prepared to concede to the conception of a State, in which the law will be 
administered by Courts of Justice. The executive cannot claim special treatment 
or special privileges. The executive must act within the ambit of the constitution 
and law, and their actions must be such as will stand the test of a judicial scrutiny. 
Freedom of expression is one of the fundamental rights of acitizen. As long as 
we are living under a democratic form’ of government, we must preserve these 
rights unrestricted. Parliamentary government means government by the majority. 
Majority is obtained by converting the minority opinion into the majority opinion, 
And converting opinion is only possible through the platform. And if you are 
restricting that right, you are curtailing the fundamental right of the citizens. 
Therefore in all humility—I request the House to accept my amendment or delete 
the whole clause. Then only we will be doing justice tothe country and to the 
people.

This clause 
is new. We do not have such a clause in the existing Act. I do not know whether 
there issuch aclause in the Cochin Act. This clause worded as it is, is. no 
criminal trespass, whith alone is punishable in law. Criminal trespass is defined in 
the Penal Code thus: “whoever enters into or upon property in the possession of 
another with intent to commit an offence or to intimidate, insult or annoy any 
person in possession of such property, or having lawfully entered into or upon such 
property, unlawfully remains there with intent thereby to intimidate, insult or 
annoy any such person, or with intent to commit an offence is said to commit 
Criminal trespass”. This is the law relating to criminal trespass which alone is - 
punishable inlaw. Now, bythis clause we areadding another as an offence and that is 
wilful trespass. Wilful trespass is not_ defined anywhere in this Bill. But a penalty 
is provided for under this clause. This provision is uncertain in its scope and is 
open to abuse. A reading of this clause shows that a mere entry into the property 
in the possession of another is an offence though no offence is meant. The person 
may not have an intention to commit an offence, but all the same it is made punish- 
able. We have been so long getting on without such a provision and I see no 
reason for its inclusion just at present. There is another matter to which I would 
like to draw the attention of the Minister in charge of this Bill and that relates to 
entry on any ground belonging to Government or appropriated to public purposes. 
I fail to see how entry into land appropriated to public purposes can be an offence. 
Perhaps according to this provision sitting on the beach or loitering in the Museum 
can be brought under this clause and the person concerned proceeded against. 
These are some of the anomalies of this provision. 


Sri. C. Kesavan: I may ask the hon’ble Member whether there should be

That is, “Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of the Court, that before 
the suit was instituted, tender of sufficient amends has been made to the plaintiff, 
the plaintiff shall not recover his costs nor any relief not included in such tender, 
and shall defray the costs of the defendant in the suit: 

Provided always that no action shall in any case lie where such officers shall 
have been prosecuted criminally for the same act.” 

The whole of the section refers to the immunity enjoyed _by the police officers 
for any act done or intended to be done by them in good faith in pursuance of any 
duty imposed ‘or under any authority conferred on them by any provision of this 
Act or of any rule order or direction lawfully made or given thereunder. Sir, if 
they had done any illegal act under the provisions and if there is an aggrieved party, 
sub-clause (4) gives provision for a notice of one month to the defendant. More- 
over, this clause gives certain directions a3 to how the cost must follow in the suit 
and that is what I object to. First of all, according to me the sub-clause is not 
necessary. This is practically what is expected of a court to do. It is the duty of 
the court to judge impartially, and award costs in its discretion. Costs may or may 
not be awarded. Why should a particular direction be given to the court as to how 
the cost must follow and in the same breath the plaintiff is prohibited from recover- 
ing his costs or any relief not included inthe tender. That seems to be a strange 
provision. This is dictating to the court. Courts can be expected to do its duty. 
lts hands shall not be feitered by having such provision. The proviso also says 
that ‘no action shall in any case lie where such officers shall have been prosecuted 
criminally for the same act’’. I submit that is also a very strange provision and so 
I move that this clause be deleted.

.6, Improvement in distillation. Side by side with the breeding work it is 
necessaty to improve the methods of distillation now in vogue in order 
to maintain the superior quality of our oil and thus retain its value in 
the world market. The oil is now being extracted by the time- 
honoured process of hydro-distillation in copper stills. This method is 
very crude and the quality of oil suffers. Further, the quantity of 
firewood required for the crude method of distillation is enormous and 
this is a serious problem especially now, when there is a great scarcity 
of firewood in our country. With one ton of firewood 15 distillations 
can be done and the time for the distillation is 24—3 hours. Experi- 
ments have to be conducted to ascertain whether the cost of electrically 
generated steam would be cheaper than that of firewood, 
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The Assembly met in the Legislative Chamber, Trivandrum, at Eleven of the 
Clock on Tuesday, the 25th September 1951, with Mr. Speaker in the Chair.

The Government propose to start two new schemes, namely, key farm centres 
and disease investigation scheme. The grant under 41 Veterinary is only Rs.4,70,700 
and it is not possible to find the amount required for the purpose of these two 
schemes. As decided at present, the proposal is to establish four key farm centres 
in the State, viz.. Trivandrum, Kottayam, Vytilla and Ollukara. The programme 
of work for the centres is to havea preliminary survey of selected villages around 
the farm, for ascertaining the animal husbandry conditions, extension of livestock 
improvement, castration of scrubs, supply of approved bulls, etc. The farm will 
also maintain an artificial insemination centre and a sufficient number of bulls 
required at each centre. The total amount that would be required for this scheme 
would be Rs. 3,15,424. .

It consists of the appointment of 
Veterinary Disease Investigation officer for the state with the necessary staff to carry 
out a general survey of the contagious and infectious diseases of livestock and 
suggests methods for the efficient and systematic control of the disease, A 
laboratory has to be equipped for the purpose. Under these two items, the amount 
required is Rs. 67,880. In view of the importance of the scheme and in view of 
the fact that there is no provision in the bubget as this was not envisaged at the 
time of the preparation of the bubget, I believe that the honourable{Members will 
readily grant this demand. - 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May { ask, whether the pilot key village scheme 
under 41 Veterinary (d) Breeding Operations is the same as the present scheme that 
is referred to ? . . 

Sri. K.M. Korah: This is a scheme different from that. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether that scheme has. been. 
worked out by the Department ? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Yes. .

P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The additional money that is asked for is 
Rs. 21,000. Is it in addition to the provision of Rs. 24,000 already in the Budget? 

Syi. K.M. Korah: Yes, it is in addition to that. 

Sri. Ambat Eachara Menon: In what way is the amount already provided 
insufficient? : 

Sri. K. M. Korah: After seeing the actual working of the scheme, it has 
been found so. . 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Has the Government come to the conclusion 
that the existing provision is not adequate for the scheme now outlined? I[ want to 
know the ground on which additional grant is now asked for. . 

Sri. K. M. Korah: One ground is that the provision in the budget is quite 
inadequate. Secondly, this is entirely a new scheme from the one for which 
amount was provided in the budget. 

Sri. P. S. Najaraja Pillai: Sir, a supplementary grant can be aaked for a 
new service or it must be for an item under which provision once made is found 
inadequate. Asa matter of fact if the amount provided under 41 Veterinary (d) 
Breeding Operations~-Pilot Key Village Scheme is found inadequate, the necessity 
for this demand can be understood. ‘There is a provision for Investigation Officer, 
Livestock Inspector, Stockmen ete., as also for purchase of artificial insemination sets. 
The amount set apart for that comes to Rs. 24,000. What is stated here is for the 
appointment of Disease Investigation Officer for-the State with the necessary staff 
to carry out a general survey of the scheme this amount is necessary. From the 
budget we see a provision for an Investigation Officer on a pay of Rs. 125 to 175. 
So already there is a Disease Investigation Officer in the Veterinary Department 
working in the State. This grant also is for the appointment of such an officer. 
That means there will be two disease investigation officers in the State in stead of the 
one already available. If it is the case that one officer is not sufficient for the State, 
that can be easily understood. From the information supplied to the House, I am 
not able to see that it is so. If the Government come to the House, and:say that 
one more officer is required for the purpose, | can appreciate that fact and give my 
approval for that. In the face of available material in the budget, what is stated in 
the House is not correct. Though I do not substantially object to the provision asked 
for, I for one hold that due emphasis is not paid by the department for improve- 
ment of cattle. When we talk so much about grow morte food scheme and improved 
cultivation of Jand and more land being handed over for cultivation and all that, 
Government are not at all bestowing any attention whatsoever to this aspect of the 
problem viz., power. Cattle is the very necessary power to grow more food. More 
care must be bestowed on that. May I also pomt out that correct information in 
the light of the Budget ought to be placed before the House when a demand is 
made. 

Sri. K. M. Korah: There is this additional feature so far as this scheme is 
concerned, A laboratory has to be equipped for the purpose. The hon. Member 
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will gladly concede that ever so many diseases come into existence for which 
a separate laboratory will’ be useful. The hon. Member was pointing out 
a provision of the Budget and emphasised that there is already an investigation 
- officer. But that officer ts different from the-one now proposed. —_ This officer will 
continue for 5 years for this is a five year plan. The additional advantage is that 
our Government will get 50 per cent contribution from the Government of India. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Has their sanction been secured for the 50 per 
cent of the amount? ; oY, 

Syi. K. M. Korah: The Government of India will favourably consider our 
request. ;

Minister for Education and Revenue (Sri. L. M. Pylee): Sir, I move for a 
supplementary grant of Rs. 5,00,000 under Demand XXXI—under 57 Miscell- 
aneous (h)—Miscellaneous and Unforeseen charges, 
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“This grant is for the purpose of implementing the new settlement scheme and 
for this scheme there was no provision made inthe current budget. Government 
sanctioned this settlement scheme only after the last Budget and hence no provision 
could be made in that Budget. A committee was appointed, which formulated the 
details of the scheme. According to the Committee's report and orders of the 
Government thereon, each homeless family is to be given a house site, building 
materials and a monetary aid at the rate of Rs. 50 for each house. It is estimated 
that the cost of the building materials of each house will come to Rs. 250. Thus 
the total expenditure involved in the completion of one house is Rs. 300. Now 
during the current year it is proposed to build 50 houses in each town and the total 
amount required for the purpose will be Rs. 10,00,000. But by the time the grant 
is voted by the Assembly, more than six months after fmancial year would have 
elapsed, and, therefore, only a sum of Rs. 5,00,000 is proposed to be provided for 
the purpose. 

. For the implementation of the scheme, a sum of Rs. 2,00,000 is required for 
survey charges and incidental expenses in connection with the organization of the 
settlement. This will include the expenses in connection with the administration 
of the settlement scheme. Therefore, a lump-sum provision of Rs. 7 lakhs is pro- 
posed to be made under the head 57—Miscellaneous—(h) Miscellaneous and 
Unforeseen charges. But this sum of Rs. 2,00,000 required over and above the 
Rs. 5,00,000 for which supplementary grant is now made is proposed to be met by 
diversion from 57 Miscellaneous—(g) contributions to other institutions—~and the 
balance amount of Rs. 5 lakhs by supplementary grant. Therefore, I move that this 
supplementary grant of Rs. 5 lakhs may be allowed. 

Sri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, am I to understand that the proposal as it 
now stands is to construct 25 houses in each Taluk? - . 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: The proposal is to have 100 houses in each taluk during 
the current year. But since a constderable part .of the year is already over, it is 
proposed to build 50 houses in each taluk during the year. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Is there provision for 50 houses in each taluk? 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: Yes, it is expected that this provision will suffice.

Sri, P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Js there atype design of the house to be built 
and an estimate for the house? 


Sri. [. M. Pylee: Yes. There is. 
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Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai: That means all the houses will be of the 
same pattern > : 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: More or less of the same pattern.

A Press Note was published on that matter sometime back, As far 
as | remember the matter, it was said, the Government proposed to build houses 
and grant house site of 5 cents for each house in poramboke lands. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: It is 10 cents in rural areas and 5 cents in urban areas, ~ 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Between 5 and 10 cents for each house site is 
’ to be given to the homeless people or rather to each family. The homeless people 
or the families are to be enumerated or the information is to be collected and the 
house sites are to be assigned and the Government will help in the construction of 
the building also. That was the scheme as | understood from the Press Note. So 
far for the implementation of the scheme, a Colonisation Special Officer—one Joint 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies—has been placed on special duty to study the 
matter. Sir, I understand nothing definite has been done so far. In Trivandrum 
Taluk in spite of the strenuous efforts of the people of the Taluk to see that a 
scheme is worked up nothing has been done as yet. There is sufficient poramboke 
area very near the Corporation limits and at the direction of the Government, the 
Special Officer visited the area. The first necessity is to survey the area and to 
demarcate it into various plots to be assigned to homeless people. The Special 
Officer was not able to do anything in the matter because there was no provision 
from which to meet the survey charges even. Unless some thing is done to provide 
funds the scheme will be only in paper. 

Sir, when houses are constructed in such an area of 10 acres, it will be some~ 
thing like a colony of 100 to 150 houses. Unless, from the very outset, special care 
is taken to see that the colony is designed on sanitary lines, it will create an insani- 
tary slum thereby affecting the public health of the-city. Provision has therefore to 
be made for the necessary number of public latrines, lanes, wells etc. The provision 
now asked for will be sufficient for the- construction of something like 1500 or 1600 
houses. _ Will they be constructed in this year. That is the question. 

I think, Sir, the whole thing is being complicated when the Government, say 
that they are going to be strictly impartial in the matter of regionally locating the 
houses throughout the State at the rate of 50 in each Taluk. Sir, that is nota 
proper approach to-this problem. Jt is not advisable in the interest of the Govern- 
ment and in the interest of any section of the public to stick to this equal distribu- 
tion of houses in all the Taluks. 

There may be a taluk where you may get lands very advantageously in a block 
of 15 or 20 acres and a very convenient site to build houses. In that taluk in this 
block you can build 150 houses or more whereby you are depriving two or three 
taluks the 50 houses each that has been proposed by the hon. Minister in charge. 
So, without postulating any theory of equitable or impartial distribution of this fund, 
the Government should face it with a practical outlook, What I would urge is, that 
it would be better to look out for convenient sites and to begin to build houses to the 
really homeless people. When the question of assignment of sites comes in, there will 
be very great difficulties, If it is assigned outright we do not know whether the 
owner thereof will hold it or speculate on the right the Government gives then again 
the house site assigned to‘a particular individual may be sold away in the near future 
to other men and he himself may become homeless again and claim once more the 
benefit of the scheme in another area. [ am clear in my mind when I say that the 
assignment of house sites must be for enjoyment and not for alienation. The family 
to which the land is assigned should not be given the right of alienation and they 
should not be allowed to give the land and house on rent or lease. That should be 
prohibited, But if they hand it over to one branch of the family that would be 
something rather allowable but to sell away the property and then to become home- 
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less and again to be a charge on the public will be wrong and that should be avoided, 
Jam convinced that as far as that_matter is concerned, Government should not 
assign away land outright but only give them the right of occupation as long ag 
they occupy it. In the same way there should be some planning in the matter of 
building houses. Colonies with well-laid roads and provisions for public latrines 
and wells should be the aim in building these houses for the homeless and the 
working classes, Isolated houses may be built, but it will be rare. Particular care 
must also be taken not to give small strips of land on the road sides to build houses 
under this scheme, That may not be advantageous in the long run. There may 
be a road poramboke extending to about 30 or 40 cents and three persons of the 
locality may demand assignment of the land between them under this scheme for 
putting up houses. Allocation of land in that manner will not solve the problem 
but on the other hand it may only complicate the problem of housing in the country 
asa whole. We must build colonies of 50 or hundred houses or more so that co- 
operative living and co-operative enterprise in that colony may be fostered. 1 am 
glad that the Government is evincing some interest in the matter. At any rate, I 
agree with the scheme and I would state that the scheme should be worked out 
with sufficient foresight, sufficient care and sufficient enthusiasm. In this connection 
I may add that it is no good in granting money or sites to individual applicants on 
the basis of their past activities or suffering in the past. But this should be done 
on the basis of their present condition. [ mean that the assessment must be done 
on the present condition of the individual. If he is really poor and in need by 
all means give him. Government must work it out, but let it be done without any 
discrimination. “All sections of the community may come under this category of 
homeless, [1 is not one section of the community alone which is homeless. The old 
social scale is now no more and men who occupied the highest rung in the social 
ladder aye now homeless. Even then, he is a member of the society and a citizen 
of the State. Any meniber of any community should not be denied this benefit 
if he is homeless. | No discrimination or bias should be allowed to creep in in 
the matter of giving shelter to the homeless. [ wish the Government all success.

Government are thankful for the valuable suggestions given by My. P. S. 
Nataraja Pillai and Mr. A. K. Patchu Pillai. They said that, although it is now 
tentatively possible to build 50 houses in each taluk, as there is greater congestion 
such taluks must be taken into consideration in spite of sticking strictly to the prin- 
ciple of building 50 houses in each taluk, The hon. Chief Minister has an- 
swered this question. To whom these houses are to be given and the kind of 
tenure under which these lands are to be given are questions still under consideration. 
When the houses are constructed, of course, sufficient attention will be devoted to 
the sanitary arrangements and such other matters. Therefore, proper safeguards 
would be adopted ultimately in these cases. 

. There is acertain complaint that in ascertaming the number of homeless peopl® 
in these taluks there are a large number of people whose names have not been 
included in the present register. Government have instructed the officers concerned 
to find out who such persons are and to include their names also in the register. 
Therefore that defect is being attempted to be remedied, : 

A reference was made to the colonisation scheme. Colonisation and settlement 
are two different.schemes, though there are similar features in both. Colonisation is 
much more complicated. Steps are taken to implement that scheme. There is 
considerable delay in implementing it. Hon. Members will be aware that it is 
due to the fact that it.is more complicated than the settlement scheme. Anyway thst 
suggestions will be given due consideration and all attempts will be made to push 
forward the colonisation scheme as expeditiously as possible, These are the 
various matters on which | wish to reply.

In view of certain misapprehensions regarding some of the provisions in 
Government Proceedings read above regarding integration of services, the Govern- 
ment decided that the whole question should be referred to the Government of 
India. The Government of India, after considering the whole question very care- 
fully, have advised that the general principles embodied in the above Government 
Proceedings are on the whole fair to all concerned and that they take into account 
almost all the relevant factors. They have, however, made the following sug- 

estions. — . 
8 (1) The quota of posts for Travancore and Cochin Branches out of the total 
strength sanctioned under the Reorganisation Scheme should be fixed on the basis 
of permanent posts plus 50 percent of temporary posts on 31st December 1948 
instead of fixing the quota on the basis of the strength of permanent posts alone as 
contemplated m Government Proceedings read above. 

(2) Provision should be made for a leave reserve of 10 percent in each grade 
of the’staff fixed in the Government orders sanctioning the Reorganisation of the 
Department as a result of integration. 

The Government of India expect that with the addition of 50 percent of the 
temporary posts to the permanent lists and the 10 percent leave reserve, the problem 
of surplus permanent men will practically disappear. 

Government have considered the suggestions of the Government of 
India and are pleased to accept the modifications proposed by the Government. of 
ndia. 

3. Heads of Departments and offices are requested to proceed with the . 
proposals for the integration of the staff in the Departments under their control as 
directed in the Government Proceedings read above with the modifications 
mentioned in para | above. The Government wish to impress on them the need 
for treating this as a matter of top priority. Fortnightly reports should be sub- 


mitted to Government regarding the progress made in the achievement of inte- 
gration.

The question that the Title stand part of the Bill was put and carried. 
The Title was added to the Bill, 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: [ move that the Travancore-Cochin Land Conservancy 
Bill as revised by the Select Committee be passed. 

Syi. K. M. Korah: I second it. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I oppose the motion. This is substantially a 
Bill to preserve lands under the control of Government. 

Clauses 5 to 10 give ample powers to Government to protect the property of 
Government adequately and to see that no encroachments are made. And when 
encroachments are made, the right is given to Government. to take immediate 
action to recover the property. I want to make these observations because, one of my 
friends who was inthe treasury Benches for some time told me once, that in 
Travancore there is a large area under unauthorised occupation; and that 
Government were considering to take steps to have the encroachments 
removed. Certain other friends have also brought to my notice that large 
poramboke areas or lands which are considered as lands of Government to the 
extent of thousands of acres, have been encroached upon by vested interests in the 
country and that they are in continued occupation, and permanent improvements 
have also been made in those lands. I was tempted to refer to these facts here 
today, because during this session the hon’ble Chief Minister was stating that the 
Government is keen in seeing that Government lands whether poramboke or not, are 
not allowed hereafter to be encroached upon by people and that steps will be taken 
to remove those encroachments. I only want to suggest, Sir, that serious attempts 
must be made to see that these encroachments are removed as early as possible. 
As a matter of fact, some years ago, in the Revenue Department, which is the agency 
in this matter, there were Assistant Tahsildars who were in charge of revenue survey, 
settlement and land records, so that in every taluk there was a specialised agency to 
look into the question of poramboke encroachments. But during the last half a 
dozen years, that system has been abolished and now the Tahstldars have no special 
staff to look after these matters. I may even draw the attention of the hon’ble 
Minister in charge of Revenue that if he gozs through the records of the Revenue 
Department he would find that the arrears of Kuthagapattom are growing, but that 
the number of Poramboke cases are falling. That shows that the Revenue 
Department is not bestowing that attention which it used todo onthe question of 
poramboke encroachments and the realisation of the Kuthagapattom dues. That 
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is more or less, due to the heavy work of the Revenue staff, burdened as they are 
with various duties. True, of recently, with the appointment of the Grains Purchase 
Officers, some of the work has been taken off their shoulders. Still the Tahsildars 
are 80 over-burdened with several duties that they have no time to attend to these 
matters. Therefore I would request the hon'ble Revenue Minister to kindly bestow 
some attention to this aspect of the matter and to put Clauses 5 to 10 into effective 
use, so that lands which have gone out of Government possession and unauthorisedly 
taken possession of by the people may be recovered. My only object in speaking 
now is to see that this Act is not allowed to remain a dead letter in the 
Statue Book. 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: With regard to the suggestions—I1 would say, valuable 
suggessions—-made by the hon. Member Mr. Nataraja Pillai, I would like to 
assure him that the Government will certainly bestow their attention upon the question 
of removing encroachments and taking the Government lands from the hands of 
unauthorised occupants. In fact, the necessity is becoming keener every day. We 
have information that even now large encroachments are made and unauthorised 
occupants are entering in very large numbers upon various lands. It is a difficult 
problem to tackle with now, but the problem has to be tackled and the Government 
would assure the House and the hon. Member that sufficient attention would be 
bestowed upon this question and that the provisions of the Act will be implemented 
and would not remain a dead letter.

Sri. D. Gnansigamoni: Sir, I was referring to clauses 4,9 and 10 in support 
of the stand I have taken. Those clauses refer to the registration of Co-operative 
Societies. In none of those clauses we find the words “deemed to be registered”, 
I would also refer to clause 11 in this connection. Clause I reads thus; 

A certificate of registration signed by the Registrar shall be conclusive 
eviderice that the society therein mentioned is duly registered, unless it is 
proved thet the registration of the society has been cancelled”, 

That makes the position still more clear. There also not a word is said about this 
kind of societies. Iam looking through various provisions of the Co-operative 
Societies Act to find out whether under any other circumstances it may have any 
purpose and I find none. This Bill throughout speaks of registered societies and 
not even a single reference is made about societies ‘deemed to be registered’. So 
that it appears to me, Sir, that these words “or deemed to be registered” are un- 
necessary, and ought to be deleted and hence this amendment. 

Sri. L, M. Pylee: With regard to this amendment the hon. Member said 
that it serves no purpose. But it is with a different purpose it is incorporated in the 
Bill. The amendment in question lays down that the existing societies registered under 
the Act which is to be repealed should not be deemed under this Act. But clause 
9 lays down that the societies registered under the Act which will be repealed shall be 
deemed registered under this Act. Now if that portion does not remain, that would 
mean that the socicties registered under the previous Act which will be repealed will 
go out of existence. ‘Therefore, it is necessary that that portion of the clause should 
exist. It is with that purpose that it has been incorporated. 1 therefore, oppose the 
amendment. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: There is the General Clauses Act for that.

concerned, Further, turning to clauses 10 and 12, we find the words “registered 
notices” used by the mover of this Bill. Under the proviso to clause 10, they use 
the word “registered post’. In clause 12, it is provided that the order of refusal 
of an amendment to the bye-law should be sent by registered post. But so far as 
this clause is concerned, it is a change of liability. a very important matter and as 
such it ought to be given proper notice, and the proper way to send the notice is to 
send it by registered post. That is the reason why I move this amendment. 
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Sri. L. M. Pylee: If notices are to be sent to the members and cre 
-may submit that with regard to the members, it is not only not necessaty batt uitdis s. 
not practical even to send these notices by registered post. In a village Co-operative 
Society there may be, for example, about 400 members. To send 400 notices by 
registered post will cost at least 100 rupees because each letter will cost 44 annas. 

ig there any necessity to spend Rs. 100 from the funds of the Co-operative Society 
for this purpose? Moreover, all these 400 members are residing in a particular 
village. The usual course that is followed is by entrusting a man with all these 
400 notices for distributing and enjoining him to get signatures of the recipients. | 
may point out atiother instance also. The Central Co-operative Bank has 4,000 
members and they are scattered all over the State. To send registered notices to 
all these 4,000 members would cost more than a thousand rupees. Instead of that 
it would be quite enough if sufficient safeguards are adopted and the notices sent by 
ordinary post or anchal, I think that the postal system is efficiently working. And, 
therefore { think that it is unnecessary to spend such enormous amounts of money 
for the purpose of sending registered notices to the members. So, I should think 
that it is unnecessary in the case of members, With regard to the creditors, 
notices are always sent to them by registered post. In view of all these facts, | 
oppose the amendment.

As amended, the clause will read like this: 

“The Registrar shall, after giving the person concerned an opportunity to be 
heard, decide the question and his decision shall be final.” 

Sir, no man ordinarily would take the decision of the Registrar to a court of 
law because in many cases the decision of the Registrar can only be just and proper, 
But it must be remembered that it is a civil right and any citizen of the State should 
have the undoubted right to have recourse to a civil court. And civil courts have 
jurisdiction to try suits of a civil nature and that cannot be ousted by provisions 
like these. Civil courts have the right to try all suits of a civil nature under the pro- 
visions of the Civil Procedure Code. That ig the reason why I am moving this 
amendment. The hon. Minister in charge of the Bill must bear in mind that 
this is essentially a civil right the trial of which is provided for in the Code of Civil 
Procedure. And, the civil rights of an individual or the civil jurisdiction of our 
civil courts could not be negatived or ousted by a clause of this nature. If this is 
of a civil nature as contend, nothing can prevent the civil court exercising that 
right and that is what is tried to be achieved by this amendment. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I support this amendment. Clause 30 pro- 
vides as follows. 

“ The liability of a past member or of the estate of a deceased member for 
the debts of a registered society as they existed on the date of his ceasing to bea 
member or of his decease, a8 the case may be, shall continue for a period of two 
years from such date” 

By that it is meant that even after death the membership will continue for two 
years. Under Section 31, the final decision as to whether a man is a member of a 
society or not is with the Registrar. Genuine cases may arise when the heirs or 
successors of a man may question whether he‘was a member of a society or not. 
A particular individual might have been a member of a Co-operative Society. He 
may die and there may be a dispute that another manin the same family with the 
same name was the member and the liability should be charged on the assets of that 
man. The question who was the real member of the society will be raised by the 
heirs of that particular man. Therefore, they must be given. the right to take the 
matter before a civil court for adjudication. Here, the summary decision of the 
Registrar which is final, is not only binding on the member but on his successors as 
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well. In the face of clause 30, the liability is fixed on the successors and heirs of 
members. Even after the death of a member his liability continues. When that 
liability is charged on to the heirs, they must have the right to question that liability 
as to whether it would bind them or not. It should not be left to the summary deci- 
sion of the Registrar. That isa primary civil right. Therefore, the decision of the 
Registrar should not be final in a matter like this. The heirs and successors must 
have a right and an opportunity to bring it before the court and to get a decision. 

Sri. L. M. Pylee. Clause 31 relates to the membership of a registered society. 
Sub-clause (2) states that “whenever any dispute arises as to whether a person is a 
member of a registered society or not such dispute shall be referred to the Registrar 
for his decision.” Then what is the next procedure. Sub-clause (3) states “The 
Registrar shall, after giving the person concerned an opportunity to be heard’’...... 
Now the person is given an opportunity to have all his say in the matter. I can 
understand the position if the person is not given an opportunity to be heard. 
Therefore, his legal successors get an opportunity to be heard. That is the person 
concerned in such a situation. In any way, it is a simple matter. The Registrar 
has kept for this purpose all the details of the necessary particulars concerning the 
membership of a particular individual. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai. In that case, is there any necessity for a clause 
like that, that is, if the necessary particulars could be got from the Registrar's re- 
cords ? 

Sri. L. M. Pylee. Certainly, there is a necessity for a clause like this. A dis- 
pute may arise on anything. 

Sci. D. Gnanasigamoni, Is there any provision in the Co-operative Act by 
which you can give notice to the legal heirs of the deceased ? 

Syi. L. M. Pylee. Now, I will explain further. The wording is—“‘ The 
Registrar shall, after giving the person concerned an opportunity to be heard...... " 

he man who is dead is gone and you can’t send any notice to him. The dispute 
arises that so and so was not a member of the society. Therefore, the man con- 
cerned, that is, his successor or heir will be heard and the question will be decided 
with reference to the records, that are available with the Registrar. After all, what 
is the Civil Court going to do if such a dispute goes before it? It has also to rely 
on records that are in the Society. I don't think that it is necessary for such a 
simple matter to be dragged on to a court of law. The Registrar is an officer and is 
bound to be impartial im such a dispute as he has no personal interest in any 
society. . . 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai. May | suggest that the hon. Minister be pleased 
to consider a modification of clause 3] so that whenever a question arises about the 
decision notice may be given to the representative of the deceased member. Any 
modification like that coming from the Treasury Benches will be good. Even at the 
third reading stage of the Bull, this may be done. 

Sri. L. M. Pylee. The suggestion made by the hon. Member may be con- 
sidered but only with the proviso “ if it is found necessary”. There is no promise, 
but it will be considered.

“Notwithstanding anything contained in any other enactment, the Government 
may, subject to such rules as may be prescribed in this behalf, grant loans to, take 
shares in, or give financial assistance in any other form to any registered society”. 

is shows that Government is too keen and wants togo out of the way in 
giving financial aid to any society it likes. Now, experience has shown that 
Governmental financial aid to the societies. has been the main reason for the 
undoing of many societies. It has robbed many socieities of its initiative and many 
Co-operative Societies are only formed with the object of getting Government aid. 
The main object of forming co-operative societies here is to get financial aid from 
Government aad the history of the co-operative societies in the country has not 
been very happy and the co-operative movement in this State has a setback on 
account of this aid. Very often Government have gone out of their way in granting 
financial aid to co-operative societies and have lost their money and ruined the 
Societies. A good number of societies have gone in liquidation and a good number 
is awaiting liquidation and the net result of the whole thing is that not only have the 
Government lost their money but it has produced very bad results affecting the Co- 
operative, movement as a whole. Not only in money but by other means also, 
Government have often gone out of the way in helping the Co-operative Societies, 
but these have produced no tangible results. Sir, [ can give one or two instances 
where co-operative societies have been given licences to trade in textiles and food. 
I know many cases where such licences have been cancelled by the Government on 
account of malpractices. That is the nature of many of the co-operative societies. 
Now, this provision has been inserted here upsetting al! laws,. and the words 
“Notwithstanding anything contained in any other enactment’ are damaging and 
mischievous. In the matter of granting of loans we have provisions in other enact- 
ments. That serves the purpose. I know of an instance where an amount of 
Rs. 34,000 granted by Government as loan to a particular society was swallowed up 
by that society within a period of two or three months and Government have still 
no means of realising it. But still Government wants to throw all laws to the 
winds and wants to go out of the way in granting aid to co-operative societies, 
Hence this amendment. . 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: Sir, [ differ from my hon. Friend when he says that 
any financial assistance should not be rendered because there have been co-operative 
societies that have not functioned properly. But, Sir, for the co-operative movement 
to progress it has become necessary that as many co-operative societies as possible 
run en efficient lines should be promoted. And, can anyone imagine that Govern- 
ment would not be discharging their duty if it helps these co-operative societies ? 
The Co-operative movement may have had its defects. There have been many 
instances of Co-operative Societies which have proved failures in the long run. 
But does that stand in the way of Government encouraging the Co-operative 
movement? And, I ask how is. the Government going to help the movement 
without helping it with finance? That is the reason why Government have been 
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[Sri. L. M. Pylee] 
granting loans, taking loans and giving financial aids in" ‘other forms to th 
societies. Now the trend of the times is such that more_and more concerns fe 
co-operative nature are bound to come into existence. There are Co-operative 
colonising Societies, Co-operative building Societies, etc., applying for registration, 
And, in this present Act itself provision has been made for a type of co-operative 
societies called Farming Societies. There is a cry all over the country for more and 
more co-operative socicties—societies for dairy farming and milk producing and 
many kinds of Industrial Societies. All these will be coming into existence. | ak 
the hon, Member: is it enough if these societies are simply registered and placed 
under Government control without seeing whether they are run efficiently to serve 
their purpose? The life blood of a co-operative society is finance. And, I should 
think that it is the bounden duty of the Government to help these societies with 
finance. But I can assure the hon. Member that the Government will not give 
unnecessarily large amounts of money to these societies. Certainly not. Do we 
not envisage a time when the country would be filled with co-operative societies 
large and small? For example, cottage industries co-operative societies are now 
needed for the thriving of cottage industries. For all these things, Government . 
should finance co-operative societies. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, Lam not against giving loans to co-operative 
societies. But I am against doing this upsetting all laws in force. Each individual 
case will have to he considered on its merits. If a society deserves help give help, 
if it does not don’t give. Government should use its discretion im such a manner a 
to give only a stimulus which may be necessary in the case of a particular society, 
Therefore, it is, | moved this amendment. 


The amendment was put and lost. 


The question that clause 36 stand part of the Bill was put and carried. 
Th clause was added io the Bill. 


Clause 37 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: 1 move amendment No. 13 to re-cast clause 37 
(4) as follows : 

“The Government may, by general order, prohibit or restrict the lending of 
money on mortgage of immovable property by any registered society’. ‘ 

By this amendment, | want orily to take off the words ‘or special’ and ‘or class 
of registered societies’. In the clause it is given as ‘the Government may by general 
or special order’. I have no objection toa general order being issued by Govern 
ment. But there will be possibilities and scope of this provision being abused by 
Government: That is why { want to,teke off the words ‘or special’. The clause 
again says that “Government may by general or special order prohibit or restrict 
the lending of money on mortgage of immovable property by any registered society’. 
To that extent it can be supported. But the other words ‘or class of registered 
societies’ is a matter which cannot be supported because these are words which 
invest Government with powers to pass discriminate orders, and our object is that 
as far as possible no discriminatory orders are passed. So 1 move that these 
particular words be removed from the clause. 

Sri. L.M. Pylee: [oppose the amendment. The words ‘or special’ is 
necessary because individual cases have to be judged on their own merits aud thus 
special orders have to be issued. If there is only a general order and if particular 
circumstances peculiar to a society arise it is not possible to make any special ordet. 
So if this amendment is accepted it will lead to practical difficulties. Not only 
practical difficulties will arise but in the case of particular societies when peculiar 
circumstances arise special orders have to be issued amending general orders, 
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Therefore, it is necessary, Sir, that this clause be retained as it is. So I oppose 
the amendment. 
The amendment was put and lost. 
The question that clause 37 stand part of the Bill was put and carried. 
The clause was added to the Bill. 
Clauses 38, to, 48 
The question thai clauses 38 to 48 stand part of the 
Bill was put and carried. 
The clauses were added to the Bill. 
Clause 49 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I move the amendment to omit Chapter X and 
clauses 49 and 50 and renumber the subsequent chapters and clauses, 

Sir, this chapter is for Supersession of the managing committee of co-operative 
societies. The wording is “if in the opinion of the Registrar, the committee of any 
registered society is not functioning properly, he may, after giving an opportunity 
to the committee to state its objections, if any, by order in writing, dissolve the 
committee and appoint a suitable person or persons to manage the affairs of the 
society for a specified period not exceeding one year. The period specified in such 
order may, at the discretion of the Registrar be reduced or extended from 
time to time. 

Provided that such order shall not remain in force for more than three -years 
in the aggregate.’ 

Then again, Sir, “the Registrar may fix the remuneration payable to the person 
or persons so appointed. The amount of ‘such remuneration and the other 
costs, Be any, incurred in the management of the society, shall be payable from 
its funds’. 

Sir, the hon. Minister for Co-operation himself said that these co-operative 
societies are organised to make people self-reliant and to train them to depend on 
themselves. That is the basic principle of co-operative societies, I was very glad 
to hear that the hon. Minister in charge has not forgotten i in the midst of legislative 
work the basic principle of co-operation. And even in the preamble it is stated 
that the co-operative societies are for the formation of thrift, self-help and mutual 
aid among agriculturists and other persons, Primarily then, co-operative societies 
must be managed by persons who are members of the society itself, It is nota 
joint trade concern or company, But it is a concern in which the membership and 
the relationship of the members thereof, have intrinsic value. They are conducting 
business among themselves, for them, by themselves. It is not a superimposed duty 
but a joint liability. What is provided in the clause is that “if in the opinion of the 
Registrar he thinks that the committee is not functioning properly, he can supersede - 
and can appoint his nominee, who need not be a member of the society, nor need 
have any thing to do with the society. He will be an appointed agent. ‘That, | 
think, is against the fundamental principles of co-operation, Why should any man 
who is not a member of that society be called upon to administer that society and 
be paid from the funds of the society and be held responsible for the management 
thereof? Suppose a particular Registrar has some grudge against a particular 
member of the committee of a society, then in his opinion that society may not be 
working properly; and having come to that conclusion he can supersede and 
appoint a man whom he likes to administer that society. The person so appointed 
is absolutely free from the control of the members of the society or of its managing 
committee. [ cannot understand the justice of such a provision. In clause 45, 
sub-clause 2, c(1} itis provided that whenever the Registrar thinks that the 
managing committee of a co-operative society is not functioning properly he may 
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(Srl. P, S. Nataraja Pillai] . 
notwithstanding any rule or bye-law prescribing the period of notice for a general 
meeting of the society, require the officers of the society to call a general meeting 
at such time and place at the headquarters of the society or any branch thereof and 
to determine such matters as may be directed by him and if the officers of the 
society refuse or fail to call such a meeting, he shall have power to call it himself: 
provided that at least three clear days’ notice shall have been given in respect of a 
meeting called under this clause.” 

By this provision the Registrar is given the power to call for a general meeting 
of the society, and to thus bring the defects of the managing committee before the 
general body of members and thus to rectify the mistakes. When the Registrar is 
clothed with the authority and power to call a general body meeting of the members 
and to cal] attention to the defects of the working committee before the general 
meeting, and to remedy them why should he be again given this right to supersede. 
That cannot understand. According to me itis quite unnecessary and unreason- 
able. On the other hand it will cause hardship. It will raise the position of the 
Registrar from that of a friend and guide to that of an autocrat and dictator. In 
my view this provision will not help the movement but will be an hindrance 
to its growth. 

3 p.m: 

Sir, Whatever may be the right of the Government to control the movement, 

whatever may be the right of the Registrar to see to the proper working of the 
co-operative societies, it does not lie in the hands of Government even in the 
remotest sense, to deprive the right inherent in the members of the co-operative 
societies to control their own affairs. Inthe form in which it is now drafted, these 
two clauses must be omitted if we really believe that the co-operative movement is 
a movement of the people, for the people and by the people by which people are to 
be trained in self-reliance and self-dependance. With these words, I resume 
my seat. 
y Sri. L. M. Pylee: The amendment is to delete chapter X of the Bill, namely, 
Supersession of Committee of Society. In going through the two sections of this 
chapter, one should be impressed by the fact that this 1s a remedy, as Mr. Nataraja 
Pillai pomted out,—an extraordinary remedy for an extraordinary evil. When are 
the powers conferred by the sections to be invoked? Certainly not in ordinary cases, 
but when the.conditions are such that the action to be taken under the previous 
sections alluded to by the hon. Member, namely, sections 45 and 46 are not 
enough. Does the hon. Member think that confusion and disorder or whatever 
they might be in a society have reached a stage where merely taking action under 
section 45 would be sufficient? Section 45 is meant for certain circumstances no 
doubt, but there might arise situations, which are more confused and where the 
degree of evil may be greater, and then should there not be a remedy that is 
commensurate with the degree of evil that has arisen? 

Now, let us take the previous section—section 45 which, according to the 
hon. Member, is quite sufficient. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: There is section 51. 

Sri. L. M. Pylee : The previous chapter is, as you said, quite sufficient. The 
essence of that provision is that the rectification should be left to the hands of 
certam members of the society. When an evil situation has arisen, then the 
rectification of that situation is to be entrusted to the hands of the very same 
persons who are responsible for the evil situation. This does not appeal to me. 
There is a proverb in Malayalam, Sir, ‘ 

xi, P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I point out that the provision is to dissolve 
the committee, -but the general body is there. 
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Sri. L. M. Pylee: That is what I say. Does the hon. Member think 
that it is only the members of the Committee who had brought about such an evil 
’ situation? Very often, Sir, we have seen instances where it is not merely the 
members of the committee but the members of the general body. 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai:| Then, it is section 51. Winding up is the 
only gmedy. 
M. Py'iee; Winding up is the only remedy, but there may be 
instances in vekeh a drastic remedy is to be taken. For instance, somebody is ill. 
Will you say: ‘Do not treat him. Put him to death.” Should there not be certain 
treatments which may be tried before the doctor is asked to apply the drastic 
emedy? These are various degrees of action. In one case, it is enough if the evil 
ig Jeft to be treated by the members of the general body. A more serious situation 

- may arise in which it would become necessary to think of a more drastic remedy and 
ultimately when that stage is also exceeded, there comes the final stage when the 
society is to be wound up. This is, therefore, an intermediate stage where we try to 
save the society by a less drastic means than that weapon which is now in our hands, 
namely, the complete cancellation of a society. Therefore, Sir, I should think this 
remedy is for an extraordinary evil. 

Now, the hon. Member has suggested that by doing so we would be going 
against that great dictum of the co-operative movement, namely, to make all self- 
reliant and train them to depend upon themselves. It is a very good ideal, Sir. 
May I humbly ask, are all those ideals translated perfectly and. fully into 
action? Ideals are ideals. In realities we often fall short of the ideals, 
and there are very many cases, and there have been indeed very many 
cases in the past too, where the co-operative societies have not conformed 
to those ideals. If societies are to be left to themselves on the 
plea that “don’t interfere because a society is meant to make men self-reliant and to 
train them to depend upon themselves,” it is too much to expect from human nature, 
human nature being what itis. 

Again, one would j imagine from the description given by the hon. Member 
that the Registrar is something of a small monster. 
hein St P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I have not said so.. I said, he is a human 

ein 

Sri. L. M. Pylee : The monster may be also a humanbeing. Here a Regis- 
trar may find that the working of a particular society is not properly done. “Pro- 
petly’ according to the interpretation of the hon. Member, is ‘“‘according 
to the whims and fancies of the Registrar.’ | The Registrar may not of course be a 
superman,—he is only an ordinary man—but still he must have a sense of responsi- 
bility and it may also happen that he may not have some sense of responsibility; but 
I will come to that later; now, it is said that if the Registrar finds that something is 
not done according to his taste, according to his whims and fancies, then the Regis- 
trar_at once calls somebody who is not even a member of the society to take charge 
of the whole society and run it for two years and acts something like a dictactor. 
But I may respectiully ask: is that so? That does not mean his individual satis- 
faction, The Registrar has to judge it reasonably and judiciously and not simply 
decide it to his individual satisfaction. He is a responsible officer of Government, 
by that I don’t mean to say that all Registrars ave saints nor all those are wise men. 
But, still he has to exercise his sense of responsibility not merely because something 
is to he done to his satisfaction but to the welfare of the society asa whole. It is said 
that simply because something has to be done to his wishes and his own conceptions 
and notions. he calls somebody from outside the whole society and entrusts the 
work to him, and that man becomes a master of the situation: and goes on practically 
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as adictator. Surely it is not so. I don’t say that a situation cannot arise, but it 
is not likely that such a situation could arise. 

Here again, my hon. friend has been asking; “ why should another man be 
taken? It is not necessary to take another man.” We can very well imagine the 
situation in which these clauses are going to be applied. Some of the societies find 
themselves in hopelessness. There have been sertous disorders. There are influen- 
tial members of the general body running about and trying to influence the mem- 
bers of the committee. The members of the committee themselves lead the organi- 
zation to hopelessness for the sake of self interest or to feather their own nests. Then, 
it may be that looking at the situation asa whole, the Registrar feels that none of 
these members should be entrusted with the work of the rectification. It isnot 
neeessary that a man from outside should be taken. [tis not obligatory on thé pag 
of the Registrar. It is not said that only a man from outside should be taken. The 
Registrar may as well take anybody who is a member of the society, even a member 
of the committee, but if the Registrar finds that none of these persons would be ft 
to deal with the situation, is it not proper that some other respectable person, a per- 
son of unquestionable integrity, should be chosen for this purpose of dealing with 
the situation? It will not be done frequently. But it isa case where the individual 
discretion of the Registrar with a sense of responsibility must be duly exercised, 
Therefore, I do not find anything wrong if the Registrar thinks that none of the 
members of the society, neither the committee member nor the other members, is fit 
enough to deal with the situation because those persons themselves may havea 
share in the wrongs that have been done. Therefore, it is but proper that somebody 
from outside who is new, unbiassed and who has not had any share in creating such 
a situation, should be entrusted with the work. [tis proper that the power of dis 
cretion should be vested in the Registrar. It does not detract from the dictum that 
a co-operative movement is to make men self-reliant and to train them to depend 
upon themselves. 

Again, | may point out that even if the Registrar isa monster and has exercised 
his powers unreasonably, there isa section in the same chapter which says: “An 
appeal against an order of the Registrar under section 49 may be made by any party 
aggrieved or affected by the order to the Government within two months of the date 
of communication of the order.” This is clause 50, the last clause in that chapter. 
Therefore, if the Registrar thinks that something is not done properly, that is to say, 
according to the interpretation given by the hon. Member, viz., “‘ according to his 
whims and fancies’ —even then, the Registrar cannot act like that. If he has exer- 
cised his power in a whimsical manner, there is clause 50 which says that an appeal 
shall lie to the Government against the order and Government can intervene and see 
that matters are set right. 

Then, again, | may point out to the House that these provisions are found in 
similar enactments in other States. I may call the attention of the hon. Mem- 
bers to the Madras Co-operative Societies Act, Section 43, which lays down the same 
provisions. From that Act, it is scen that the period of appointment of that parti- 
cular person who is called upon may be extended, but in our Act itcan even be 
reduced. Section 49 says that the period specified in such order may at the discree 
tion of the Registrar be reduced. If there is any necessity it may be extended, 
it is found that the situation has been rectified, and therefore the activities of the 
soriety can return to the normal channel the period may be reduced. So, there is 
this provision which is not found in the Madras Act. So, we are even more liberal 
than the Madras Act at least in that respect, and this provision is found in almost all 
similar Acts of other States. We should have recourse to cancellation. _ Either we 
try to rectify the evils under this provision or we should cancel the eociety, There 1s 
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no intermediate way. ‘Therefore, this provision has been wisely inserted in this 
Bill, and it finds a place not only in our enactments but in all similar enactments 
elsewhere. The enactments in Cochin and Travancore are of the same type. There 
are similar provisions in the Municipalities Act, Panchayats Act and in the Acts 
relating to similar Local Bodies. This is in fact a necessary protection so far as 
Bills of this nature are concerned. There is nothing extraordinary'in this matter. 
Therefore, this is a very useful section. In cases where there is abuse of power by 
* an officer concerned, there is remedy under provisions 46 and 50 of this Bill which 
say that an appeal shall lie before Government. For these reasons, | think this 
amendment need not be accepted. I oppose the amendment. 

The amend ment was put and lost, 

Sri, D. Gnanasigameni: Sir, I move, 

“In clause 49 (1), line 6, between the words ‘persons’ and ‘to’ insert the 
words ‘from among the members of that society.” 

With my amendment the clause reads: 

“Tf, in the opinion of the Registrar, the committee of any registered society 
is not functioning properly, he may, after giving an opportunity to the com- 
mittee to state its objections, if any, by order in writing, dissolve the committee 
and appoint a suitable person or persons from among the members of that 
society, fo manage the affairs of the society for a period not exceeding one 
year....”, 

In the matter of the appointment of a committee, the discretion of the Registrar 
should be limited. He must choose persons only from among the members of that 
society. Suppose there are 400 members in a particular society. There is no pur- 
pose in saying that the Registrar should travel out of these 400 members and choose 
some other person who has no manner of connection with the society to manage the 
affairs of that society. [thas always te be borne in mind that in a co-operative 
movement there is no meaning in appointing persons who have no manner of con- 
nections with it. It is to bring home to Government this aspect of the matter, I 
have tabled this amendment. 

Sir, a lot was said about supersession. No doubt such a clause may to a certain 
extent be necessary. The appointment of persons who are quite unconnected with 
a society is tantamount to winding up. _ Instead clause 5! can be applied for the 
winding up of that society. If out of 400 members the Registrar is unable to-find 5 
or 6 persons who can constitute a committee to manage affairs of that society, I do 
not see any reason why section 51 ought not to be applied. My point is this namely 
that the Registrar ought not to go out in search of persons not being members of 
that society to constitute a committee to manage the affairs of that society during 
the supersession period and hence this amendment. 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: Sir, I have already dealt with this matter on a previous 
amendment. All the same this is what I have to say. Sometimes it becomes un- 
desirable to avoid a member of the society itself from managing an institution. But 
the Registrar is not prevented from selecting an outsider for running the affairs of 
the society. _ Discretion to choose vests in him according to law. It is likely the 
situation will be such that either due to factions or other undesirable circumstances 
amongst members irrespective of their numerical strength, the Registrar must have 
the freedom to look elsewhere for running the affairs of the society. It need not be 
presumed thet the person taken from outside has no interest in co-operative matters 
or 38 unacquainted with the affairs of asociety. It is to be expected that the 
Registrar in choosing an outsider will see to that point as well. In my opinion the 
Registrar should have freedom instead of restricting his sphere of selection from 
among the members of a society. For these reasons, I think this amendment is not - 
necessary. 
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The amendment was put and lost. 
Sri. L. M. Pylee: Sir, I move, 

“In sub-clause (5) of clause 49, between the words ‘and’ and ‘may for this 
purpose enter’, the words ‘the Magistrate’ shall be inserted.” 

This is intended to make the meaning of the section clear. _It is only a verbal 

amendment, 
The amendment was put and carried. 
T he question that clause 49, as amended, stand part of the Bill was put and carried, 
The clause, as amended, was added to the Bill. 
Clauses 50 to 54 
The question that clauses 50 to 54 stand part of the Bill was put and carried, 
The clauses were added to the Bill. 
Clause 55 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: Sir, I move, ; 

“In sub-clause (2) of clause 55 for the words ‘the Code of Civil Procedure 
for time being in force’ occurring at the end, the words and figures ‘the Code 
of Civil Procedure, 1908” shall be substituted. 

Throughout India there is a common Code of Civil Procedure for application, 
Hence this amendment becomes necessary. 
The amendment was put and carried. ; 
The question that clause 55, as amended, stand part of the Bill was put and carried, 
The clause, as amended, was added to the Bill. 


Clauses 56 to 61 
The question that clauses 56 to 61 stand part of the Bill was put and carried. 
The clauses were added to the Bill, 
Clause 62 
Sri. L. M. Pylee: Sir, I move, 
“In clause 62, the words ‘ the Code of Civil Procedure for the time being in 


force’ occurring at the end, the words and figures ‘the Code of Civil Procedure, 
1908” shall be substituted.” 


For the same reasons as | have stated, this amendment becomes necessary. 


The amendment was put and carried,

Sri. L. M. Pylee. Sir, 1 move

dure for the time being in force’ occurring between the words ‘of’ and ‘be’ 
the words, 2 and figures ‘the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898” shall be 
substitute 


The amendment was put and carried. 

Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: Sir, [ move. 

“ In elause 68 (3), add the following sentence at the end of that clause ; 

“Such sanction shall not be given without giving the party concerned an 
opportunity to be heard.” 

With the amendment the clause would read thus:— 

“No prosecution shall be instituted under this Act without the previous 
sanction of the Registrar. Such sanction shall not be given without giving the 
party concerned an opportunity to be heard.” 

Sir, the form in which I have amended brings it in line with the existing law, 
onthe matter, I do not see any reason why in this Bill such a Salient provision 
should be omitted. The wording in the section is that no prosecution shall be 
instituted under this Act without the previous sanction of the Registrar. The other 
provision in the existing Act of giving the party an opportunity to be heard is 
omitted for no ostensible reason. ‘That is an aspect for consideration. Sir, in respect 
of giving sanction for criminal prosecution, it is of the utmost importance that a 
notice shall be given to the party concemed to show cause why he should not be 
proceeded against. This is a fundamental principle followed in respect of every 
other matter. It is a wholesome principle to be followed here also. We have been 
following it so long. There is no reason why it should be discontinued now. 
opportunity ought to be given to the party concerned to show cause why such and 
such action should not be taken against him. Say, before an officer is being dis- 
missed, he is given notice before hand to show cause why he should not be dis- 
missed. The offering of valid explanations by the party, may end in the dropping 
of the proposed prosecution. Idonot quite understand why there should be a 
departure from the observance of fundamental rules when a party is about to be 
criminally affected. It is only very reasonable that before launching prosecution on 
a party concerned, he is given an opportunity te be heard by the officer. Further, 
it is no new principle that is being advocated. For these reasons I think the House 
vill accept this amendment, which is merely intended to give the party a fair 

eal 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: Usually the practice is to issue notice to the party to show 
cause why proceedings should not be instituted against him. As the wording of the 
section stands, even now it does not preclude a notice being given. My hon. 
friend’s amendment is something different. The party is usually heard before 
summary action is taken against him. Even without such an amendment, the idea 
is inherent in the clause itself. Therefore, there is no need for such an amend- 
ment. So, [oppose the amendment. ‘There is one more point to be made in this 
connection. The Select Committee have gone into this matter thoroughly and 
have not felt the need for such a position. By giving another opportunity to the 
person, the matter will become nebulous, 

It might lead to the prosecution being weakened for reasons which must be 
obvious to my hon'ble friend who is a lawyer. 

Sri. D, Guanasigameni: But the party must be asked to show reasons why 
he should not be charged. He may have very valid reasons. 
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Sri. L. M. Pylee: It does not prevent the Registrar from doing so, But the 
amendment would make it compulsory on the part of the Registrar to send for the 
party, and hear him, And when the party is very clever it might also happen that 
the Registrar would be heard.also. That is, if the party is clever, he will fnd out 
what is in the mind of the Registrar. Therefore it might not always be safe to give 
the party an opportunity to be heard. If the Registrar wants he may be heard, the 
Bill does not prevent him from hearing him. But according to the amendment it 
would make it obligatory on the Registrar. Therefore I oppose the amendment, 


The amendment was put and lost. 
The question that clause 68, as amended, stand part of the Bill was put and carried, 
The clause, as amended, was added to the Bill. 
Clause 69 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: | move for the deletion of the proviso to clause 69, 
The clause reads thus ; 


“69. This Chapter shall apply to Farming Societies. 

Provided that the Government may, by general or special order, direct that 
the provisions of this Chapter shall also apply to any other class ot societies, 
and thereupon they sha'l apply as if such societies were Farming Societies.” 
So far as the first portion of the clause is concerned, that is perfectly alright. But 
so far as the second portion is concerned, | am afraid that it comes within the ambit 
of delegated legislation. This power of legislation which has been conferred-on the 
Legislature cannot be delegated by the Legislature to Government. That is my real 
objection. This has been the subject of a recent decision of the Supreme Court 
also. They have said that in the case of a body invested with legislative powers 
under the Constitution, that power can only be execused by that Legislature, and 
could not be delegated to another body. The proviso says—“‘provided the Govern 
ment may, by general or special order, direct that the provisions of this Chapter 
shall also apply to any other class of societies’. These classes of societies are not 
now before us. This Legislature has not applied its mind as to what those societies 
are. On the mere ground that this Legislature has not applied its mind as to what 
all socicties this Act should extend, those socicties cannot be made to come withit 
the provisions of the Act, by a mere notification of such application. That is the 
position of law on the matter. Therefore I stand by the dictum of the Supreme 
ourt that it comes within the ambit of delegated legislation and {therefore this 
House is not competent to delegate those powers to the Government to extend the 

scope of this Bill to include other classses of societies. 


_Sxi. L. M. Pylee: Sir, this chapter is a new experiment, namely Farming 
Societies. There are certain conditions envisaged in this chapter in ordéfto 
institute farming societies. It may be that in certain places it may not be possible 
to establish such farming societies and there may be other societies approximating 
to such societies. If such institutions are found, it would be desirable to extend 
the scope of this Act to include them. Itis to cover such cases that this pro- 
vision is included. And I think it is desirable that in the particular circumstances 
of the case to retain that provision. There is still much to be done in regard to 
the co-operative movement. It might be helpful to its development that such 
provisions are made. ‘Therefore I oppose the amendment.

“71 (2) For the purposes of this Chapter there shall be constituted a Board 
consisting of the Registrar, the Director of Agriculture and the Member of 
the Bourd of Revenue in charge of land revenue matters. The member of 
the Board of Revenue shalt be the Chairman of the Board. 

(2) If there is a difference of opinion between the members of the Board 
regarding any question under the provisions of this Chapter, such question 
shall be referred to the Government and shall be determined in accordance 
with the decision of the Government.” 

I want the second clause to be deleted. Under clause | the Board consists of 
three persons, the Chairman of the Board being the Member of the Board of 
Revenue and the other two members being the Registrar and the Director of 
Agriculture. Sub clause (2) says that if there is a difference of opinion, the matter 
shall be referred to the Government for its decision. We cannot understand how 
a difference of opinion can arise in a Board consisting of three members. Under 
the High Court Act. there is provision for a Bench consisting of two judges to hear 
a case, and if there is a difference of opinion, it is referred to a third judge whose 
decision determines the matter. When the Bench consists of three Judges, no 
such question ever arises. Here even to start with, there are three persons; and it 
is said that if there is a difference of opmion the matter shall be referred to the 
Government. Itis not understandable for those conversant with this kind of 
procedure and therefore I move for its deletion.

This clause 96 relates to the rule making powers of the Government and 
provides in what all cases an appeal shall lic. That would have been alright if in the 
other parts of the Act, such cases have not been determined. But there are several 
clauses in the Act which determine all such cases. For example clause 10. 
Under the proviso to this clause it is provided that an appeal shall lie to the 
Government from the said order within two months from the date on which 
the order was so sent. That is one clausc where it has been determined 
thet an appeal shall lie. Then clause 50, Here also an appeal against an order 
of the Registrar under section 49 may Le made by any party aggrieved or affected by 
the order to the Government within two months of the date of communication of the 
order. Here also the appeal is provided for and determined under the Act. Then 
in clause 55°(4) any person aggrieved by any order of the liquidator may in the 
prescribed manner appeal to the Registrar against such order within two months 
from the date of issue of the order. Here also there is the clause where appeal has 
been provided for and it has been determined by the provisions of this Act. Then 
again in clause 78 (3) any person aggrieved by the report of the inquiry officer may 
appeal to the Board, Then there is clause 79 (2). “There also an appeal is already 
provided for. In all these cases appeals have been determined and provided for, 
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By passing all these provisions already referred to above, we have provided for 
all cases where appeals are necessary and there is nothing left for anybody, either for 
the Government, or anybody else to determine any case in which an appeal shall lie. 
We have already passed such provisions wherever necessary in this Bill itself 
and therefore the clause under reference viz., 96 (2) (y) will be unnecessary and 
superfluous. 

Secondly, Sir, the rule making powers of the Government can only be ia 
conformity with the provisions of the concerned Act itself and it cannot be at 
variance with it. Since we have already determined the eases in which an appeal 
shall lie there is nothing left for the Government to provide for anything further. 
That is the reason why I have brought in this amendment and I submit that this 
sub-clause may be omitted. 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: Sir, as the hon. Member pointed out there are the 
foregoing provisions which have prescribed for appeals. But all the same cases which 
are not covered by these sections may not be quite exhaustive and in future we may 
have concrete matters where provision will have to be made for appeals. | This is 
a legislation and it may be necessary to provide for contingencies which are not 
anticipated at present, That is the usual experience in the many pieces of legislation 
and that practice is already here. ; 

There is no danger in having this clause. But, on the other hand, there is 
danger in not having this clause. One cannot foresee all the possible 
contingencies that may arise in the future. That is the experience of every legis- 
lation and therefore a provision like this to mect the future contingencies has been 
found necessary and desirable to -be retained and therefore I oppose this 
amendment,

Sri. P. 8. Nataraja Pillai: The whole country will only be glad that steps 


are being taken to provide help for the industries in the State. Statutory sanction 
is being sought to provide it and to simplify the existing law. I think that all ite 
provisions will have to be clearly examined before the Bill is passed. Various 
matters require careful consideration and it can only be clarified by a discussion in 
a Select Committee. In clause 11, you find “The condition of the grant of any 
of the forms of State aid specified in clauses (f) and (g) of sub-section (1) shall 
ordinarily be that the value of the aid_ granted as ascertained by the prescribed 
authorjty in the prescribed manner”. That is the wording. Prescribed authority 
has not been defined. Sub clause 3....... 

Mr. Speaker: Order, order. Does the hon. Member oppose the Bill? 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Iam moving the Bill for reference toa Select 
Committee. 

Mr. Speaker : You can do that only after the Member in charge moves that 
the Bill be taken into consideration.

The Bill provides a Board witha 
non-official majority and they are given the power to grant loans. The Board must 
consider carefully ihe terms and conditions on which the loan is to be granted. 
There must be explicit provisions for that. There is a prohibition that persons 
interested in any particular industry, if they happen to be on the Board, should not 
vote on it, If persons who are interested in some industry happened to exercise 
that right and ultimately a loss is incurred by the State there is now no provision even’ 
to realise that loss from the person or persons who were responsible to grant it, 
There are certain words which are liable to various interpretations. “Prescribed 
persons” is one example. Who are the prescribed persons? There must be some 
definition. The present wording means that it has been prescribed in the rule, 
That is very dangerous. This is a very important Bill and very many clauses 
require careful reconsideration. I doubt very much whether this is a re-enactment of 
the old law asclaimed by the hon. Minister. There are various changes here 
and there. Therefore, I think it is better to refer the Bill to a Select Committee so 
that it may go into the whole thing and submit their report as early as possible s0 
that the Bill may be made into law. There is no intention to delay the Bill, 
Everyone likes to see the Bill passed into law. | always appreciate the idea of encourag- 
ing industries. When we enact a law, I think, it should not be done in a hry. Only 
aday or a few minutes is necessary to complete all the proceedings in a House 
where the Government has complete majority. Rectifying the defects later on may 
or may not be easy. Therefore a committee must sit and think over the matter. 
Therefore 1 move the Bill for a Select Committee.

Syi. K. M. Korah: In 1950, the Parliament passed the Khaddar Act 
regulating the use of “Khaddar” and “Khadi” when applied as a trade description 
of woven materials. The intention of Parliament in enacting this legislation 
was that it should be followed up by laws passed by the State Legisla ures providing 
for the licensing of dealers in Khaddar and Khadi and the prohibition of the sale of 
such materials except by licensed dealers or hy dealers holding certificate from the 
All India Spinners’ Association. Parliament could not enact* this law m view 
of the fat that this fell within the scope of cartain entries in the State legislation, 
The present Bill is designed to carry out the above intentions of Parliament. 


The question that the Travancore-Cochin Sale of Khaddar Bill be introduced 
was put and carried. 

Sri. K. M. Korah: I move that the Bill be taken into consideration, 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: 1 second it. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I oppose this, Sir. I move that it may be 
referred to a Select Committce. In the statement of objects and reasons it is stated 
that the mention of Parliament in enacting the Khaddar (Protection of Yarn) Act 
was to follow it up by laws passed by the State Legislatures. But as far as that 
parliamentary act is concerned there is absolutely no suggestion like that anywhere 
init. It was confined to the trade description of Khadi within the meaning of 
Trade Mark. The definition of Khadi is any cloth woven on hand loom in India 
from yarn hand spun in India applicable to states as well. The statement about the 
intention of Parliament does not come within the Act. Therefore there is no 
necessity to license a particular sct of peoples to deal in Khadi and there is no 
provision to that effect in the Control Act. A few will have to be charged for a 
licence and whether this system will he advantageous for the development of Khadi 
is a serious question for consideration. Another provision in the Bill is that a 
certificate from the Secretary, All India Spinners Association will be equal toa 
licence granted by Government. All India Spinners’ Association is not a statutory 

ody. Whatever may be the sacredness, how much great the veneration associated 
with the name of that sacred person of India who sponsored thi. institution yet it 
will be a matter for serious consideration to put a body, like the, All India Spinners’ 
Association, on an equal basis with Government. 

Sir, it is better to discuss all provisions and implications in a_ select 
committee and to come to a clear understanding than to decide it here. Then about 
the penalty.. A penalty of thousand rupees is provided for a bonafide mistake that 
may be committed, by marketting an article with a false trade mark. Whether the 
penalty is heavy oy not is another matter to be considered. Imprisonment is the 
punishment for any breach of the rule. There it is provided that no court shall take 
cognisance of an offence ender this unless Government initiates it. That is a 
peculiar kind of provision. By this provision, Government is taking up unnecessary 
responsibility, _[ think it is better if the official benches will reconsider whether we 
should have a bill of this nature or not. Will it not be better to give freedom to 
Khadi trade if we want the development of Khadi. If the Government are very 
particular that it is necessary to introduce a legislation, they must concede to the 
position that the Bill may be sent up to a Select Committee to go into the details, 
study its various provisions and submit a report before it is taken into consideration 
here. With these words, I move that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee, 
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Sri. K.M. Korah: I oppose Mr. Nataraja Pillai. My hon. friend will 
concede the fact that the Parliament would not enact a law providing for the 
licensing of dealers in Khaddar and Khadi. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know the Parliamentary Act which con- 
tains that provision ? 

Sri. K.M. Korah: This provision is not in the Act. There is another 
difficulty also in this matter. In the statement of objects and reasons of the Bill 
it is clearly stated that it is the intention of the Parliarnent that it would be follow- 
ed up in State legislatures. 

Sxi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: In the preamble, it is not mentioned. 

Sri. K, M. Korah: It is directed that this Government should follow the 
directions of Parliament so far as this particular matter is concerned. In these 
circumstances, 1 oppose the amendment, 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: In view of the fact that the Secretary of the All- 
India Spinners’ Association is recognised as a licensing authority under this Bill, 
may I know the nature of the control which Government will have on that licensing 
authority > 

Sri. K. M. Korah: That is an All-India Association recognised by the 
Government of India. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Then the Secretary is not a licensing authority 
under this Act ? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: As far as that matter is concerned it is enough if a 
certificate is obtained from that Association. . 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: The guestion is “what is the nature of control 
this Government have ona licensing authority under this Act > 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Here we do it by way of notifications published in the 
Gazette. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Have we the control? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Yes, we have control. I would draw the attention of 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai to Section 4: “The Government may, by notification in 
the gazette, appoint one or more persons as they may think fit, to be the licensing 
authority for any local area or for the whole State”. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: I follow it. Two licensing authorities are con- 
templated under this Act, the Textile Commissioner and the Secretary. So far as 
the Textile Commissioner is concerned he has control, while Secretary has no 
control. But he is supposed to be appointed as a Licensing authority under 
this Act. : 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Not asa licensing authority: It is enough if a certifi- 
cate is obtained from the Secretary. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: (Can he be prosecuted if he goes against this 
provision ? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Yes.

At present different scales of diet are prescribed in the Medical Institutions in 
the Travancore-Cochin areas. With a view to bring about uniformity in the Diet 
Scales, Government in supersession of all previous orders fixing diet scale to inpa- 
tients in the several Medical Institutions of the State of Travancore-Cochin, have 
been pleased to fix the following diet scales to inpatients in all medical mstitutions 
with a provision of 8 or more beds. In places where the number of beds is below 
eight, rice alone as per the new diet scale will be issued to those patients who can 
find it convenient to arrange their cooking. This scale will not affect the diet scales 
prevailing in the Tuberculosis, Leprosy and Mental Hospitals. 

The new Diet Scale will come into effect from 3rd June 1951. Issue of diet 
to new Institutions under this arrangement will commence as soon as the preliminary 
arrangements are completed.

In the Objects and Reasons also what is stated is, “Section 25 of the High Court 
Act provides that a Full Bench shall hear and decide all appeals from the decree of 
the District Courts or Courts of Subordinate Judges or of a single Judge of the High 
Court in suits in which the amount or value of the subject-matter is not less than 
Rs. 5,000. It is proposed to delete this provision so that it may be competent for 
Division Benches to hear all appeals without limitation of value. It is also proposed to 
* confer ont he Single judgeof the High Court power of hearing second and miscellaneous 
appeals valued at Rs. 1,000 and less. To implement these proposals the Act has to be 
suitably amended.’ Opportunity has been availed of to delete the provisions 
regarding the constitution of High Court, salaries of Judges etc., from the High 
Court Act which become infructuous in the face of similar provisions in the Con- 
stitution, It is, therefore, for the specific purposes mentioned in the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons and for the specific purpose as laid down in the Preamble 
"hereinafter appearing’, that the amendment Bill has been brought. I do not think 
that the amendment to clause 8 therefore comes within the scope of this Bill. : 
Sri. P. Nanoo: Am I to understand that this House cannot suggest amend- 
ments within the scope of the objects and reasons mentioned in the Bill?

My. Speaker: With regard to the point raised by Mr. P.S. Nataraja Pillai 
as the hon. Member wishes to move amendments, the Bill may be considered 
tomorrow. Hon. Members who want to move amendments may give notice 
today itself. ; 


The hon. Minister for Education may now move for the third reading of 
the Co-operative Societies Bill the next item. 


The Travancore-Cochin Co-operative Societies Bill 


Minister for Education and Revenue (Sri. L. M. Pylee): Sir, before moving 
the Co-operative Societies Bill for the third reading, I have to refer to a sug- 
gestion put forward yesterday in the course of discussions on certain amendments 
by Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai. He suggested that Government may consider the 
feasibility of introducing an amendment to sub-clause 3 of clause 31. In this con- 
nection, | may mention that Government could bring an amendment at the final 
stage only in the form of a formal amendment or it must be consequential upon 
some amendment made after the Bill was taken into consideration. In the opinion 
of Government this provision is absolutely unnecessary. Ifthe Member still thinks 
it is desirable to have such a clarification I may just move an amendment. — If the 
House is unanimously of the opinion that it may be accepted, Government have no 
objection. 

My. Speaker: Standing Order 42 applies to this question. “‘No amendment 
may be moved which is not either formal or consequential upon an amendment 
made after the Bill was taken into consideration.” Therefore, if the House is 
unanimous that the amendment be moved the hon. Minister may move the 
amendment. The Chair has no objection. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: I oppose this amendment. This is a complicated 
question of law and ought not to be dealt with so lightly. 
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Sri. L. M. Pylee: That has no bearing upon the present amendment. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: The question of heirship and other allied questions 
often turn out to be complicated questions of law. The Registrar has neither the 
training nor the time at his disposal for a proper consideration of this question. 
These are matters which could be properly dealt with only by a Civil Court. The 
finding out of tle leg:! representatives by the Registrar may not be so easy. That 
is why such questions are often left to the Civil Court. For example, even in the 
Forest Act when a Kudivila case is a complicated one, the Forest Officer is invested 
with the power of referring it to the District Court without deciding it himself. It 
is better to leave the matter as it is without complicating it further. 

Sri. L. M. Pylee: My suggestion is that if the House is unanimous it may 
be moved. Government are not very particular that the amendment should be 
moved. [n view of the objection, | don’t move it, Sir. I move that the Travan- 
core-Cochin Co-operative Societies Bill, as amended at the second reading, be 
passed, 

Sri. K. M. Korah; I second the motion. 

The question that the Co-operative Societies Bill be passed 
was put and carried. 


The Bill was passed. 
The Travancore-Cochin Sale of Khaddar Bill 


Mr. Speaker: We will now take up the Travancore-Cochin Sale of Khader 

Bill clause by clause. 
Clauses 2 to 4 : 
The question that clauses 2 to 4 stand part of the Bill 
was put and carried. 
The clauses were added to the Bill. 

Sri. P. Nanoo; I want to bring to the notice of the Minister one thing. In 
clause 2 (a), it is given that ‘a dealer means a person carrying on the business of 
selling Khaddar or Khadi and clause 5 says that a licensing authority may grant a 
licence on the application of a ‘dealer’. I want to know whether it is the object of 
the mover of this Bill that licences for the sale of Khadi would be given only to 
persons who are already dealers in Khadi. 

Sri. K. M. Korah: > No, it is not the intention. All that is meant by this 
clause is that a dealer who carries on business can be granted a licence. 

Sri. P. Nanoo: Suppose a person who is not a dealer in Khadi applies for 
licence >? Should he not be given licence ? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: I submit that the interpretation given by the hon. 
Member is not correct. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Some difficulty has arisen in Mr. Nanoo’s inter- 
pretation. If we read clause 5, we will find that a person who wants to apply 
must be a dealer. It is not any person who can apply for licence. That is the 
wording in clause 5, 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Will not the difficulty be over if instead of the word 
‘dealer’, the word ‘person’ js substituted ? I shall move an amendment whén clause 
5 is taken up.

Sri. K. M. Korah: Sir, [ move: 


In clause 5, for the word ‘‘dealer” substitute the word “person”, 
The amendment was pui and carried. 
Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai: 1 move: “In clause 5, omit the words ‘and 
after making such inquiry, as it thinks fit’, in lines 2 and 3,” and 


“In the same clause add the following sentence: ‘No fee shall be levied for 
such licence.” ” 


As I said at the earlier stage, | for one do not believe that that there is any 


necessity for introducing a licensing system for khadj which every Indian wants to 
see developed. The licensing of controlled commodities in short supply such as 


- food-grains and other articles which are dangerous for common use may be all right, 


but granting licence to dealers who are to deal in cloth, especially khadi, is I think 
an unwise decision. To make it still worse, it is said here that ‘and after making 
such inquiry as‘it thinks fit,” a licence may be granted. That means, if an application 
is made to any licensing authority, that authority will make enquiries whether the 
man who is dealing in khadi is a fit person to deal in khadi or not. If the licensing 
authority comes to the conclusion that he is not a man fit to carry on trade in khadi, 
the licence will not be granted. There is a preliminary enquiry by the licensing 
authority before granting the licence. That means the licensing authority may 
conduct an inquiry as to the financial status and the antecedents of ‘the applicant. 
The antecedents of the applicant, according to the licensing authority, may not be 
such as to entitle him to geta licence. The antecedents may vary with different 
persons who seek a licence. The antecedents of a person may be that he is nota 
habitual wearer of khadi or that he has not contributed to the propagation of khadi 
or that on economic grounds he. was opposed to khadi and hand-spinning and 
believed in western mechanization and held a strong view on those lines, and was 
carrying on propaganda against khadi. All these will be taken into account during 
the enquiry and the person may not be found fit to carry on trade in khadi. Or, it 
will depend upon the political antecedents of the applicant. As a matter of fact, 
Sir, if it is a question of giving a licence to a manto carry ona simple trade like 
sale of khadi, there need not be a preliminary condition of an inquiry. As it is, that 
provision for an inquiry is unnecessary. Therefore, only, Sir, I have moved that 
the words, “‘and after making such inquiry as it thinks fit" be deleted from the 
clause. 
; Then, the acknowledged purpose of the present Bill is, I take it, to encourage 
khadi in the country, and to do whatever that is possible to encourage that industry. 
I for one personally believe that it is good, but whether the method adopted by the 
Government will achieve that result is highly doubtful, This Bill envisages the 
introduction of a licensing fee for trading in khadi. Why should that fee be levied? 
A free licence may be granted. ‘The whole rationale or purport of the Bill seems 
to me, Or ought to be, or rather it should be, to fix up the responsibility of the 
person who infringed the definition of the trade mark ‘khadi’ as given in the 
Central Act. The Central Act has defined what khadj is, and we should not allow 
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spuriots articles to be marketed under the name of khadi. For that purpose, per- 
haps, a licence may be issued. As a matter of course, a free licence ought to be 
granted so that the responsibility may be fixed on the man who is dealing in khadi. 
Otherwise, there is no necessity for levying a licence fee. The amount of licence 
fee that is sought to be levied is not given in the Bil), It may depend upon the 
decision of the Department or the executive authority as the case may be. In these 
circumstances, Sir, I honestly believe that the levying of a licence fee to carry on 
tyade in khadi will be injurious for the propagation of khadi. So, Sir, no fee should 
be levied. A free licence should be granted. Therefore, asI said, the words ‘‘and 
after making such inquiry as it thinks fit” may be omitted and the sentence, “no fee 
shall be levied for such licence” be inserted. With these words, I move the two 
amendments, 


Sri. K. M. Korah: I oppose both the amendments. 


{ oppose the first amendment on the following grounds. In the first place, 
some sort of restriction is necessary when the licence fee to be levied is not likely to 
be very high. Secondly, an inquiry is necessary so that unhealthy competition may 
be avoided and at the same time, we may be able to select the right type of persons 
to safeguard the industry. 

I oppose the second amendment on the ground that the intention is to collect 
a small amount to be incurred m enforcing the provisions of the Act. I may also 
draw the attention of the hon. Member to the fact that the draft Bill forwarded 
by the Government of India also contains this provision. 


The amendmenis were put one by one and lost. 
The question that clause 5, as amended, stand part of the Bill was put and 


carried, - 
Clause 5 was added to the Bill, 


Clause 6 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 move ; 
“In clause 6 omit the words ‘imprisonment which may extend to six months 
or, ‘in lines 3 and 4; 
and 
“In the same clause insert “hundred” for “thousand” in the last line.’ 


My purpose is that the penalty for the contravention of the provisions of 
section 3 or committing a breach of any of the conditions of the licence should be 
only a fine~a sum not exceeding Rs. 100. Generally, for trading in such common 
articles like cloth, it is only a fine that is levied for an offence therein. There are 
various provisions of law under which licence is being granted to trade. Whena 
trader infringes any of the conditions, or even infringes any of the conditions for 
taking a licence, generally we find in Jaw a provision for afine. Here, such an 
excessive punishment ag imprisonment which may extend to six months or fine 
which may extend to one thousand rupees is provided, which is according to me 
unnecessary and unjustifiable in the circumstances of the case. The avowed object 
of the Bill, as I said, is only to encourage khadi trade and to fix the responsibility 
of marketing a spurious article under a recognized trade mark. That being the 
case, any man who infringes the other. provisions, that is, regarding the trade mark 
or infringing the definition of khadi as given in the Trade Marks Act of Parliament, 
will be subject to the penalty provided therein. We have only to see that we are 
able to get at those persons who trade in any spurious article under the false name 
of khadi, That is-the only object of this Bill, In that case, licensirig should be 
only at a nominal fee er without fee, and the: penalty should also be proportionate 
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{Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai} 
to the offence committed. After all, what is the offence? A man deals in khadi and 
he must do so with licence. ‘Dealer’ has been defined as the “person carrying on 
the business of trading in khadi,” etc, I shall put it this way, Sir. For instance, 
there is a spinning wheel and also a weaving loum in a household. The family, 
including the children, in that house spin yarn, Occasionally they weave the yarn. 
They produce two or three ‘thovarthus’ and ‘kacha mundus.’ They sell them. 
Suppose they do not take a licence, and carry on the business like that, they are 
subject to an imprisonment extending to six months or a fine of one thousand 
rupees. Is it reasonable? Will it help khadi production? I do not understand how 
the Treasury Benches conceived this Bill to encourage khadi. Iam at this stage, 
Sir, tempted to make one or two observations on the statement made by the hon. 
Minister in charge of the Bill. It was said here that there is a draft for this Bill 
which has been sent to this Government by the Government of India. _What [ say 
is, it is high time for this Government to realise its right under the Constitution. 
There might be a suggestion from the Government of India for a particular course 
of action. Now it appears that suggestion is being submitted for the approval of 
this House. Parliament has the right to enact measures for India as a whole, but it 
has no over-riding authority in all fields. That has to be understood. Parliament 
cannot issue directions to this House to enact a measure on the lines chalked out by 
them. This House has unrestricted right of legislation over State subjects enu- 
merated in list [I of the Schedule. Under the provisions of the Constitution we 
have that absolute right. As such, there is no sanctity for the draft that has been 
sent tothis Government by the Centre. This House need not accept it with 
demur. We can certainly go against the provisions of the draft. But then this 
House can with justice think it to be an unjustifiable and unreasonable act. We need 
not accept the draft sent over for consideration of this Government as something 
sacred which we cannot change or reject. There is the right conferred on this 
House by the Constitution to legislate on matters coming under our jurisdiction. 
My reading of the matter is that this is a matter within our sole jurisdiction 
wherein the hon. Members can think over and exercise their reasonable 
judgment. Let us see what the question is. Here is a provision for imposing 
licence for the purpose of trading in khaddar. If a particular man did not take 
a license he is to be subjected to fine or imprisonment. I seriously ask, is 
that a matter for union legislation? Is it right to interfere im this matter? 
Even if there 1s a suggestion at Government level it ought to have 
been kept out of discussion in this House. 

Now, Sir, the primary question is to fix the responsibility for selling spurious 
khaddar and to prevent it. Over and above that what else is asked for. What is 
evident from the Act enacted in Parlianient is to fix the responsibility on a person 
who sells spurious khaddar and te punish him. For that a reasonable penalty of . 
.Rs. 100 will be ample. Anything beyond that is quite unjustifiable and hard. | am 
afraid it will go to the extent of inflicting heavy punishment if Imprisonment is 
awarded for a person trading in khaddar without licence. With these words I move 
my amendment. . 

Sry. Annie Mascarene: Sir, I support my hon. friend Mr. Nataraja 
Pillai’s amendment. Liberty is often misused when we come across ‘licence’. Here 
is legislative authority of a party in power being abused for a case like khadi produc- 
tion. If this legislation had been brought here a year of two or perhaps three years 
back when there was a mania for khadday, I could have understood. But, today the 
texture of khadi is looked upon.— 

Mx. Speaker; Order, order. The principle of the Bill has been accepted by 
this House. The hon, Member can speak on the amendment and not on the Bill 

as a whole. 
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Syvy. Amie Mascarene: Sir, | was just going into the amendment. This 
amendment is necessary in order to minimise the power of legislation, Sir, khaddar 
is not a worldwide affair. A few cottage industries may be going on. There may 
not be many production centres. It is not a popular affair either. And, therefcre, 
if a law like this is imposed on the poor man who earns his livelihood on production 
of this, he will be hit hard. If he unconsciously breaks the Jaw he is penalised. 
That is why, I said, here is a legislation running riot. Therefore, I appeal to the 
members of this House that the reasonable amendment proposed by Mr. Nataraja 
Pillai should be accepted. 


Sri. K.M.Korah: Sir, | oppose both the amendments of Mr. Nataraja Pillai. 
The object of the mover seems to be to reduce the severe nature of the punishment. 
He wants that punishment by way of imprisonment should be dispensed with and 
the fine of one thousand rupees also to reduce Rs. 100. Sir, this is an industry 
which requires a good deal of protection from Government and I think the hon. 
Member will concede that point. He will also agree with me when I say that it is 
not on account of profit or economic value that the use of khaddar is advocated. 
Certainly, those are not the reasons. It is advocated on account of the fact that 
millions of people live by this industry, and people who stoop to exploit the poor 
deserve no sympathy. For these reasons, 1 oppose the amendments. 


The amendments were put and lost.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move: 

“Omit clause 8” 

The clause says: ‘No court shall take cognizance of any offence punishable under 
this Act except upon a complaint in writing made by a licensing authority for 
the area in which the offence is committed.” : 

Even if there is an offence committed automatically it is not taken notice of, 
Unless the licensing authority brings a complaint no action can be taken about the 
offence. The point for consideration is who is the licensing authority. | Govern- 
ment by notification in the Gazette may appoint one or more persons as licensing 
authority. That may be for any local area or for the whole State. When we look 
at the next clause 9, we find a different thing. That is put as a saving clause. It 
says. ; 
y “Nothing in this Act shall apply to any dealer who holds acertificate in 
the form preseribed by rules made under this Act from the Secretary of the 
All India Spinners’ Association or from such other person as may be author- 
ised in writing in this behalf by the said Secretary.” 

Sri. K. S. Joseph: Ifthe Member could read the financial memorandum 
attached to this Bill he could find out the licensing authority. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That does not form part of the Bill. As far as | 
know it is not valid for the application of the provisioris of the Bill. Even the state- 
ment of object and reasons cannot be of use for that. All those statements do not 
bind the court. I hope my friend Mr. Joseph who is an eminent advocate will 
understand that even the hon. Minister’s assurances cannot bind courts of law. 
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Sri. K. S. Joseph! The mtention of Government is clear. 1 did not say it 
formed part of law or gomg tobe. The intention of Government is expressed 
in the memorandum attached to the Bill and the Government's idea is to make the 
Textile Commissioner the licensing authority so that my friend need not go about 
hunting for the licensing authority. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Le is not the only individual. The wording of 
the clause is different; it is, the Government may appoint person or persons as 
licensing authority. So it cannot be the Textile Commissioner alone as the hon. 
Member thinks, Anyway, that does not in any way affect my argument because 
under the provision more than one person is contemplated. If the financial memo. 
randum is the last word , on the matter, Textile Commissioner alone can be the 
licensing authority. For different local area different persons are contemplated. It 
is seen from clause 9, that a certificate issued by the Secretary of the All-India 
Spinners’ Association is a valid licence. I have my own doubts on that as to how 
far it is a valid authority. | How cana certificate be equivalent to licence? My 
doubt is whether a complaint from that individual alone will be valid or others will 
have that right. I feel one difficulty. According to the wording of the section, a 
prosecution can be launched only on a complaint made by the licensing authority. 
That is vague and a matter for doubt. Such a position makes the matter worse, 
As far as 1 see, to my limited knowledge the All-India Spinners’ Association is not 
a statutory body. Apart from that, speaking on the merits of the clause, [ take it 
that the intention of Government is to encourage khadi. I do not question that 
motive. It is of course a laudable object. But ! am afraid whether the road 
they are treading through will lead to that end. My friend was saying that 
this is a cottage industry in which many poor people are engaged, 
and therefore Government should afford protection for it. I understand 
that. The question of encouragement to khadi and protection there- 
for is one which I am prepared to advocate. I ask, has this Government or 
the Central Government done anything for encouraging khaddar. | ask whether the 
Government of India, who is said to have sent this draft Bill here for bemg enacted 
on these lines, have done anything substantial to encourage khadi. 1 doubt very 
much. On the other hand serious charges were levelled by Congress members 
themselves against the Government for not encouraging khadi. The ex-President 
of the National Congress Acharya Kripalani raised this question in Parliament. 
Tt was brought to the notice of Government that adequate recognition is not being 
given to the khaddar movement, Apart from that, I ask whether clause 8 makes it 
optional or compulsory for a licensing authority te launch a prosecution. If a trader 
infringes the provision of licence and carries on trade w.thout it, a prosecution cannot. 
be launched unless the licensing authority ie prepared to put in a complaint to that 
effect, This then is a kind of patronage given to a particulay association to put im a 
complaint which right is denied to the members of the public. Even the police cannot 
take any action even when an open trade in spurious khaddar is going on. It is only 
the licensing authority who can launch prosecution. Here it is the All-India 
Spinners’ Association that is marked out for this purpose. I now put the question, 
is such a provision really useful or will it bring the result wanted by the Treasury 
Benches. 1 doubt much on that point, | should say that this provision is ill-con- 
ceived. I will even say it is mischievous, Why should there be any provision at all 
for making a prosecution by the licensing authority alone so far as this matter is 
concerned? Here the accuser and the man sitting in judgment are to be the same. 
It is for the Government to see that trade in khadi is not done without licences and 
it is for the general public to bring to the notice of Government any infringement of 
that rule. But why should it be made a monopoly ? It is in effect the creation of 
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a monopoly, as I pointed out earlier. Licensing authority has the right of making 
an inquiry and by implication he has the right of refusing a licence. Then again the 
licensing authority alone hasa right of prosecution. That means that in the ultimate 
reduction it becomes a monopoly right of the licensing authority and to a certain 
extent, if | may be permitted to draw the inference, that is going to rest not with 
Government, but with a body which is not statutory and is not under our control. 
So I say the provision is utterly wrong. We are making a provision that there should 
be alicence. We also fixa penalty for not taking a licence. Therefore we are giving 
all these powers to a non-statutory body. On these grounds I oppose the clause and 
plead that it may be dropped. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: [ second Sri. Nataraja Pillai. The teal question is 
which is the licensing authority for the local area > The hen. Sri. K. S. Joseph 
suggests that itis the Textile Commissioner but a reading of clause 9 would show 
that it is not only the Textile Commissioner which is contemplated under the Bill 
but also the Secretary of the All India Spinners’ Association and his nominee. 
Therefore the real question is who is this licensing authority for the area. It is a 
question of overlapping of jurisdiction. The license issued by the Textile Com- 
missioner and the certificate issued by the Secretary of the All India Spinners 
Association are for the same purpose namely to trade in khadi. Here for a particular 
area, there are several licensing authorities, the Textile Commissioner, the Secretary 
of the All India Spinners, Association and his nominee. And so far as the Secretary 
of the All India Spinners’ Association is concerned, he has a roving jurisdiction. 
Therefore the licensing authority for the area is not clear because it may include the 
local Taxtile Commissioner, the Secretary of the Al! India Spinners’ Association or 
any nominee of his. Because the Secretary, as 1. said before, has a roving 
jurisdiction, in practice, no prosecution would be possible. Therefore this provision 
will only remain a dead letter, because under clause 8, no court shall take cognizance 
of any offence punishable under this Act except upon a complaint in writing made 
by the licensing authority for the area in which the offence is committed. The 
Secretary will think that it is the Textile Commissioner who is competent to do this, 
while the Textile Commission will think-that it is the Secretary who is competent to 
act. And thus no prosecution as contemplated by this Bill can ever be launched and 
I would like to bring-the attention of the hon, Minister in charge of the Bill to this 
aspect. 
P Sri. K. M. Korah: Is there any clause which forces the conclusion that the 
Secretary of the All India Spinners’ Association is the licensing authority ? 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Clause 9 reads: ‘Nothing in this Act shall apply to 
any dealer who holds a certificate in the form prescribed by rules made under this 
Act from the Secretary of the All India Spinners’ Association or from such other 

. person as may be authorised in wrinting in this behalf by the said 
Secretary”. 

Sri. K. M. Korah: Does it mean that he is the licensing authority? Certainly 
not. 

’ Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: He is the authority. That is the meaning of 
clause 9. That is my argument. 


Sri. K. M. Korah: I oppose the amendment. Let us consider what will be 
the effect if this amendment is accepted. Nebody could file a complaint and what 
would be the effect if sucha contingency arises? ‘The result wauld naturally be a lot 
of unnecessary malicious prosecutions. We want to avoid it. That is the very 
reason why this was included. On the other hand, if there is any aggrieved party, 
he can very well approach the licensing authority and draw his attention 
to his grievance artd he will take the necessary action, What more is needed ? 


. 
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Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: May I ask a question. Can a person who has got 
a certificate from the Spinners’ Association Secretary trade in Khadi ? 


Sri. K. M. Korah: Yes. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: May | know then whether it is not equivalent to 
a licence > ; 


Sv. K. M. Korah: No, it is not. 


Syi. K. S. Joseph: 1 oppose the amendment. 1 just want to point to a fact 
which obviously has been Jost sight of by my friends. Section 9 clearly lays down 
that the Secretary, All India Spinners’ Association has the right only to give a 
certificate and this certificate-holder can carry on trade in Khaddar without a 
licence. In the case of others licence is required. Section 9 clearly says; “No- 
thing in this: Act shall apply to any dealer who holds a certificate in the form 
prescribed by rules made under this Act from the Secretary of the All India Spin- 
ners’ Association or from such other person as may be authorised in writing in 
this behalf by the said Secretary”. So that the holder of a certificate from the 
Secretary does not require a licence from the licensing authority. In other words, 
this Act binds only those dealers who are not dealing with goods of the All-India 
Spinners’ Association. ‘Therefore the Secretary cannot be mistaken for the licen- 
sing authority. It is this confusion which I think led to the suggestions of my 
hon. friends. . 


The All India Spinners’ Association is an authorised body dealing in Khadi. 
Therefore a certificate from the Secretary would guarantee that the goods of the 
certificate-holder is pure Khadi, That is all. 


So far as prosecution is concerned, it is only the licensing authority who can 
start the proceedings. Otherwise anybody can maliciously prosecute any dealer 
in Khadi for the simple reason that he is allowed to prosecute. Therefore T oppose 
the suggestions of my hon. friends, that clause 8 may be deleted. 


The amendment was put and lost. 
The question that claure 8 stand part of the Bill, 
was put and carried.

Clause 9 
Sri. P. 5. Nataraja Pillai: I move to omit clause 9. 
Clause 9 reads : . . 
“Nothing in this Act shall apply to any dealer who holds a certificate in the 
form prescribed by rules made under this Act from the Secretary of the 
All-India Spinners’ Association or from such other person as may be authorised 
in writing in this behalf by the said Secretary”. 


Sir, the All India Spinners” Association, to the best of my knowledge, is not 
a statutory body, nor is it a body incorporated under any law. Therefore it is 
neither a limited company coming under the Company Law nor an organisation 
registered under any other law. I am subject to correction. It is a voluntary 
private association as far as I know. But I know it was sponsored by one of the 
greatest men the present age has produced. There is the halo of his great name 
surrounding it. We know that it came into existence to alleviate the abject poverty 
of the people. He thought that it would alleviate the suffering of the teeming 
millions of India and he brought forth the institution to foster Khadi. 


Ido not ‘know whether my friends here know the working of that institution 
at present. But I claim a certain amount of knowledge in the way in which that 
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organisation is being worked now. In Trivandrum, at a time when Khadi was at 
a discount, and when Khadi wearers were subjected. to the Police lathe, when Khadi 
was a sign for repression and ridicule certain leaders in this town did propaganda 
work for it. But later on when the movement gathered momentum and when it 
became a matter of profit and credit, the All India Spinners’ Association ousted the 
man who suffered for the cause and put their own nominee instead. That isa 
matter which is-known to many people in this City. 


But that apart, I know Khadi production is working very successfully in two 
parts of the Madras Province. | have gone to the villages in the Tinnevely District 
where Khadi is produced in large quantities. There are two bodies engaged in this 
work, one sponsored by the All India Spinners’ Association and the other 
by the Congressmen of the area. At present certain interested people have 
taken hold of the organisation as a means of obtaining power. Thus 
there are at present two organisations producing Khaddar. _[In_one village in 
the Coimbatore District Khadi is produced to the value of about Rs. 20,000 a week. 
There is the Ail-India Spinners’ Association and Khadi Association. The All-India 
Spinners’ Association is not a body controlled by law. [tis a party organisation. 
When it was controlled by the greatest man of the age it hada good reputation. 
Now it has fallen on evil days. We don’t pay homage to that as a national organi- 
sation. Different groups, interests and cliques control that organisation with ulterior 
objects. It is on account of this primary tact this recognition should not be given 
to the All-India Spinner’s Association by law. Apart from that, there are a lot of 
difficulties. Itwas argued by my hon. friend Mr. K.S. Joseph that the certifi- 
cate issued by the All-India Spinners’ Association isnot alicence. But we find in 
effect that a certificate, in this case, is equivalent to a licence. 


Sri. P. Nanoo : Sir, [rise to a point of order. Clause 3 says that save as 
provided in Section 9, no dealer shall sell Khaddar or Khadi, etc. And we have . 
adopted clause 3, In view of this is itin order to discuss any amendiment on 
clause 9? : 


Mr. Speaker: The principles concerning clause 9 are not in discussion now. 
The amendment is for the deletion of the .whole clause. Hence, the hon. 
Member is in order. 


Sri. P.S Nataraja Pillai : Sir, 1 do not think that | am bound up by that 
objection. The provision is clear and says that a dealer who secures a certificate 
from the All-India Spinners’ Association is exempted from the provisions of thie 
Bill. This proves that the certificate so secured is equivalent or more than equivas 
lent to a licence. Why should thus a monopoly be created in favour of the All-India 
Spinners’ Association, itself a producer of Khadi?_ Now, this provision has made the © 
Secretary of the Association or his nominee and the Government as equal authorities 
to issue a licence. : 


Sir, it would be unwise to control the Khadar trade. If at all you want io 
control it, it would be better tohave a unitary control. If you want to encourage 
the industry allow free competition, We should not in any way help to create a 
monopoly. It is a well known principle of economics that in a trade or industry, 
monopoly will be dangerous in the long run. On the other hand we may give pro- 
tection if the industry under particular circumstances and conditions cannot stand 
competition. If we have to encourage Khadi and if Khadi is to flourish in the 
country these restrictions must not be imposed and as such | believe that the clause 
will not help to bring about the result we want. . With these words, I move for the 
deletion of clause 9. 
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_ Sri. K. M. Korah: Sir, I oppose this amendment. True, a special privilege 
is given to the All-India Spinners’ Association. In giving that privilege two 
factors‘were taken into consideration: the creditable antecedents of this Association 
and the brilliant future that lies before it. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: What is the present condition? 


Sri. K. M. Korah : My friend was referring to the lamentable state of affairs 
of this industry owing to the simple fact that sufficient encouragement was not given 
to the Association. But by this enactment we are giving the Association that 
encouragement for which my hon. friend was pleading sometime back. There 
are also other reasons for giving this sort of preference to this particular Association, 
We know that this Association has very successfully stood the test of time. There 
is no difference of opinion on that score. The scheme of the Act is to give a sort 
of protection to Khaddar. For that we support this important Association. I may 
also draw the attention of my hon. friend to the fact that this Bill closely follows 
the draft Bill forwarded by the Government of India.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I oppose the motion, The amendments 
which I tried to make were not accepted by this House. But in the meantime | 
believe that it is my duty to say what I feel on the subject. This Bill, as its provi- 
sions stand, which has been adopted by this House, will not be of any use to en- 
courage or help Khadi industry in the country. On the other hand it will only be 
creating a kind of monopoly in the trade in favour of a party organisation, which will 
injure the future prospects of Khadi in this country. Khadi, after all, is not so 
much in use in this country and, when you make so many restrictions, ultimately it 
will become a monopoly trade of the All-India Spinners’ Agsociation or their nemi- 
nees. The production will be discouraged and will fall the distribution will be 
controlled as a result of these restrictions. The net outcome of this will be that the 
branches of the All-India Spinners’ Association will make a profit for sometime and 
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the commodity will be marketed by them at whatever rate they choose. I think, I 
should avoid as far as possible using strong words in this matter, but Iam forced to 
tell the House from my knowledge that this organization will misuse the privileges 
that are being granted to it. Even now whenever stocks come it goes into the black- 
market; hereafter it will do so with facility. Thus you are encouraging blackmarket 
by a statute. You are giving the authority for blackmarketing to this Association, 
I think, in the interests of the people and in the interests of this industry that should. 
not be done, 

The hon. Minister in charge of the Bill today referred twice to the draft Bill 
sent by the Government of India. Are we bound to adopt the provisions of that 
draft Bill? Are we to be controlled by that kind of imperialistic directions from the 
Government of India Secretariat? Are we living ‘in those autocratic days when the 
Political Advisers and the Political Department were the practical rulers of these 
Indian States? 

Sri. K. M. Korah: [ never said that we are following the directions from the 
Government of India. All that I said was that we have accepted the suggestions 
sent by the Government of India on reasonable grounds. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the hon. Minister referred twice to a draft 
Bill sent by the Government of India as justification for the provisions of the Bill 
we are discussing, thereby implying that this House has to adopt those provisions, 

Sri. K. M. Korah: The object was to draw the attention of the House that 
this industry is to be developed on an All-India policy. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: [f it was an All-India policy ag in the matter 
of essential commodities like food, Parliament could legislate on this. 


Sri. K. M. Korah: So far as that matter is concerned, Parliament has not got 


’ the power to legislate for us on a subject of this nature. 


& 


Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai: What I want to state is that so long as this 
matter does not come under Article 371 1 doubt the validity. of these directions 
from Delhi. We have got the legislative competence on this matter and unless Gov- 
ernment independently exercise their judgement and come to the conclusion that this 
Bill is necessary in the interests of the country they should not bring it to this House. 
The wishes or opinions of the Government of India should not weigh with this Govern- 
ment. In this context, what [ would say is that this Government should exercise 
their independent judgment and come to the conclusion that a measure like this is 
necessary in the interests of the country and in the special circumstances obtaining 


"in the State today. It is not an All-India matter as envisaged by my hon. Friend. 


This is a matter which affects this State. With these words, | oppose the passing of 
this Bill in its present form. ;

Trayancore-Cochin (Removal of Disqualifications) Bill 


Minister for Industries and Labour, (Sri. P. K. Krishnankutty Menon): 
Yesterday I moved for the consideration of the Legislative Assembly of Travancore- 
Cochin (Removal of disqualifications) Bill, and it was seconded. 

The motion was put and carried 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yesterday when the matter was taken up, ! 
sought permission to move for the recommittal of the Bill to a fresh Select Com 
mittee, And it was held that due notice was not given and so was adjourned for 
today. 1 have given notice and it is on the agenda. May I know the decision ? 

. Speaker: IJ think there is a technical defect with regard to your 
motion. The motion is that the Bill be recommitted to a ‘fresh’ Select Committee. 
Will you be satisfied if it is recommitted to the same Select Committee? The rule 











on the matter is “6.5... 45 Provided that any member of the Assembly may object 
to its being so taken into consideration.......... or (b) that the Bill as reported by 
‘the’ Select Committee be recommitted cither.........cccsce cece ee ee ee (iii) with 


instructions to ‘the’ Select Committee to make some particular or an additional 
provision in the Bill.” Therefore, it appears that what is contemplated is that the 
recommittal should be to the very same committee which considered the Bill. 

Syi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: [fit is held that the wording denotes that the 
same Select Committee should consider it, | accept it. : : 

Mr. Speakei: I may also state for the information of the hon. Member 
that the Bull was introduced in the last session of the Assembly and it was_ taken up 
for consideration in this session of the House. As expressed here, the Select Com- 
mittee had to report within five days. 1 wish to know from the hon. Member on 
what grounds the hon. Member wants the Bill to be recommitted. Is it in regard 
to the manner in which the Select Committee has considered the question or wit 
regard to any subsequent event? Is it only on these two grounds that any hon. 


“Member would be justified in moving for the yrecommittal, I wish to know 


from the hon. Member on what ground he moves for recommittal. 

Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai. {am moving my motion for a recommittal, with 
special reference to the’ new sub-clause, The sub-clause was introduced by the 
Select Committee and it was not in the original Bill. Therefore it naturally follows 
that my objection is jn regard to the manner in which. the Select Committee has 
considered the matter. 

The Select Committee says. ‘“ We are of the opinion that clause 2 should be 
modified by the insertion of two subclauses. Accordingly we have re-drafted clause 


* 
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2 and added sub-clause (i) and (iii). Sub-clause (i) has been added to make it clear 


that the receipt by a member of the salaries and allowances under the law for the 

time being in force and the receipt by him of travelling and daily allowances as a 

member ofa Committee to which he may be appointed by Government shall not 

disqualify him." That seems to me very curious. We are now legislating under 

Article 191 of the Constitution. In it it is provided that holding an office of 

profit isa disqualification. But it is also provided that the Legislature shall declare 

which offices will disqualify amember. And this bill is before the House to declare 
the offices which will not disqualify. The Select Committee has inserted a new 
sub-clause to declare that salaries and allowances of a member is not a disqulification. 

That is a strange provision. For Article 195 says. 

“ Members of the Legislative Assembly and the Legislative Council of a State 
shall be entitled ta receive such salaries and allowances as may from time to 
time be determined by the Legislature of the State by law and .........." 

Therefore receiving salaries and allowances does not disqualify a member as 
such, It is a specific provision and salaries and allowances go with membership. 
That is not what is contemplated under Article 19]. There are certain other 
offices of profit which have to be declared as not disqualifying a member. So we have 
only to specify or enumerate the places of profit or offices that will not disqualify 
amember from being a member. The wording is ‘other than an office declared by 
the Legislature of the State by law not to disqualify its holder,’ So we are called 
upon to declare by law, the offices of profit which will not disqualify members. 
That is the only purpose and the Select Committee has gone beyond its scope and 
has made a provision defining offices of profit and declaring remuneration fixed 
under Article 195 is no disqualification, 

The provision runs thus. 

“*(1) that he is in receipt of the salaries or the allowances to which he is entitled 
for the time being in force relating to the payment of salaries and allowances 
to members of the Travancore-Cochin Legislative Assembly or of travelling 
and daily allowances while serving as a member of any Committee or Board 
constituted by the Government of India or the Government of any State 
specified in the first schedule to the Constitution of India.” 

That I think is practically going beyond the scope of the whole matter. That 
was one of the primary considerations which prompted me to move for the 
yecommittal of the Bill, since I thought that the Select Committee has not properly 
approached the question and they did not consider it from all aspects. 

Mr.Speakey. Yes, you can move the amendment, 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 move that the Bill be recommitted to the 
Select Committee with special reference to the new sub-clause (i) of clause 2 pro- 
posed now by the Select Committee. The preamble of the Bill says. 

“Whereas pursuant to sub-clause (a) of clause (1) of Article 191 of the Consti- 
tution of India read with Article 238 thereof, it 1s expedient to declare 
certain offices as offices which will not disqualify the holders thereof from 
being choosen as, and for being, members of the Travancore-Cochin 
Legislative Assembly”. 

That is in perfect consonance with the wording in Article 191 (1) of the Con- 
stitution, Therefore as stated ;in the preamble, the Bill ought to contain the 
provision for declaring certain offices as offices which will not disqualify. That is 
what it ought to contain, In the original Bill the provision was - 

“(1). that he holds under the Government of India or the Government of any 
State specified in the First Schedule to the Constitution of India an office 
which is not remunerated either by salary or by fees payable out of the’ 
Consolidated Fund of India or of any such State,.. ...s02 sees cece eens ” 
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That provision is not a declaration of the offices that will not disqualify, 
It is rather a negative declaration or a positive definition of the office of proft, 
am emboldened to make this comment because of the analogous provisions made 
im the other State Legislature Acts and in the Act of Parliament of India on thia 
matter. In the Parliament the removal of disqualifications Bill was introduced and 
the Bill has become an Act. The relevant clause in that Act is: 
“Ttis hereby declared that the following offices of profit under Government 
shall not disqualify, and shall be deemed never to have disqualified, the holders 
thereof for being members of Parliament.— 
(a) the ofhces of Chairman and members of the Fiscal Commission which was 
appointed by the Government of India in the month of April 1949 and which 
ceased to function in the month of June 1950, 

(b) the offices of Chairman and members of the Film Enquiry Committee 
appointed by the Government of India in the month of August 1949, 

(c) the offices of Chairman of the Working Party of the Coal Industry 
appointed by the Government of India in the month of March 1950, 

(d) the offices of members of Railway Local Advisory committees appointed 
by the Government of India for the year ending on the 31st day of 1950 
or for the year ending on the 31st day of March 1951 and 

(e) the office of the Assistant Government Pleader held under the Government 

of Assam for any period not extending beyond the 8th of November 1950. 

These offices of profit will not disqualify the holders thereof. That is very 
clearly and categorically declared. The Government of India could very easily have 
adopted the definition which our hon, Members on the official benches have adopted, 
But they did not do so because it will not satiafy the condition laid down in 
Art. 191. Sir, that was never the intention of the framers of the Act. They 
wanted the Legislatures of the State to declare or enumerate the offices of profit 
that will not disqualify a member who holds it. The Mysore Legislative Assembly 
by an Act has done that. In the Bill introduced in the Mysore Assembly it is 
stated “whereas it is expedient to provide that holders of certain offices of profit 
shall not be disqualified for being chosen as, and for being members of the Mysore 
Legislative Assembly, 

It is hereby enacted as follows :-— . 

The enactment is to the effect “a person shall not be disqualified for being 
chosen as, and for being a member of the Mysore Legislative Assembly hy reason 
only of the fact that he holds any of the offices of profit specified in the Schedule to 
the Act.” Here is the Schedule and it gives the list of those who shall not be 
disqualified by reason of the fact that they hold any of the offices enumerated, 
which are offices of profit. They are: 

Parliamentary Secretaries. 
Charirman of the Central Beggar Relief Committee. 
Chairman of the Central Board of Indian Medicine. 
Chairman of any Government Industrial concern. 
Director of any Government Industrial concern. 
. Chairman of any Committee appointed by the Government. . 
Tn the Schedule of the,Mysore Act they have enumerated the offices which in 
the opinion of the House and the Government will not disqualify a person who 
olds it. 7 
Sir, the question now is about the omnibus definition that those who are not 
- Yeceiving payment from the consolidated fund will be eligible for membership. We 
are called upon to specify thé officas which will not come under the offices of profit. 


Saye 
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whether the payment is made from the consolidated fund, or not. It is a question 
of fact. It is not a question whether he gets money from the consolidated fund or 
not, but which are the particular offices which are offices of profit that ought to be 
exempted. 


Sir, the Mysore Government has taken particular care to put in the Schedule 
of their Act the Chairman of any Industrial Government concern. Sir, that very 
clearly shows that if a person is nominated by the Government to be a Director or 
Chairman of an Industrial concern. it is a place of profit, but in the exigencies of 
the industry and in the interests of the public they are exempted. So, what was 
contemplated by the Constitution Act and what is done in the present MysoregAct 
is to enumerate and not to define the offices of profit. We are not called upon to 
define what is an office of profit. It is absolutely outside the scope of this House to 
define the office of profit, 


Under article 192 it is a matter to be decided by the Governor (Raj Pramukh) 
on the recommendation of the Election Commission, Article 192 says ‘if any 
question arises as to whether a member of a House of the Legislature of a State has 
become subject to any of the disqualifications mentioned in clause (i) of article 191, 
the question shall be referred for the decision of the Governor and his decision 


shall be final. 


Before giving any decision on any such question, the Governer shall obtain the 

opinion of the Election Commission and shall act according to such opinion.”, 

hat is a very reasonable and safe provision and it shows the intention of the 
Constitution. 


Sir, there may bea place of profit—the Legislature may later consider an office 
to be a place of profit and the holder of it may or may not be receiving remuneration 
direct from the Government—to which the Government, in the interests of the 
country, May nominate a member of the House. The Legislature may then exempt 
the holder of it from disqualification. If an effice that is given to somebody by way 
of patronage or something like that and even if he receives no remuneration from the 
Government direct, then it will be a matter to be decided on merits by the Legis- 
lature under Article 191 or by the Rajapramukh under Article 192. A definition of 
what is a place of profit is unnecessary and beyond the scope of Article 191. What 
is it that our Government wants? They attempt to make an omnibus definition at 
to what is an office of profit and cloud the issue. An office of profit, they say, will 

one the pay of which is met by the. Government from the consolidated 
fund, that means, a Government servant entitled to pension, It is an unreasonable 
definition. ; . 

Siz, I have got only the Mysore Act and the Central Act with me now. Y am 
told the Bombay Legislation is also on the same lines. I have not got a copy of that. 
Iam told they have enumerated seven offices. That is my information. These 
Acts indicate or set the example for legislation on this matter. Does the present 
bill follow these examples? Why is it that achange is made in Travancore-Cochin 
State? I do not understad the reason or motive for this. The intention of the 
legitlations above referred to is not in consonance with the defimition we have 
got here. 


Sir, the original Bill which was réferred to the Select Committee for report 
provided that “that he holds under the Government of India or the Government of 
any State specified in the First Schedule to the Constitution of India an office which 
is not remunerated either by salary or by fees payable out of the Consolidated 
Fund of India or of any such State’. So it will not become an office of pro- 
fit if a member js not paid either salary or allowances from the consolidated fund, 
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I ask my friends who sat in the Select Committee, what about the contingency 
fund? Under the financial provisions we can create a contingency fund. What is 
a contingency fund? Contingency fund is constituted by money taken from the 
consolidated fund and handed over to the Government to make payment for im- 
mediate necessities. Article 267(1) defines that the Legislature may by law 
establish a contingency fund in the nature of an imprest to be entitled “The contin- 
gency Fund of India’’ into which shall be paid from time to time such sums as may 
be determined by such law, and the said Fund shall be placed at the disposal ‘of the - 
Goyernor to enable advances to be made by him out of such Fund for the purposes 
of meeting unforeseen expenditure, Will the remunerations received from contin« 
gency fund qualify or disqualify a member to continue as a member? It is therefore, 
Tsubmit, absolutely erroncous to define the office of profit as in this Bill. The 
framers of the Bill did not exercise sufficient attention, they didnot think over it 
sficiently well. The real implications of the definition was not fully understood, 
They did not even reasonably consider them. It is absolutely beyond my compre- 
hension how we can think of making a definition so restricted as to say that any man 
who is paid salary from the consolidated fund alone will be holding an office of prof, 
What is the criterion to decide whether a place is office of profit or not? The 
criterion is, whether the holder of that place gets profit from Government or not. 


After all, Sir, why is this disqualification, I ask? Let us look at it from the 
- view point of those who framed the constitution. A well-known writer on this 
question says that there is an unusual unanimity of opinion among the 
commentators and writers on parliamentary practice that special care should be 
taken to exclude persons who hold offices of profit under Government from the 
House so that the Parliament may be a really independent body free from extra- 
neous influnce. The members of Parliament should be free from the corrupting 
influence of official patronage. That is the reason for this disqualification, It is 
not acrime for a man to receive reasonable remuneration. The Government must 
pay for the services of the man they engage. But by virtue of holding an office of 
profit he should not be subject to undue influence as a member of the Legislature. 
You should not allow any patronage to play in this matter so that the House may be 
impartial, Thus, Sir, the holding of an office of profit under Government becomes 
a disqualification. That is the real intention behind. 


But here according to this Bill it is provided that people who are not paid 
salaries or allowances from the consolidated fund but by implication receiving 
emoluments from other sources or funds at the disposal of Government are qualified 
to be members of the House. That is the provision. On the face of it, itis 
unreasonable. The impression of the members of the Select Committee is entirely 
wrong. They have not considered about the contingency fund. I think that it is a 
matter of dereliction of duty, a very serious matter. | therefore submit that we will 
not be entitled to define what an office of profit is in this context. What is required 
is specifically to state which are the offices of profit, 

The House rose for lunch at 12-30 p.m., When the House re-assembled at 
2-30 p.m., as there was no quorum, the meeting was suspended and commenced 
again af 2-40 p,m. when there was quorum. Mr. Speaker presided. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I was saying that the Bill, as redrafted 
and submitted by the Select Committee is not in consonance with the provisions 
contained in Articles 191 and 192. As far as the salaries and allowances of members 
are concerned it is covered by Article 195 of the Constitution and as such no dise 
qualification is attached to it; therefore there is no necessity to make any provision 
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in this billas is done in clause 2(1). The framers of the Bill have failed to 
examine the real implication of the word “Consolidated Fund of a State.” On 
account of these reasons, | feel that it is absolutely necessary that the Bill should be 
recommitted. We see if we carefully go through the Bill adopted in the Centre 
and in certain States like Madras and Bombay, that it is absolutely necessary to 
enumerate the offices of profit. This Bill does not provide for that. Office of 
profit is a well known legal term and well understood im parliamentary’ practice. 
What we are called upon to do by article 19] is to exempt particular offices of profit 
from disqualification. Suppose, an office called ‘A’ is an office of profit. Then this 
House has to declare by law that the holding of that particular office does not 
disqualify a person, “That is what the Mysore and Bombay legislatures have done. 
That ought to be the way in which we also should approach this question: No other 
interpretation is possible for article 191. There it is said “other than an office 
declared by the Legislature of the State by law not-to disqualify”. What is 
attempted in this Billis to declare all offices as not offices of profit if it is not 
paid from the Consolidated Fund. That is a negative definition and does not give 
the positive, concrete enumeration contemplated. That is not the definition 
required by article 191. A positive enumeration is wanted. That is the plain 
meaning of the word “‘office declared by the Legislature by law not to disqualify”. 
Therefore the only correct approach to the problem will be to enumerate the offices 
which are now held by members of legislature. There is no difficulty in doing that. 
It can very easily be done. We have only to face facts as they are. By that facts 
cannot be hidden. . 

In this connection questions were raised on the floor of this House whether 
particular places held by members of this legislature were offices of profit or not. 
The Chair collected information from Covernment and placed it before the House 
for perusal. That list is still available. Legal opinion ought to be obtained in this 
matter. There are provisions for that in the Constitution Act. On the basis of that 
opinion, action will become necessary. Government have not done so. Without 
doing that, they are trying to hide facts and attempt a definition here which 
defines nothing. Nobody will be in a position to know whether a particular gentle- 
man is paid from the Consolidated Fund or the Contingency Fund or whether he 
gets other emoluments from Government. The House of Commons has on several 
occasions defined offices of profit. Specific exemptions were also given. The 
question has come up before the House of Lords. They have said that emolument 
is not a necessary criterion for an office of profit. Even without that an office can 
be called an office of profit. This is a matter which affects the integrity of the 

Parliament or Legislature. In these circumstances I would recommend to this House 
to adopt my amendment and to recommit the Bill to the Select Committee to think 
over the matter and to redraft it. I hope the House will take the matter into 
consideration and do the needful.

Sri, P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move: “in clause 2, sub-clause (i), omit the 
3. P.M words ‘the Government of India or the Government’ and in their place 
see" insert ‘the House of the people or the Legislative Assembly’ in Hine 6”. 
Then the clause will read thus: “'.. .. of travelling and daily allowances while serving 
as a member of any Committee or Board constituted by the House of the people or 
the Legislative Assembly of any state specified in the First schedule to the Consti- 
tution of India”. Any committee constituted by the legislature is a committee of 
the Legislature body and the Members thereof are entitled under law to the trayel- 
ling and daily allowance. But on the other hand if the right of constituting a 
committee or Board is given to Government, the travelling and daily allowances of 
those members will depend upon a Government order. It will be a practice which will 
be a source for demoralising the legislature and bringing it into ridicule before the 
public eye in this country, My friend when opposing my motion for recommittal 
was saying that‘this bill is for saving from disqualification those people who are 
being patronised by Government illegally. He admitted that there are a large 
number of members who are receiving patronage from Government. Therefore, 
Sir, I think that if this provision giving right to Government to appoint persons for 
committees and paying them travelling and daily allowances is retained, it will be a 
source of corruption in this country. Such power should not be exercised. On the 
other hand if it is a committee constituted by the Legislative Assembly, then that 
will be perfectly legal and the allowances will be based on the allowance they are 
entitled to get as members of the legislature. If the right of fixing the allowances 
is left to Government it may vary in different cases. Therefore, I think Sir, that it 
is necessary that only those who are elected to the committees or Boards by the 
Legislative Assembly should alone be exempted from the disqualification. There« 
fore Sir, I move my amendment; and request the House to consider it.

Svxi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Siy, | move that sub-clause (ii) in clause 2, be 
omitted. The sub-clause, as it is, reads thus: ‘that he holds under the Govern- 
ment of India or the Government of any State specified in the First Schedule to the 
Constitution of India an office which is not remunerated either by salary or by fees 
payable out of the Consolidated Fund of India or of any such State” 

Sir, from the very outset I was of the view that it was a negative definition and 
after hearing the statement of the hon. Minister in charge of the Bill also, I am 
forced to the conclusion that after all Government have not got any definite idea 
on that matter, nor have they exercised sufficient care and attention to see the 
implications of the clause as itis. Sir, 1 refer to the contingency fund at the 
disposal of Government under Article 267 of the Constitution, That is another 
aspect of the question. Government make a member of this House say ‘X’ to give 
legal opinion on a matter and he is paid out of the Contingency Fund. For spend~ 
ing out of this, no Parliamentary sanction is required. The provision is to that 
effect. Suppose he is being paid one rupee or one thousand out of this for his legal 
advise. This will be treated as an office without profit. There is room for constru- 
ction that way. This isa matter for Government for serious consideration. A 
matter of importance should not be left to be defined by implication. Government 
should not enact a law of this kind. It is not a haphazard decision to be taken as 
one would like. to have.a Jaw enacted in the legislature. We are always subject to 
certain principles and procedure. It should on no occasion be the aim of Govern~ 
ment to sacrifice principle to meet particular exigencies. There may arise extra~ 
ordinary occasions to have recourse to sucha course. But this is not such an 
occasion. [n the particular context of the General Elections coming on, there is a 
sense of urgency, A number of persons may have disqualifications ard if they are 
are not removed, they may not be able to stand for the ensuing elections. 1 grant 
that, But what Government should realise is, this House expected to validate the 
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unconscionable acts which the Government and some members have indulged in so 
far. If people get themselves under circumstances of that nature to be disqualified 
by profit motive, are we to validate them? ‘Therefore, the sense of urgency is 
not in public interest; nor is there any public necessity. What is found here jg 
that it was done in the interest of particular individuals. One thing we have to 
bear in mind is, we are dealing with matters which will affect the morale of Parlia- 
mentary life in this country. In the Bill an omnibus definition which is no definition 
is putin. [t reads that a person shall not be disqualified for being chosen..... sby 
reason only.,.,..thathe holds......an office which is not remunerated either by 
salary or by fees payable out of the consolidated Fund. That is no definition of the 
disqualification. It is a definition which negalively puts the case. As far as remu- 
neration is concerned my friend suid that sub-clauses have been put in. Sub-clause 
(1) speaks about receipt of T. A. and D. A. as a member of committee to which a 
person may be appointed by Government and which will not disqualify him. My 
amendment to that was not carricd, Therefore we are laymg down that membership 
of the committees constituted by Government as not places of profit. For members 
appointed by Legislature, such a practice is in vogue. Here members who have 
been appointed by Government and who receive remuneration for committee work 
from Government at their discretion, are declared to be not disqualified. According 
to my reading of the matter such a provision is inexact and does not fitin with 
Art 191 of the Constitution. Therefore it need not finda place inthe Bill, Its 
presence will militate against the provisions contained in Art 191 of the 
Constitution.

Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, | oppose clause 3 of the Bill, which aims at 

removal of certain other disqualifications for membership. The clause reads : 
“A person shall not be deemed to be or to have been disqualified for being 
-amember........ by reason only that such person had prior to the com- 
mencement of this Act held under the Government of Travancore-Cochin an 

ofice which was not a whole time office...... ” 

The holder of an office which was not a whole time office is sought to be exempted 
from disqualification by this clause. That is, Government propose removing dis- 
qualification of a member of the Travancore-Cochin Legislative Assembly for having 
held an office which was not whole time office. The latter part of the amendment is 
identical with part 4 in clanse 2, that is, he holds an office in any educational insti 
tution other than a State institution. That is common ground, The meaning 
of this clause is to the effect, even if one has held an office and if it is not a whole 
time one, he is not subject to any disqualification. My friend will concede that by 
this any payment made out of the consolidated fund_in the shape of salaries and 

allowances to a part-time officer is considered as not a disqualification. Even 
and D. A. for members of committees appointed by Government are considered as 
no disqualification. So, what is being sought is, that members of Legislature who 
are part-time officers of Government drawing pay from the Consolidated Fund will 
not be disqualified. This widening of the exemption as is done in this clause is 
wholly unwarranted and unjustifiable I would like to express myself with the 
utmost emphasis at my command that this is not what is contemplated under Article 
191 of the Constitution, Under clause 2 the offices of profit which will be dis- 
qualifications has been defined. Then by clause 3 a large number of persons who 
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will be disqualified by the definition in clause 2 are being exempted, That, I think 
is very unreasonable. If you say, in future such and such persons will be disquali- 
fied, you should not go behind that and exempt people who are subject to that 
disqualification now by another clause. Putting it in another way, you say in future 
offices A, B and C will not be disqualification; then in clause 3, you say offices A, B 
and C and certain others also would not be disqualification for those whe hold it at 
present. That procedure is certainly intended to help particular interests or persons, 
A legislature or a State is not interested in individuals. Individual or party interests 
are not a matter for consideration by the Legislature or the Treasury Benches. 
They should rise above interests and persons. If they are not capable of doing that 
they are not worthy of their offices. This clause is wholly unreasonable. The 
legislature has no right to enact that another category of persons should be exempted 
for the present, to help particular individuals who have wilfully disqualified them- 
selves by accepting offices of profit under Government. We are legislating on 
certein principles, Why, I ask, after defining, in clause 2, offices of profit, in clause 3 
you charge it to make exempuons to some persons? That shows that Government 
does nat want to follow a principle but they want to satisfy particular persons. 
‘Lhey want to please certain interests. They want to wash away the dirt which they 
have thrown on themselves and on others. Therefore I think that the provision is 
unwarranted, unjust and iniquitous. Therefore J object to clause 3. 
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2, It is hereby declared that a person shall not be disqualified for being 
chosen as, and for being, a member of the Legislative Assembly of West 
Bengal by reason only of the fact that he holds any of the following 
offices of profit under the Government of India or the Government 0 
any State specified in the First Shedule to the Constitution of India, 
namely :— 
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(a) an office of a Parliamentary Secretary or a Parliamentary Under- 
Secretary, 
(6) an office which is not a whole-time office remunerated either by 
salary or by fees.””

Report of the Committee of Privileges 


Sri. T. T. Kesavan Sastri: I beg to present the report of the Committee 
of Privileges of the Travancore-Cochin Legislative Assembly dated 2nd April 1951, 
in respect of the alleged breach of privilege by certain newspapers. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, I move as an amendment that the question 
be recommitted. My reasons for recommittal are straight and simple. Two ques- 
tions were referred to the Cornmittee of Privileges. They were: 

1. whether the comments madein the Desabhandu of the 9th-April 1950 


under the caption, olTademaitinl, nlwamew laa Gomesdoo, 
Gy asa &Sa, did not constitute a breach of privilege of the 
House, a 

2. whether the comments made in the Vanchibhoomi of the 17th April 
1950 and reproduced in the Bharati of the 18th April 1950 against 
an hon. Member of the House did not constitute a breach of 
privilege. 

Now there are ‘four points’ which are to be observed in drawing up a report 
by the Committee. They are set out in the rule relating to the question of privi- 
leges, i:e., Rule 65. The Rule reads thus: 

“The Committee shall examine every question referred to it and determine 
with reference to the facts of each case whether a breach of privilege is in- 
volved and, if so, the nature of the breach, the circunstances leading to it and 
make such recommendations as it may deem fit. : . 

With these in view, if we examine the report that is presented, we find that we 
have only the recommendation of the Committee m it. The real questions for 
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decision are not in the report. They have not said whether a breach of privilege has 
been committed, the nature of the breach, whether it is serious or light and the 
circumstances leading to it. They say: 

“The Committee of Privileges met in the Legislative Chamber on 3lst 
January and 20th February 1951. The points referred to the Committee were 
considered and the Committee's recommendation is that regard being had to 
the long time that has elapsed after the publication of the articles complained 
of it is better to drop the whole matter.” 

So the point referred to the Committee has not been answered by it. And my 
submission 18 that it is not in conformity with the rule relating to this matter. They 
say the points referred were considered. Where are they? If they were considered, 
that ought to be in the report itself. We can even go to the extent of saying that 
the points were not considered at all, They have also not set out the case. None 
of these things have been done. They have merely made a recommendation, that 
is only doing one of the four things mentioned in the rule. I submit that, therefore, 
this is not a proper report. . 

Then they say: : 

“The Committee want to take this opportunity to bring to the notice of the 
House, that there is no law on the Statute Book enabling the House or the 
Speaker to take action against persons guilty of contempt of the House. This 
is a matter which requires to be looked into immediately by Government.” 

I am sorry to see that the Committee did not look into the provision in the 
Constitution of India relating to the matter. Article 194 applies to cases like this, 
Sub-clause 3 to that Article reads thus: 

(3) In other respects, the powers, privileges and immunities of a House of 
the Legislature of a State and of the members and the committee of a House 
of such Legislature, shall be such as may from time to time be defined by the 
Legislature by law, and, until so defined, shall be those of the House of Com- 
mons of the Parliament of the United Kingdom, and of the members and com- 
mittees, at the commencement of this Constitution.” 

That js to say, until the law in this behalf is framed by a State Legislature, the 
law obtaining in the House of Commons in England shall apply. This article corres~ 
ponds, word for word, to article 105 of the Constitution relating to the members of 
the Parliament of India. . 

: here was recently a similar incident, in the Parliament of India. Action was 
taken against Mr. Moudgil for contempt of the House. The last portion of the 
resolution which was moved by the hon. the Prime Minister of India reads thus: 
* ....,and further that the terms of the resignation letter he has given to the 
Deputy Speaker at the end of his statement, constitutes a contempt of the House” 
So that when the Committee says that there is no law on_the Statute 
Book on the matter, I submit that it is an incorrect statement. Therefore my 
submission is that the Committee has not answered the question referred to it, 

-and that under the very rules under which they have been functioning, their 
report is wrong. Therefore 1 move that the question be recommitted. 

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: May I ask a point of clarification? The hon. 
Member Sri. Gnanasigamoni was saying that action was taken against Moudgil. 
He was a Member of Parliament so it was possible to expel him from _ Parlia- 
ment. But here steps have to be taken against persons who are not within the 
jurisdiction of this House. It is an entirely different case. What course of action 
does the hon. Member suggest in this case? 

_ Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: | will onswer that. Mr. Moudgil handed over his 
resignation to the Deputy Speaker and it was said that the resignation took effect 
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from that moment. Therefore the original resolution of the Prime Minister of 
India was amended and that amended resolution was moved on the assumption 
that he ceased to be a member of the House and that his resignation letter con- 
stituted a contempt to the House. _ It is a clear case of contempt of the House. It 
is therefore a case of action against a person who is no longer a member of that 
House. There is no doubt on that point. This case is a clear case for the posi- 
tion that this House has jurisdiction over those who are not members of the 
House. 

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: What is the exact punishment that you can mete 
out to a person who is not a member of the House and over whom this House has 
no jurisdiction at al]? 

Sri. P. K. Krishnankutty Menon: Sir, 1 oppose the motion for the 
recommitttal. ; :

Syi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, my point is the Privileges Committee did 
not do their duty. This House has referred to them to decide whether the com~ 
ments made in the Desabhandhu of the 9th of April 1950 under the caption 
‘aadomail.al, Maacoea, aa! cocnmacs, MilonaHs sa" did not constitute 
a breach of privilege of the House and whether the comments made in the Vanchi- 
bhoomi of the 17th April 1950 and reproduced in the Bharati of the 18th April 1950 
against an hon. Member of the House did not constitute a breach of privilege, 
These were the questions which were referred to the Privileges Committee to 
decide. Have they decided, have they censidered them? On the face of it they 
have not done these. What is stated in the report is ‘regard being had to the long 
time that has elapsed after the publication of the articles complained of it is better 
to drop the whole matter’. Is not that a breach of privileges? Was there nota 
breach of privileges? Should they not have answered these? Should they not 
have considered whether it was a breach of privilege or not? 1 think, Sir, it is 
creating a bad precedent. Whether there wasa breach of privilege or not wasa 
matter which the Committee ought to have come to a conclusion upon. They shirked 
their responsibility. They say time has lapsed, etc. Lapse of time is another 
factor allogether. They should have come to definite decisions on the points raised 
and referred to them. They have not done this. I, therefore, think that my friend 
Sri. Gnanasigamoni is entitled to ask the Committee to go into the question and 
decide whether there has been a breach of privilege or not. On the receipt of their 
report whether any action should be taken on their reeommendations or not isa 
point for this House to decide. What the Committee was called upon to do was to 
report on the paints referred to them. They should report on the points. 

The second part of their report is to the effect that there is no law on the 
Statute Book enabling the House or the Speaker to take action against persons guilty 
of contempt of the House. I should submit that the primary duty of the Committee 
was to answer specifically the two points referred to them and they have failed to 
do so and { think [I am entitled toask this House to refer these points back 
to the Committee so that they may consider these points and decide on them 
specifically.

Mr. Speaker : This is a matter involving the privilege of the House and 1 
think it is better to enlighten the House with regard to the exact legal position. 
On page 136 of May’s Parliamentary Practice what is stated is: 


“The report of a committee on a matter of privilege may be taken into con- 
sideration in pursuance either of an order made upon a previous day or of a 
motion that the report be now read or be now taken into consideration”. 

It is that motion that is before the House. 

“A motion that the report of a committee on a matter of privilege be now 
taken into consideration or a substantive motion expressing the agreement or 
disagreement of the House with the report will be accorded the priority 
assigned to a matter of privilege unless there has been undue delay in bringing 
it forward. ; 

“If the Committee reports that no breach of the privileges of the House 
has been committed, no further proceedings are usually taken in reference to 
the report”. 

“In two instances however, where the Committee of privileges reported that 
no breach of the privileges of the House had been committed, the House resolved 
that it agreed with the Committee in their report. 


“When the Committee recommended that in view of the explanation offered by 
the offender, and of his expression of regret for the offence he had committed, the 
House should take no further action in the matter or that the conduct complained 
of was not such a breach of privileges of the House as called for any further 
action on its part or that in the opinion of the Committee the House would 
best consult its own dignity by taking no further notice of the libel, further action 
was not taken by the House”. 

I may say that there are no specific findings in the Committee report with 
regard to the points referred to the Committee and it is, therefore, for the House 
to consider whether the matter has again to go to the Committee for specific 
findings or to take any other decision as the House deems fit. ; 

Sri. P. K. Krishnankutty Menon: Sir, If any finding is required by the 
Committee I have no objection to recommit the report to the Committee. But 
what I say is that no useful purpose will be served by recommitting this in the 
circumstances mentioned in the report of the Committee,

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Resolutions on matters of General Public Interest 

Mr. Speaker: Now that all the questions have been finished, we shall pass 
on to the resolutions tabled for discussion today. ‘The first resolution stands in the 
name of My. P. Kunjukrishnan. . 

Resolution re: Supply of Manure ; 
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Sri. K. Ramachandran: Sir, on a point of order. Would it be in order if 
the House were to‘adjourn while a Member is speaking? 

My. Speaker: That point of order does not arise now for decision. 
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Mr. Speaker: Thirty minutes.

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Svi, A: P. Udayabhanu: Sir, it is true that the resolution of Sri. Kunju- 
krishnan may not be so striking, may not be very successful in impressing, and may 
not have any emotional out-burst and other things. But, Sir, it discusses one of 
the very vital topics of the day, the food production. It is a universally accepted 
principle that is involved in this resolution. We have, therefore, to discuss the 
matter in detail. My submission is, Sir, that we have to discuss the matter in detail 
and at great length so that we may be in a position,— 

Sri. Ponnara G.Sreedhar: So that we can chuck off — 

Mr. Speaker. Order, order. ; 

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu. My friend is very much excited and I do not think 
there is any reason for that. My submission is that this matter has to be discussed 
in detail so that we may be able to place before the Government the several aspects 
which the Government may be able to accept and several ideas which the Govern- 
ment may be able to implement. When we are grappling with the problem of food 
it is very necessary that we should discuss this resolution in detail as far as the 
position in the State is concerned. 

The Central Government had made an announcement that after 1951 they 
are not going to import a single grain, and they have formulated a five-year plan of 
food production. We also have got a five-year plan for the purpose. What is this 
five year plan so far as we are concerned? What was expected was to attain self- 
sufficiency in 1951. Now we find that the world is rather receding and what is the 
state of affairs? Some of the great thinkers and scientists say that the outlook of 
mankind is rather grim because the population is increasing like anything and the 
arable lands aredwindling. Onone side, the population is rismg and on the other side 
the arable lands are shrinking. That is the present position in our State also. 
Humanity is now suffering for want of food and arable lands and not on account of 
war. It is really the food problem that is facing us very keenly. As far as India 
is concerned, we are short by 10 per cent of our requirements, and as far as our 
State is concerned we are short by 60 per cent of our requirements. In these 
circumstances, [ submit that it is absolutely necessary that this resolution should be 
discussed in detail so that it may help the Government in attaining self-sufficiency 
in food. 

My case is that we have to give our earnest attention and most careful consi- 
deration so far as this subject is concerned. As far as our State is concerned we 
have our arable lands at something like 22 cents per head and some of the experts 
or scientists have concluded that at least 2 acres of land per head is the area that is 

absolutely necessary for a man to be self-sufficient and healthy. We could be happy 
if we could allot at least an acre per head for cultivation. But what we can allot 
is only something like 22 cents per head. Therefore the only way in which we can 
make headway and bring some relief is to intensify the actual production. What is 
most important in intensive cultivation ? They are manure, water and good seeds. 
These are the three important things as far as intensive cultivation is concerned. 
We are having rather favourable monsoons and lavish supply of water and the next 
most important thing is manure. The most difficult thing that an agriculturist has 
to face is the shortage of manure and I am speaking as a practical agriculturist— 
one who directly cultivates his land and who knows the difficulties and understands 
the difficulties of an agriculturist. It is with personal knowledge that I speak all 
these topics here. It is the question of manure that is most important. How can 
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we get it. The hon. Minister was saying that from “Calcutta and other places 
bonemeal has begun to move. But I think, Sir, so‘ far as our agriculturists are 
concerned firstly bonemeal is very costly compared to other manure. That is a 
point that we have toconsider. To another question the hon. Minister said that 
we ate short of groundnut cakes. Groundnut cake also from the point of view of 
ordinary agriculturist is a costly manure. It is not within his reach, As far as 
nitrogenous manure, and soda ash, potash, etc., are concerned, it is not possible for 
the ordinary agriculturist to get these.. They cannot depend on these manures. 
As far as ash is concerned that is another important thing, potash. It is 
something like Rs.120 for 100 tins so that we cannot depend on any 
of these since they are all beyond our ordinary agriculturists’ means. What I say 
is that even*if the Government are in a position tosupply the three kinds of manures 
the cost of these is such that itis not within their means. So, when we have 
grappled with the problem of manure, we have to think of supplying the agricultur- 
ists with the manure which is within his means and which he will be in a position 
to purchase and apply. It may be easily proposed that the Government must be 
in a position to subsidise the cost of manure and sell it cheaper. We are not spen- 
ding 4—5 crores of rupees every year towards subsidy for rice and to sell the rice 
cheap, I say that it must be possible for the Government to subsidise the manure 
as well. It may be argued that it will not be practically within the means of this 
Government to supply the agriculturist with cheap manure by subsidising it. 
Therefore, we must think of other alternative forms of manure which may be within 
the reach of the ordinary agriculturist. It is in this way that the proposition has 
to be approached. . 

It is another thing that when the artificial manure was applied, crops in some 
places were destroyed. The effectiveness of the manure cannot be questioned. But 
the destruction of the erop was due to the application of the manure in the wrong 
way. rhe effectiveness depends on the manner of application and the condition of 
the soil. . 

Mr. Speaker: All these points have been mentioned by the mover of the 
motion. The Member will therefore avoid repetition. If there is anything new to 
state, the hon. Member may proceed. 


Sri. A. P, Udayabhanu: My suggestion is, Sir, that the Agricultural Depart 
ment of the State should see that the soil in the land is analysed and necessary 
information and advice given to the agriculturist so that he may know the actual 
requirements of his lands. My submission is that instead of having one laboratory 
at Trivandrum to analyse the soil, etc., that is sent there, we must have laboratories 
“in the various places where soil may be analysed, where people may be induced to 
take the soil for analysis. I would even go further and say that the officers of the 
Agricultural Department must take special care in this matter. They must not wait 
for the soil being taken to them for analysis. They should not expect the agri- 
culturists to take the soil samples to the laboratories. They must go to the field, 
pursuade the agriculturists to do the needful. They should not go about as masters, 
but they must go as servants and advisers of the people. They must give them 
advice and necessary information. That is the approach that the Government and 
the Agricultural Department must have as far as this problem is concerned. Instead 
of their sitting in cushined arm chairs and asking the people to bring samples of soil 
for analysis they must go out and take the samples themselves and analyse and take 
special care in such matters, That is how this problem has to be approached. 

Another thing is cheap manure. Now manure is being distributed by 
certam depots. That is not enough. These: depots are making capital out of this 
transaction. My suggestion is that a system of licensing may be introduced. Only

persons who get a licence from the Government for the sale of manure must deal 
in it. There have been cases where the depot keepers have committed adulteration 
of manure. I say that it is as much a sin to adulterate manure as to adulterate 
milk. My submission is that Government must allow only licensed depots to deal 
in manure and they must put labels on the manure stock showing percentage of 
the manure contents, etc. Government must see that the arrangements made are 
within the easy reach of an ordinary agriculturist. . 
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Sri. N.D. Jose: Does the hon, Member know that the filaria spreading 
Mosquito breeds on this water ? ; 
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Mr. Speaker: Order, order. Any discussion that is to be made must be 
relevant to the question and J should invite the attention of the hon. Members to 
standing order 58 about the limit of discussion. 
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Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: I very strongly support this resolution. This 
is a beautiful resolution, beautifully worded. We are indeed grateful to the mover 
of the resolution for all the nice things he had said, There was no occasion when 
there was so much of unanimity as on this occasion. Now all that remains is to 
hear what the Minister in charge has to say on this matter.

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Sir, 1 support this resolution. I do not think 
there is any difference of opinion so far as this House is concerned on this matter. 
Considering the food situation in our State and also the availability of land, the 
only thing we can do is to increase food production for which we have to con- 
centrate on intensive cultivation. No doubt, manure plays an important part and 
we have the assurance of the hon. Finance Minister that this Government is 
trying to get as much manure as possible. But this Government has to bear in 
mind one fact, and that is, however much we get manure in this place we must also 
know who the people are to buy it. The Government was saying that we area 
deficit State to the extent of 60 per cent procurement of paddy and I may be per- 
mitted to say that they forcibly take paddy from poor agriculturists telling them 
that 60 per cent of the population are starving and sacrifice to that extent from the 
parties is essential and so on. There are also parties who on behalf of the labour- 
ers say that their wages are insufficient and so cry for increase in labour charges. 
So then the situation comes to this. The poor agriculturist has to give paddy at a 
much reduced rate and he has to pay increased wages to the labourers because of 
the urge made by the parties in their behalf. [he parties sympathise with the case 
of labourers. Day by day increased wages are paid and the real agriculturist loses a 
lot in agricultural operations. 

Sir, it is not only increased manure that is necessary for increasing production 
but it is the incentive for ‘cultivation that ought to be created by Government. 
The Government can go to a village and see the condition of an agriculturist, 
They will readily see that an agriculturist is not at all interested in cultivation. To 
create an incentive, what Government should do is to give all facilities for him to 
produce paddy. The one thing that this Government can think of is to sell manure 
at subsidized rates to the agrizulturists. Then alone people will buy and use it in 
their fields. At once-the Treasury Benches will say whether they are not paying 
to an agriculturist four annas per head as manure subsidy. Sir, I may say that 
payment is being misused and it is not properly given to his benefit. After all, if 
manure is supplied at subsidized rates, as certain as anything it will find its way 
into paddy fields. No one can eat it. It will find its place only in the paddy 
fields and paddy could be grown then. Though Government says that they are 
prepared to lose even 5 crores of rupees they are not in a position to pay enhanced 
price for the paddy they get from the agriculturists. I would say that the agricul- 
turists need be paid one crore as enhanced price for paddy. By so doing I am sure 
they will be able to produce more so that their losses may be little less. Then, Sir, 
there is another aspect, viz., the psychological aspect. Wherever an agriculturist goés, 
Government is not sympathetic towards him. The position is that even parties are 
not sympathetic towards an agriculturist. From time immemorial this has been so. 
I will give one instance. The agriculturists were collecting green manure from the 
mountains nearby, without paying a single cash. When there is the cry for ‘grow 
more food’ and intensive cultivation at this moment, green leaf manure is taxed. 
After all, this is a small matter for Government and from an agriculturist’s point 
of view, it will yield good results. Look at the psychological aspect. Everybody 
will say that even green manure is taxed. Is it the way in which Government 
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encourages the poor agriculturist ? So far as other kinds of manure are con~ 
cerned, we cannot produce them in our places. Of course, it is very good 
Kterature to read how compost manure could be manufactured in our places. Even 
on a small scale it is impossible to manufacture it in the villages of South 
Travancore because sufhcient space is not available to make that kind of manure. 
According to the type of villages existing there, each house cannot have a pit for 
compost manure. It is easy to say all these things for Government. But 
we have to look to the practical aspect of the question. Taking into consideration 
all these matters, it is much better for Government to get as much manure as 
possible from outside and distribute it as such to the needy agriculturists. It is 
essential that each place must be given at subsidized rates. I have to make one 
more: suggestion in this context, with regard to the percentage of manure to be 
allotted to the agriculturists. Compared to paddy growing areas in Travancore, 
the largest percentage of paddy is collected from South Travancore. When it 
comes to distribution of manure to that area, and that at subsidized rates, it is the 
lowest percentage. The principle should be to allot a higher percentage of manure 
to the taluk that gives the maximum procurement. so that the agriculturists there 
may have an incentive to produce more paddy and to some extent thereby redress 
the food situation in our State. 
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Sri, K. Sivarama Pillai: What about the licence fee imposed for collecting 
manure? . 
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Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai. Is the Government aware that from time imme” 

morial there was no licence? 
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Mr. Speaker: ‘Does the hon. Member press the resolution? 
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The resolution was, by leave, withdrawn. 
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Resolution regarding Food Production, Procurement, 
Distribution and Rationing. 


Sri. N. D. Jose: I move. 

“ This House recommends to the Government that food production, procure- 
ment, distribution and rationing be improved along the following lines. 

(a). by providing greater facilities to the peasant for cultivation ; 

(b) by checking as far as possible corrupt practices and harassment of the 
poorer class of cultivators in the procurement of foodgrains; 

(c) by permitting free sale of foodgrains left after proper procurement and 
the free transport of such foodgrains throughout the State ; 

(d) by checking as far as possible corrupt practices in rationing and dis-~ 
tribution ; and through such other methods as would render food production and 
distribution more effective and satisfactory to the people in this State. . 

Sir, in moving my resolution on food production, distribution and procurement, 
I have worded the resolution purposely in a wide manner so that there may be 
sufficient scope for a full discussion of the subject. I did that even at the risk of 
being a little vague. On a full consideration of the entire position, Sir, I find that, 
in drawing a deduction I have committed a certain error. I shall come to that in the 
course of my brief speech on this resolution. - 

Mr. Speaker: Is the hon. Member moving the resolution as it stands ? 

Sri. ND. Jose: _ { shall explain in the course of my speech. - [ am introduc- 
ing the resolution and I shall develop my argument in the course of my speech. 

Mr. Speaker: Th hon, Member was expressing something against a part of 
his resolution. | want to know whether the Member is introducing the resolution 
as it stands > . 

Sri. N. D. Jose: Sir, I am introducing the resolution as it stands. In the 
course of my arguments, I shall present relevant facts. As far as the first part of 
this resolution is concerned, | would divide the incentives that can be given to the 
cultivators, into two sections; those which are of a longstanding nature and_ those 
which can be taken in hand at present by the present Ministry and this Legislative 
Assembly. I do not propose to go into detail with regard to those aspects of the 
issues which are of a long-distance nature. But all the same I would like to point 
out very briefly to those factors which may lead to high food production in the 
State, which ultimately will be the factors which will tide over the present 
difficulty. 

The first is that our land system has reached a stage where there is a 
considerable amount of fragmentation of holdings. This point has engaged the 
attention of the governments of various provinces even before. I would plead 
strongly for the consolidation of holdings through the co-operative movement, in 
this country. I would suggest that through the development of co-operative 
farming societies there should be consolidation of holdings. Legislation has already 
been tried as a measure for consolidation of holdings in various provinces like the 
Madhya Pradesh, Jammu & Kashmir, Bombay, the Punjab, etc. In the publication 
of the Government or India on agricultural legislation with particular reference to 
consolidation of holdings, a good deal of stress has been laid on the development of 
co-operative farms. But since we are meeting almost at the fagend of our term, 
it is not my intention that a full discussion on this issue should be made at this 
stage. All the same, I thought that it would not be out ‘of place to mention it 

ere, 

Then, Sir, another point which I would bring for the consideration of this 
August body is that we should have a clear-cut forest policy. It may be that we 
derive a certain amount ot food production from forest lands leased out for culti- 
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yation. But care should be taken as far as this matter is concerned, in seeing that 
Jand is not assigned away or leased out at places where rivers have their origin. | 
would like to point out here that the Periyar lake, the bed of the Periyar river has 
already risen by nearly six feet during the past five or six years. 

Sri. Poulose Pylee: Where did the hon. Member get this information 
from > ; 

Sri. N. D. Jose: I was not categorical in my statement. If I am wrong, I 
may be corrected. . 
en, Sir, our food production drive is also intimately bound up with the land 
policy of the Government, It is unfortunate that we have not been able to form a 
definite Jand policy till now. But perhaps this is not the time when this should 
be pressed. These are the three factors which should concern the Government in 
regard to the long-distance agricultural policy of this country. 

Now I come to those aspects which are of immediate, and, therefore, of a more 
urgent and vital nature. The first issue has already been discussed in this House, 
namely the question of manure distribution. In this connection, I want only to 
point out a certain thing to the Government. In the budget before us, we find 
that the Government has set apart nearly more than 10 lakhs of rupees for the 
purpose of distribution of manure, subsidies, etc. Out of that more than 6 lakhs is 
given by the Government of India. I would like to know from the hon. Minister 
how much of this money has been actually spent towards distribution of manure 
in this State. Already complaints have been voiced from various parts of this 
House that this manure is not available in various taluks. It has been brought to 
the notice of the Government and of this House that there are not sufficient manure 
depots throughout the State. This, Sir, I point out as something which should 
merit the earnest and serious consideration of the Government. 

Now, Sir, about four annas is allowed as bonus for the actual cultivators 
in this State. I need not here voice the protests of the country in regard to this. 
The Government is slready well aware of the fact that there have been complaints 
throughout the State that this four annas is not paid and does not actually go to 
the tiller of the soil, to the person who is connected intimately with the food pro- 
duction of this country. This point also merits the earnest consideration of this 
Government. . 

Time and again it has been pointed out that better seeds should be distributed. 
In this connection, 1 would point out that very often in many cases, seed which is 
set apart for cultivation purposes may be sold or may be consumed. We know 
that to prevent this, we should either have a supervising authority, which would be 
very costly, or you treat the paddy set apart for cultivation with sulphur, so 
that it cannot be consumed. 

Sir, in our State, the production of paddy is considerably low compared with 
countries like Japan. This is because there is not sufficient and proper manuring 
and also because first quality seeds are not distributed to the cultivators in this 
country. Sir, then another point that is often cited about the development of 
agriculture in this country is water. In this connection, I do not deny that 
the Government has tried to improve irrigation facilities in this country. Very often 
it has been half-hearted deepening of tanks and wells. I could suggest in this 
connection that large scale projects should be taken up by the Government like the 
Perinchani scheme or such other schemes. ; 

Sir, then ] come to the most important aspect as far as the present House and 
the present Government is concerned, That is the price of rice. I am sure, Sir, that 
the Government are aware of the fact that there have been strong complaints in this 
State that the price given to agriculturists is not sufficient to meet the cost of 
cultivation. The question of price imcentive has also been dealt with in the draft 
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in the first 5 year plan prepared by the Government of India. Itis likely, the 
report says, that when price incentives are offered the farmers will respond and 
there will be additional production in the lines which are favoured. Sir, the present 
price rate which the Government are paying is Rs. |—13—-6 per para. Government 
purchase this at Rs, 1-13—6 per para while the Government are selling the same 
at Rs. 3-—-6—0 per para. In this Government makes a profit. Nearly 7 annas 
6 pies are utlised for collection and distribution of paddy in this State. It is possible 
to minimise this expenditure. What I submit is this, if you do not give sufficient 
money to meet the expenses ef cultivation, the cultivator will neglect his field, 
The argument that even if you give sufficient price incentive the cultivation in this 
country will not go up bya perceptible margin is not quite correct. There are 
reports in the papers appearing every day that fields are converted for cultivation of 
other crops. For instance, in places like Tirumala, fields are being used for cultiva- 
tion of other crops like sugarcane. There are also cases where fields have been 
used for cultivation of bananas. Now, in this State the agriculturists take to cultiva- 
tion of various crops, If the Government does not pay sufficiently to meet the 
cost of cultivation of paddy in this State, there will inevitably be a tendency on the. 
‘part of the cultivators to undertake money crops, Not only that, Sir, it will not be 
just on the part of the Government to discriminate between those who are 
cultivating paddy and those who are engaged in the cultivation of cash Crops like 
pepper, spices, rubber etc. In this connection, Sir, I would like to bring before 
the Government certain figures obtaining in other Provinces in India. In other 
Provinces in India, the price paid for agricultural produce like rice or wheat is always 
higher than the rate paid by the Government of Travancore. Day before yesterday 
it was pointed out by the Madras Food Minister that they were trying to increase 
the price of paddy paid to the ryots in Madras which is even now higher than the 
price paid to the cultivator here in this State. : 

Sir, rice has a relation to the wage structure also. If the Government does 
not pay sufficient to meet the cost of cultivation, it mevitably has an effect on the 
landless kisans in this country. Not only that, Sir, there are very few cultivators 
in this State who are doing cultivation on a large scale. The cultivators in this 
country usually cultivate areas of half an acre or one acre. Fragmentation has come 
to such an extent that usually the cultivator cultivates a very small plot of land in 
this State. The problem of the Government and this Assembly is the small scale 
cultivator in the State. If the small scale cultivator is not allowed to meet his cost 
of cultivation not only will this affect the wage structure of the landless kisans, it 
will also affect to a great extent the food production in this State. 

Sir, the price of paddy was increased to Rs. 2—8—0 when the Ministry head-- 
ed by Sri, Pattom Thanu Pillai was in power and also when the present Food 
Minister was shouldering the responsibilities of this portfolio before the other 
Ministry came into power, Afterwards the price has been cut down and now it has 
come to Rs. |—13—6, Sir, the price levels vary in other Provinces. For instance, 
Punjab is paying for a quantity of one para of paddy between Rs. 6 and Rs. 12, 
U. P. is paying for over a’ maund of paddy Rs. 15 to Rs. 29. Madhya Pradesh 
is paying between Rs. 9-—8—0 and Rs. 17. The Government of India, Sir, has 
been meting out a very step-motherly treatment to this State. ©The Government of 

ndia ...... . 

_ Sri. C. Kesavan: May I know whether it is not the average price of all the 
varieties of paddy in Bombay? There are three varieties. The lowest is lower 
than ours-and the highest is twice ours. Has the hon. Member analysed these? 

Sri. N.D. Jose: Sir, I said that the price varies from Rs. 6 to Rs, 12. 
Consistent with the quality, they pay up to about Rs. 12 
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But I do not have detailed information as far as the question is concerned. 
The Government of India has been paying subsidy under various heads to Provinces 
like U. P. and Punjab. For instance, in 1949—50 an amount of Rs. 60 crores was 
expended by the Government of India under this Head, In 1951 nearly 40 crores 
has been expended for the development of the Provinces like U.P., Bihar and 
Punjab. Sir, I feel that there is a very strong case for the State to be put forward 
by our Members of Parliament and by our Members in the Party to which they 
belong. I trust, Sir, that this question will be seriously taken up by the Govenrment 
and that the Government will see that a sufficient price incentive, a just price incentive, 
ig given to the cultivators in this country. There is no point in penalising a person 
merely because he takes to agriculture. If you are penalising people who take to 
agriculture you can also have the same hand on bankers, on people taking other 
industries in this country or people taking to agriculture or money crops hike pepper 
or rubber. . 


Sir, Ihave, pointed out some of the salient features connected with the 
development of agriculture and the increase of food crops in this State. Sir, another 
point 1 would bring before the consideration of this august Assembly is that there 
has been a considerable amount of corrupt practice going on in the procurement of 
food grains. In many parts of Travancore, Sir, it is the poorer cultivator who is to 
pay almost all the yield of his land. There have been many cases where the richer 
class of cultivators has been able to evade the clutches of law. Therefore, Sir, I 
would point out that the Government should see to it that justice is done to the 
poorer class of cultivators and see to it that the policeman and the collectoin officers 
entrusted with the task of procurement do -not unnecessarily victimise and harass the 
poorer class of cultivators. There have been instances in many parts of Travancore- 
Cochin where the poor cultivator whose field is ripe for being reaped, has to go 
from one place to another—he has to go to the Provarthicar, and the Tahsildar, and 
all the time the field is lying ripe and the poor man is put to considerable hardship 
going from one place to another to get permission for harvesting his paddy in his 
field.. These are points which should come up for the earnest attention of this 
Government. ; 


’ Lacknowledge, Sir, that the problem is so vast that corruption cannot be 
completely routed out. Therefore, it is that I say that the Government should 
strive its best to see that corruption is minimised as far as procurement is 
concerned. 


Sir, coming to the next point I would say that there should be proper 
* procurement, I find on a closer examination of the problem that if there is proper’ 
procurement, that is, if there is proper excess procurement, there cannot 
be any grain left after procurement. Sir, I admit that it is a mathematical 
impossibility. Theoretically it is impossible that there will be any grain left 
after proper excess procurement. I want to point out that it is the definite 
policy of the Socialist Party that there should be excess procurement. ‘If this 
Government can see to it that there can be a proper excess procurement of food 
grains then it is impossible that there will be any grain left. And, therefore, it may 
be argued that since there is no grain left after proper procurement of the food 
grains, then the question of re-transport or resale does not arise. | admit, Sir, that 
this is theoretically a very sound proposition. 1 do not want to go further into the 
merits of that argument. Sir, it has often been brought to the notice of the Govern-* 
ment that there is a considerable amount of corruption in rationing. There is very 
often a complaint that a good deal of the grains set apart for rationing given to the 
3p.m. ration shop keepers is sold outside in the blackmarket. Sir, today the system 
prevailing is that Government gets the grains in weight, Then jt is measured out

to the ration shop-keepers. In the course of measuring out the ration, shop-keepers 
complain that there is always a shortage in weight. But when there is re-distribution 
by the shopkeepers inevitably that loss has to be borne by the consumer of the 
article. Not only that, Sir, a certain clever way of corruption is practised by the 
shop-keepers in measuring out to the consumers. For instance, the measure is 
tilted or in taking away the head, as itis described, a great deal of grain is taken 
away by the ration shop-keepers. It may be that the shortage is small. But in our 
country a small quantity will help to feed a child. Therefore, I seriously suggest 
that the Government should strive to get over this difficulty. My suggestion is that 
grain should be distributed by weight to the ration card holders, This is a position 
which has been accepted by the Government of India that distribution should be in 
weight, It has also been considered by the Madras Government that distribution 
should only be in weight. As far as I am aware, there are no practical difficulties 
in shifting over from our measure system to the weight system. The practical 
implications of the question should merit earnest consideration at the hands of 
overnment. 

Sir, about the corruption practised which I mentioned in the Rationing Depart- 
ment, I feel now that the authorities who are charged with the task of seeing that 
rationing is properly carried out are not in a position to do so. There are no 
proper checks on them. I would suggest, Sir, that there should be District 
Officers to watch over these people. Even then, Sir, [ do not think that this 
Government will be in a position to root out corruption altogether from controlled 
commodities. The problem is of such a vast scale that the Government will have 
to throw off its hands in despair that this task is beyond the capacity of the Govern- 
ment to tackle completely and root out corruption in the rationing department. 

One other suggestion that I would suggest is that the hon. Minister should 
make it a point occasionally to pay surprise visits to ration depots. There should 
also be surprise visits by other officers connected with rationing. : 

Sir, the problem is of such a very vast scale—the problem of food production, 
procurement and rationing —that I feel that in a short time it will not be possible to 
exhaust all the implications of the question. What I have done, Sir, is to have 
placed certain points before this Government for consideration and action along 
lines which the hon, Members think fit, I submit this resolution for the earnest 
consideration of this House. : 
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Mr. Speaker: I donot wish to shut out opinions of hon. Members of the 
House. But I would like to know from the Minister whether he would speak on 
this resolution at this stage. 

Sri. K. M. Kovzh: 1 would like to hear the observations of some more 
hon. Members on this question. 

My. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, J would like to invite the attention of the 
House to another aspect of the matter. This country has been under-nourished for 
the last 8 years and more. This is the only State in India where complete rationing 
is in force. There is no other part in India which stands in the category of com- 
plete statutory rationing for its whole population. These facts have not been suffici- 
ently well understood not only by our Government but also by the Union Govern- 
ment. For the last 8 years and more we are liying under a ration ranging from 8 
to 44 ounces per adult. Sir, according to population basis if Government are to 
ration at the rate of 8 ounces per adult, if | am not mistaken, Government will re- 
quire somewhere like 5°83 lakhs tons of food grains. Actually the food grains now 
given by the Union Government to meet rationing liability of this Government comes 
to somewhere near 3°26 lakhs tons of which rice forms 2°75 lakhs tons. So the Travan- 
core Government was forced by these inadequate supplies to continue rations even at 
reduced rates from 6 to 44 ounces of rice in’the ration content. On the other side 
of the Ghats, the Union Government has found it possible to supply that quantity of 
rice which will enable that Government to have 6 ounce-ration in rice content. 
That is a deficit State to the tune of 10 per cent of its requirements, whereas our 
State with a higher density of population and no spare land for cultivation has a 
deficit to the tune of 40 per cent of our requirements. Along with that, in Madras 
State there is no State-wide rationing. It ts only regional rationing that is in force. 
In spite of that, the Union Government is prepared to rush rice to that State for 
maintaining a ration of 6 ounces per adult in rice content. On the other hand, here 
the population is on starvation allowance for the last 8 years and more and were 
4 pan getting ration of 8 ounces to 6 ounces and now 44 ounces of rice. This 

“M+ is the pathetic condition in which we are placed. I ask, has our 
Government realised what the effect would be on the public health of this country? 
Has the Government of India realised the genuine feeling which the people 
of this country has on that matter? How long can we get on like this? 

hen the State undertakes the responsibility of rationing, it means that they have 
to get hold of enough stocks to honour the ration cards they issue. That means 
that they have to procure whatever quantity available within the country and to 
import the necessary quantity from outside. In the matter of trade, especially 
overseas trade, this country is helpless. On the other hand, in other parts of India 
where there is enough surplus aver and above a ration of 16 ozs. they do not 
permit the surplus to be exported freely. Recently, day before yesterday, if my 
memory serves me aright, there was a debate in the Indian Parliament, on the 
question of rice supply from Punjab to Madras. The Punjab Government had not 
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supplied the excess rice in time. Sir, when we are under one Union Government 
and we all owe allegiance to that Government, it is the duty of that Government 
to maintain equal ration in all parts of the country. If that responsibility is not 
squarely shouldered by the Central Government, then perforce this Government 
will have to think of devising methods of action for themselves. How to tackle the 
problem is a question on which the representatives of the people must concentrate 
their attention and the Government also must seriously think of it, Can they 
undertake a state-wide rationing, | ask, with the scanty supply they get at present > 
Or will they devise other means by which the people will be able to meet their 
requirements by other resources ? Should regional rationing be adopted > These are 
matters which shoud seriously engage the attention of the Government and the 
representatives of the people of the country. 


Then there is the other very important problem of the price level. We hear 
nowadays so much about price levels. The price level must have a certain 
relation with the cost of production. At the present time on account of the 
economic position in India, there is a feeling that the cost of living should not 
increase. It is right from the point of view of the inflationary tendencies in the 
country. But cost of living will have to be correlated to the cost of production and 
therefore to the selling price of commodities. You cannot ask a producer to pro- 
duce a thing for Rs. 2 and sell it for Re. 1. That is not economics. That is not 
feasible, and as long that system is tried to be enforced, that is bound to fail. That 
was what the Father of the Nation had in mind, when he said controls must go. 
Controls at any stage will have a demoralising effect. Control without any relation 
to the cost of production is bound to be violated as long as human instincts are what 
they are. Then blackmarketing sets in and the Government and the people are 
caught in the meshes of its undesirable consequences. So, Sir, there must be a 
relation between cost of production and the price level of the commodity. Has the 
Government understood the reality of this situation? Has the Central Government 
realised this? Has the Central Government taken the trouble of preparing statistics of 
the’co ts of production on a regional basis > Time and again we are faced with the 
orders of the Central Government fixing the rates of prices of commodities. At the 
same time they thrust on us food materials bought at exorbitant prices. I think 
that the food transactions of this year have resulted im a loss of Rs. 54 crores to 
this Government. The Food Minister was saying that the subsidy would come to 
Rs. 2°28 crores. This State will have to face a loss of Rs. 2°25 crores this year. 
How is this loss to be met? We buy rice at a high price and sell at a low price. 
And at the same time, the Central Government stands in the way of our paying 
a higher rate to our domestic producers. 


The procurement in the State has never exceeded 80,000 tons of rice. Now 
we are sustaining a loss of Rs. 182 per ton in selling imported rice at the present 
rate. Suppose we fix the procurement price of local rice at the rate at which we 
import rice, we will sustain a loss of Rs. 182 per ton on the 80,000 we procure 
here. In other words, the producers here are sustaining a loss of 1°45 crores by 
selling their produce at the present rate to Government. ‘That is what it amounts 
to, Has the Government considered what it means to the people ? (Speaker's Bell) 
Then I want only to refer the inefficient rationing methods and the harassment 
caused by procurement. Inefficient rationing is one of the calamities that has fallen 
on us, A ration card is issued-to each family and it is proclaimed that statewide 
rationing 1s statutorily enforced. But what is the real position ? The ration cards 
have become mere token cards. The quantity noted in them are seldom given in 
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full. There has not been sufficient checking, I would seriously advise the. 
Ministers to check the ration cards. 

My friends on the Tyeasury Benches are in the habit of roaming over the 
whole country. So they have ample opportunities of coming into contact with 
the people. I would earnestly and humbly plead to them that if they meet any 
person they should ask him to bring his ration card and examine whether he has 
been getting his ration regularly and in full. Why I say this is, the people in 
the country-parts do not get the full allotment that is allowed each week by the 
Government. When 10 units are issued, the ration merchant gives out just 8, 6 
or even 4 units and says he has received only a percentage of the allotment, There- 
fore, the real difficulty is that even this inadequate ration is not given to the 
people in full. Therefore, checking is necessary. Otherwise, it would be very 
hard for the people. (Speaker's Bell) I stop, Sir. 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: I wish to say a few words on the distribution and 
procurement of rice. How do the people take to it ? That is the real test. For 
the last so many years we have had procurement and distribution. Our State can 
be broadly divided into agriculturists owning lands and non-agriculturists who 
depend entirely on ration. So far as the agriculturists are concerned, they always 
seem to think, and to a certain extent they are correct, that procurement is only a 
legalised, organised form of plunder by the Government. They are not paid the 
cost of their labour. Virtually they are fleeced by the Government, That is the 
attitude of the agriculturists. 

So far as the non-agriculturists are concerned, wherever we go, whenever we 
ask a man about the ration, he would speak only of the blackmarket price and not 
the price at which Government sells. Ask a labourer and he says, one para of paddy 
is being sold at Rs, 4, so I must have a higher wage. So the blackmarket price has 
become the standard rate on which the price of other commodities and services are 
measured. Therefore, why should this Government expend so much money on food 
when the agriculturists and the non-agriculturists are both unsatisfied. 1 would, 
therefore, advocate complete derationing and making no procurement from excess 
taluks. At once my friends would turn round and say that the agriculturists would 
then simply hoard all the rice that they have in order to profiteer out of it. To such 
a notion, I have only to say that it arises out of ignorance. One example I will give. 
So far as my taluk is concerned, for the last crop at the procurement. season, the 
manure subsidy of 4 annas was delayed. When the complaint came to me, I per- 
suaded the people not to measure out paddy to the Government as a means of 
making the Government realise the position. But in spite of that more than 70 
per cent of the villages measured out their quotas, because they are poor people and 
if they want to carry on agricultural operations in the next season they have to sel! 
their stock now. And so far as the big jenmies are concerned, take it from me, that 
if paddy is stored for more than six months, it will be spoiled and the jenmies will 
not also keep their paddy with them, but will sel] to Government if not today, 
tomorrow certainly. 

Sir, we talk of party ideals and principles and we are afraid of facing realities. 
My friend Mr. Jose though he moved originally that free sale ought to be pro- 
hibited, at the time the resolution was moved he was rather hesitant to tell that. I 
would just ask him to come to the Karamana Bridge side and see what is going on 
there. He can see there women workers selling paddy in the city of Trivandrum. 
Had it not been so, Trivandrum would have been starved to death. It is known to 
the Government and the public. It is known to the Socialist Party who advocates’ 
the cause of the workers. It is done by the working class women; They get the 
paddy from the suburbs, husk them and bring them from some 10-15 miles outside 
the City and sell them to the public and they get money back. And they take out 
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livelihood from that. It is the working class people that are benefited by this and 
not the agriculturist, They get at the most 8 annas per para from this. But if the 
Government think that they cannot stop procurement at once I would give a sug. 
gestion that so far as the agriculturist is concerned a portion, say 50 per cent of the 
produce, may be procured at a reasonable price. The remaining 50 per cent, i.e. 
the balance left, may be left to the agriculturist and treated as a luxury article. 
Those rubber kings, pepper kings and other people who could afford to pay a luxury 
price—let them purchase their requirements from the poor agriculturists. The 
quantity procured as above and the quantity that this Government is able to get 
from outside may be reserved for rationing and let the working class people, the poor 
people, be rationed out of this stock. Let them be given a reasonably fair ration, a 
complete ration and of course those Government servants who have no other means 
of income—let them also be given full ration out of this. Let the people who are 
richer and who are more fortunate get their requirements as articles of luxury. Why 
should this Government purchase at the rate of Re. 1°13 from the poor agriculturist 
and why the poor pay at the rate of Rs. 2to 4? Let them get their requirements 
at any reasonable price which the agriculturist is willing to give. 

Sir, it has been said that throughout India there is rationmg. In the Food 
Minister’s Conference the Prime Minister of the Central Provinces was saying that 
‘there is no blackmarketing so far as his Province was concerned because 25 per cent 
of the produce can be sold and there is no strict procurement. As you say, in U. P. 
we have to pay Rs. 5/8/- per pata, so much so that there is no point in putting our 
poor agriculturists alone to the difficulty of getting very low price for their produce 
Mr. Nataraja Pillai was saying that we have procured only 80 lakhs of paras from 
our State this year. Divide it equally between all the lands. There are some 8—10 
lakhs of acres of paddy lands so far as our State is concerned. Divide these among 
all the landholders at the rate of 10 paras per acre. Let us make it absolutely com- 
pulsory to give 10 paras per acre at any reasonable price. If anybody gives more, 
give ita price equivalent to the price which the Government are paying for the 
stock obtained from the Government of India. Why should you grudge doing this? 
If anybody is able to procure more, give him a price which is at least lesser than the 
price that you give to the Government of India. 

Sri. K. M. Korah: It is 80,000 tons of rice; not 80 lakhs of paras of paddy. 

Syi. K. Sivarama Pillai: Whatever be the figure, divide it equally between 
all and make it compulsory that each man must give his quota. If anybody gives 
any quota over and above what he is bound to give, give him double the price. 
Even then it will be lesser than the cost we are paying now to the Government of 

ndia. 

Then as regards procurement also I have to make one suggestion. The 
department offers temptation to the officers that are engaged in the actual 
procurement, the G.P. Tahsildars downwards. At least so far as this department 
is concerned | would say that it is always better that we appoint youngsters in 
the department--not people who are just on the verge of retirement so that 
they could amass something by the time they get out of the department. 
On the other hand, if fresh people who have got a bright future 
and who aspire for some future prospects are appointed they will at least fear that 
their career will be put an end to if they do not properly behave or if they are cor- 
tupt. We should not allow anybody over 50 to be engaged in the department, _ If 
such a person is appointed for the procurement duty, wherever he goes, he will be 
interested only in enriching his pocket rather than proper procurement, 

Regarding food production also, one minor thing that I want to bring to 
the notice of the Government is, we have elaborate schemes and I think from the 
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discussion in this House, session after session, the Government would even he sick 
of our schemes and other things. But certain primary things which the Govern- 
ment could do easily are overlooked or forgotten. Take for example the question of 
the Kanni crop in South Travancore last time. The Kodayar Project irrigates 6 
lakhs of acres and sufficient water for this area is given by this project. In the tail 
end, we get long term paddy cultivated whereas in other areas short term crop is 
cultivated. Recently there arose so far as one half of the year is concerned especially 
in the Tovala area, the harvesting was over 2 months back. But so far as Agasti- 
swaram is concerned the harvesting was still to take place. Difficulty for the P,W.D. 
arose, when there was no rain, that there was not sufficient water—whether to save 
the crop of Agastiswaram or to give water for Tovala became the problem. If only 
the Agricultural Department were vigilant, they could have insisted that only short- 
term crops were cultivated at the tail end of the project. . Instead, the agriculturists 
raised long-term crops there and the department was not aware of it or did not take 
notice of it and of its consequences. Fortunately for us rains came and intervened 
and the position was thus saved. Otherwise a large volume of crop would have been 
somehow lost. The position was either Agastiswaram is lost if water is not given 
to it or Kumbham crop will be lost otherwise. : 
I, therefore, submit that Government should have control over these and 
necessary steps for rectification should be taken in time.

Item 1; Concessions to Backward Christian Communities and 
Christian Conyerts from Backward Communities. 
Syi, P. C. Adichan spoke against the grant of concessions} to Christian Converts 
from the funds provided for the advancement of Backward. Communities. The 
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Chairman pointed out that the funds of the Department were meant for the advance- 
ment of all backward communities and not for Hindu Backward Communities alone. 
After discussion, the sense of the Committee was in favour of the concessions allowed 
to “Other Backward Communities’ being allowed to Christian Converts 
as well. 


Item 2. Concessions to reconverted Backward Communities, i.e. 
Backward Communities reconverted from Christians. 


This subject was discussed at some length in which almost all the members 
took part. The Commissioner for the Advancement of Backward Communities 
stated for the information of the Committee that the practice obtaining in Madras 
was that such reconverts were given the benefit of concession enjoyed by the members 
of the Communities to which they belonged prior to their conversion to Christianity 
only after a period of 5 years from the date of such reconversion to Hinduism. In 
the initial stage of the discussion excepting Sri, Ponniah and Sri. P. C. Adichan, the 
non-official members were of the view that a probation period was necessary, but . 
differed in regard to the extent of such probation period. The Hon'ble Chief 
Minister suggested the advisability of non-official members coming to an agreed 
decision on the matter. Thereupon the suggestion of Sri. Krishnan Sastri that the 
time limit: should be fixed as 2 years and that during this period the fee concessions 
that are now being granted need alone be granted to them was endorsed by all the 
non-official members excepting Sri. D. Ponniah, Sri. C. C. Prasad and 
Sri. P. C. Adichan. - Sri. Chacko said that the probation period should be fixed as 
at least 5 years). He however, agreed tothe suggestion of Sri. Krishnan Sastri 
for fixing. it at 3 years. Sri. C. C, Prasad was not in favour of fixing any such 
restriction of time. Sri. Ponniah was also of the same view, but added that if such 
reconverts convert themselves again to Christianity the money spent on them should 
be realised from them. Sri. P, C, Adichan wanted the time limit as one year. The 
sense of the majority of the non-official members was recorded as follows.—A period 
of at least 3 years should elapse before:a reconvert to Hindu Scheduled Caste or 
Scheduled Tribe becomes entitled to concessions granted to a member belonging to 
that category and that during the period of 3 years immediately after reconversion to 
Hinduism. he will continue to get the benefit of fee concessions that he is now 
enjoying. 


Item 3. Grant to Hindu Union Hostel—Trivandrum 


The Commissioner for the Advancement of Backward Communities explained 
the circumstances that led to the stopping of the hostels maintained by the Depart- 
ment for the Advancement of Backward Communities for the school children 
belonging to Backward Communities. |The Chairman stated that any concession 
granted to the students belonging to Backward Communities should be such as to 
encourage self-help among them. On. the other hand the help extended by the 
Government will only lead to the enhancement of the ‘unemployed. It is therefore 
necessary to make them lead an independent life even as students. After some 
discussion the question of payment of grants to hostels providing “accommodation to 
Backward Community students was put to vote. _It was resolved by a vast majority 
that the present system of giving lump sum grants to school students should be 
continued and that no grant should be given to private hostels (for secondary school 


students belonging to Backward Classes. It was also desided that the Hindu Union 
Hostel need not be given any grant, . . 
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Ttem 4. Continuance of Pial Schools 


The Commissioner for the Advancement of Backward Communities gave 4 
descriptive statement regarding the working of the pial schools at present. The 
question of taking up these schools by the Education Department was also discussed. 
The Committee was of the view that the pial schools may be taken over by the 
Education Department and run as regular primary schools, Until that Department 
is prepared to take them over, it was decided that the schools should continue under 
the Department for the Advancement of Backward Communities as at present. The 
number of pial schools may be increased to 50 in the course of the current year and 
the number of classes may be increased wherever necessary, 

Item 5. Inclusion of new Communities under 
‘Other Backward Communities’ 
(i) Viswakar malas,—After some discussion it was decided that Viswakarmala 
Community need not be included under ‘Other Backward Communities’. 

(ii) Alwars.—Professionally Alwars are akin to Kusavas. _It is not therefore 
necessary to include them as a separate community, It was decided thatfa clarification 
may be made that ‘Kusavas’ now incleded under ‘Other Backward Communities’ 
includes Alwars also and that they should be given the benefits available to ‘Other 
Backward Cor-munities’. 

(tii) Veluthedath Nayar.—It was decided that Veluthedath Nayar Community 
need not be included under ‘Other Backward Communities’. 

(iv) Thondaiman.—The Committee agreed to include Thondaiman Community 
under the category ‘Other Backward Communittes’. . 

(co) Theluga Chetti-—It was decided that Thelugu Chetties need ‘not. be 
included under ‘Other Backward Communities’ now and thatthe question of the 
inclusion of this Community under the list may be further investigated, 

(vi) Sakravar or Kavathi or Kerala Muthalii—The Committee agreed that 
Sakravar, Kavathi or Kerala Muthali may be included under the category of ‘Other 
Backward Communities’. 

Item 6. Other matters admitted by the Chairman

for the Advancement of Backward Communities to that of of a First Grade Officer, 
moved by Sri. N. S. Kochukunju was taken up for discussion. After some discussion, 
the resolution was passed with only Sri. C. C, Prasad opposing it.

“We have considered the whole question very carefully. We think that the 
general principles formulated by.the Travancore-Cochin Government and embodied 
in their Proceedings, dated September 27, 1950, are on the whole fair to all con- 
cerned and that they take into account almost all the relevant factors, 

We suggest that 50 per cent of the temporary posts might be included in 
the permanent list with -the concomitant effect that’ permanent posts should be 
distributed between Travancore and Cochin branches on the basis of permanent 
posts plus 50 per cent of the temporary posts on 31st December 1948. We also 
agree that there should be a leave reserve on the lines suggested. 

As regards supernumeraries, we are of the view that the supernumeraries should 
have a prior claim for appointments to their respective grades over incumbents of 
the lower grades.. The State Government should, therefore, endeavour to absorb 
the supernumeraries as soon as practicable even though it might mean that men in 
lower grades would have to wait for some time for their promotion. With the 
addition of 50 per cent of the temporary posts to the permanent list and the 10 per 
cent leave reserve, however, we expect that the problem of surplus permanent men 
will practically disappear”.
